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Medfield  Public  Library. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


i.  Any  inhabitant  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  over 
fifteen  years  old,  may  take  from  the  Library  one 
volume  at  a  time,  in  accordance  with  these  rules. 
Persons  under  the  age  of  fifteen  may  receive  books 
upon  the  guarantee  of  some  person  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustees  or  Librarian. 

2.  No  book  shall  be  kept  out  more  than  fourteen 
days.  No  book  shall  be  taken  out  by  the  person 
returning  it,  or  by  any  member  of  the  same  house- 
hold, until  after  one  full  library  day  from  its  return. 

3.  Any  person  keeping  a  book  beyond  the  time 
allowed  shall  pay  a  fine  of  two  cents  for  each  day  of 
detention.  All  injuries  to  books,  beyond  a  reason- 
able wear,  and  all  losses,  shall  be  made  good  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Trustees. 

4.  No  book  shall  be  taken  out  by  any  person 
disobeying  these  rules,  until  all  fines,  losses  and  in- 
juries, chargeable  to  them,  are  made  good. 

5.  All  books  shall  be  returned  to  the  Library  at 
such  times  as  the  Trustees  may  appoint  by  reason- 
able notice,  under  a  penalty  of  a  fine  of  one  dollar. 

Transient  residents  taking  books  from  the  Library 
are  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  Two  Dollars  ;  the 
same  to  be  refunded  to  them  at  any  time  when  they 
desire  it,  provided  that  all  their  books  are  returned 
in  good  order  and  fines  paid.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, —  We  beg  leave  to  report  the  Fire  Department  in 
good  and  effective  condition. 

The  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  are  well  officered 
and  well  organized,  and  composed  of  men  ready  and  willing  to 
respond  to  every  call  of  duty. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  order  and  well  cared  for. 

We  tested  all  the  hose,  and  found  five  hundred  feet  unfit  for  use, 
which  we  had  relined.  We  also  purchased  six  hundred  feet  of 
new  hose,  making  eighteen  hundred  feet  of  good  serviceable  hose 
in  the  department. 

We  recommend  the  building  of  two  reservoirs,  one  on  North 
Street  and  one  on  Pleasant  Street,  said  reservoirs  to  be  filled  by 
pipes  or  hose  running  from  Searle,  Dailey  &  Co.'s  Straw  Factory. 
In  case  of  fire,  the  town  is  in  need  of  some  such  water  supply  on 
North  and  Pleasant  Streets.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  Medfield,  in  compliance  with  the 
requirement  of  the  law,  present  the  following  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  schools  of  the  town  :  — 

NORTH   AND    SOUTH    SCHOOLS. 
Both  of  these  schools  are  in  excellent  condition.     The  faithful 
and  efficient  work  of  Miss  Dorr  and  Mrs.  Chase  has  become  too 
well  known  throughout  the  town  to  make  any  further  comments 
upon  these  schools  necessary. 

CENTRE  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 
This  school  has  enjoyed  the  same  remarkable  prosperity  which 
has  always  attended  the  labors  of  its  present  teacher.  In  some 
respects,  this  is  our  most  important  school.  Here  the  larger  num- 
ber of  our  children  are  started  upon  the  road  to  knowledge,  and 
how  well  they  are  started  those  of  you  who  are  parents  can  attest. 

CENTRE   INTERMEDIATE    SCHOOL. 
Miss    Lucette    Colby  has    continued    in   charge  of   this   school 
throughout  the  year;    and  it  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
Miss  Colby  is  an  excellent  teacher. 

CENTRE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 
Miss  Laura  M.  Hewins  resigned  as  teacher  of  this  school,  at  the 
end  of  the  spring  term,  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Ames  School 
in  Dedham ;  and  the  Committee  engaged  the  services  of  Miss 
Edith  L.  Winn,  a  graduate  of  the  Framingham  Normal  School. 
The  most  pleasant  relations  exist  between  Miss  Winn  and  her 
pupils,  and  the  school  is  doing  well. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 
During  the  spring  term,  after  many  years  of  faithful  service,  Mr. 
Grover  resigned  as  teacher  of  this  school,  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
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position  in  Boston.  With  his  departure,  the  town  lost  a  faithful, 
efficient,  and  conscientious  teacher.  The  Committee  were  fortu- 
nate in  securing  in  Mr.  Grover's  place  Mr.  Eugene  F.  De  Nor- 
mandie,  of  Sherborn,  who  is  doing  good  work  and  giving  entire 
satisfaction.  The  Committee  are  trying  the  experiment  of  raising 
the  grade  of  the  school,  making  the  course  four  years  instead  of 
three ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  and  pupils  will  co-operate  to 
make  the  change  successful. 


SCHOOL  FLAGS. 
During  the  past  year  renewed  interest  in  our  country's  flag  has 
been  awakened,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  have  that  flag  float 
over  as  many  of  our  school-houses  in  Boston  and  elsewhere  in  the 
Commonwealth  as  possible.  This  is  a  most  praiseworthy  object. 
The  fostering  of  the  spirit  of  patriotism  should  have  a  leading 
place  in  the  education  of  our  children,  and  the  national  ensign, 
the  sight  of  which  fills  the  heart  of  every  lover  of  his  country  with 
patriotic  zeal,  should  be  very  familiar  to  them.  In  the  words  of 
another,  let  us  say  of  the  flag  to  our  sons  and  our  daughters  :  "  Be- 
hold it !  Listen  to  it !  Every  star  has  a  tongue  :  every  stripe  is 
articulate.  There  is  no  language  or  speech  where  their  voices  are 
not  heard.  There's  magic  in  the.  web  of  it.  It  has  an  answer 
for  every  question  of  duty.  It  has  a  solution  for  every  doubt 
and  perplexity.  It  has  a  word  of  good  cheer  for  every  hour  of 
gloom  or  of  despondency."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE 

CEMETERY. 


The  Committee  on  the  Enlargement  and  Improvement  of  the 
Cemetery  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  — 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  March  last,  it  was  voted 
that  the  cemetery  be  enlarged.  A  vote  taken  to  show  the  prefer- 
ence of  the  meeting  decided  that  the  opposite  side  of  the  pond 
from  the  present  cemetery  was  most  desirable  :  and  it  was  further 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  and  that  said 
committee  secure  land  for  this  enlargement,  and  that  the  committee  be  not 
restricted  as  to  the  amount  of  land  purchased  or  price  paid  therefor. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  the  18th  of  May,  the  com- 
mittee reported  that,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  town  as 
given  above,  they  had  purchased  the  land  designated,  which  in- 
cluded a  tract  owned  by  Mr.  Henry  M.  Parker,  comprising  eight 
and  thirty-two  one-hundredths  acres  (8j3o2o)>  at  a  cost  of  four  hun- 
dred dollars,  also  a  tract  of  land,  with  buildings  thereon,  of  Ham- 
let Wight,  guardian  of  Daisy  E.  Curtis,  comprising  two  and  eighty- 
three  one-hundredths  acres  (2T8o3o),  at  a  cost  of  eight  hundred 
dollars,  and  recommended  the  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  for  payment  for  the  land  and  thirteen  hundred  dollars  for 
laying  out,  fencing,  and  improving  the  property  purchased,  and 
connecting  the  new  ground  with  the  old  cemetery.  At  a  special 
town  meeting  held  May  25,  the  Town  Treasurer  was  authorized  to 
borrow  twelve  hundred  dollars  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  for 
the  land  and  thirteen  hundred  dollars  for  improving  the  same.  It 
was 

Voted,  That  the  Cemetery  Committee  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
March  and  the  committee  chosen  to  purchase  the  land  be  constituted  a  commit- 
tee with  authority  to  expend  the  money  authorized  by  the  town  in  improving  the 
land  purchased  by  the  committee. 

In  the  execution  of  the  trust  committed  to  them,  the  committee 
have  exercised  their  best  judgment  commensurate  with  the  means 
at  their  disposal.     The  old  mill  buildings  were  sold  and  moved 
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away,  and  an  entrance  to  the  grounds  provided  at  this  point, 
from  which  is  a  new  drive,  following  the  banks  of  the  pond  to  the 
new  stone  bridge  which  has  been  built  across  the  stream  at  the 
upper  end,  which  bridge  forms  the  connection  between  the  old  and 
new  grounds,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  tract  included  in  the 
old  mill  site.  This  bridge  is  a  substantial  single  arch  structure, 
constructed  of  granite,  with  a  span  of  eight  feet,  and  twenty  feet  in 
width.  The  committee  would  recommend  that  the  coming  year 
this  bridge  be  provided  with  guard-stones  and  rails,  both  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  a  proper  finish  and  as  a  safeguard  against 
accident.  The  site  of  the  old  mill  buildings  has  been  filled  and 
graded,  the  street  wall  extended,  and  a  few  lots  made  available  at 
this  point.  An  overflow  has  been  constructed  at  the  dam,  so  as  to 
insure  its  safety.  The  unenclosed  portions  of  the  new  purchase 
have  been  fenced  with  a  post  and  rail  fence. 

In  the  new  grounds  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  pond  from  the 
old  cemetery  and  from  the  gate  on  Main  Street  to  the  bridge 
there  has  been  constructed  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  ave- 
nue, laid  out  mostly  in  a  winding  manner,  so  as  to  bring  out  the 
natural  beauties  of  the  locality.  The  land  is  so  admirably  broken 
and  undulating,  comprising  hill  and  dale,  rock  and  plain,  lake  and 
grove,  that  the  natural  features  are  capable  of  being  greatly  devel- 
oped by  artificial  means. 

There  have  been  surveyed  and  laid  out  in  the  tract  included  in 
the  purchase  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  lots,  averaging  about 
sixteen  feet  square ;  and  land  available  for  about  two  hundred 
and  fifty  lots  has  not  as  yet  been  plotted  out.  The  pond  has  been 
cleaned  out,  the  underbrush  on  the  borders  cleared  away,  and  the 
banks  seeded  to  grass.

It  may  be  considered  a  matter  of  congratulation  on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Medfield  that  land  could  be  obtained 
for  cemetery  purposes  at  this  time,  when  absolutely  needed,  con- 
tiguous to  the  grounds  which  have  been  in  use  since  the  first  set- 
tlement of  the  town.  This  not  only  gratifies  a  sentiment  as  con- 
necting the  past  with  the  present  and  future,  but  it  insures  to  a 
very  great  extent  the  continued  care  and  preservation  of  the 
grounds  hitherto  in  use,  as  one  of  the  first  effects  of  establishing 
a  new  cemetery  in  another  locality  of  the  town,  is  that  the  old 
ground  is  allowed  to  fall  into  neglect  and  decay. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  one  standard  by  which  a  community  can 
be  judged  so  accurately  as  by  its  place  of  burial  of  the  dead,  and 
no  surer  index  of  its  thrift  and  taste.  Go  where  we  will,  if  we  see 
the  place  where  they  who  have  preceded  us  on  the  stage  of  life 
lie  buried  cared  for,  beautified,  and  adorned,  we  judge  a  people 
who  have  a  reverence  for  God,  a  love  for  man,  who  possess  high 
aspirations,  and  have  a  reverence  for  sacred  places  and  sacred 
things.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  community  makes  poor  provi- 
sion as  to  grounds,  and  even  these  are  neglected  and  uncared  for, 
we  feel  that  here  there  is  but  little  thought  of  the  most  holy  and 
sacred  things  of  life  and  less  thought  of  the  solemn  lessons  of 
death.  May  the  care  bestowed  on  these  grounds,  both  the  old 
and  new,  indicate  on  the  part  of  this  community  a  realizing  sense 
of  the  obligations  of  the  living  to  the  memory  of  the  dead  and  the 
most  sacred  regard  for  holy  places  and  things ! 
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The  committee  indulge  the  hope  that,  at  some  day  not  far  dis- 
tant, some  memorial  to  the  soldiers  of  this  town,  who  gave  their 
lives  "  that  a  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the 
people,  might  not  perish  from  the  earth,"  may  adorn  these  grounds, 
and  be  to  us,  and  those  who  shall  come  after  us,  a  constant  re- 
minder of  their  sacrifices  and  sufferings.

To  him  we  are  indebted  for  the 
gift  of  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  to  be  applied  toward  the  ex- 
pense of  the  new  bridge,  for  the  gift  of  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars 
to  be  applied  to  the  cleaning  out  of  the  pond,  for  the  deed  of  a 
strip  of  land  bordering  on  Dale  Street  for  the  purpose  of  straight- 
ening the  line  at  this  point,  and  for  the  free  use  of  gravel  bank 
for  gravelling  the  avenues. 

To  Mr.  Jeremiah  B.  Hale,  who  has  always  felt  a  deep  interest 
in  the  work  from  its  inception  to  completion,  we  are  indebted  for 
the  gift  of  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  to  be  applied  to  the  expense 
of  the  new  bridge,  which  amount  was  deposited  in  the  treasury. 

To  Mr.  William  P.  Hewins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  we 
desire  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  untiring  zeal  with  which  he 
has  labored.     His  time,  his  labor,  his  judgment,  and  his  advice 
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have  been  freely  given  •  and  to  him  is  due  in  a  very  great  degree, 
whatever  tends  to  the  usefulness,  the  beauty,  and  the  appropri- 
ateness of  these  grounds.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  past  year  has  been  a  successful  one.  Upwards  of  ten 
thousand  books  have  been  circulated  ;  and,  although  the  demand 
has  been  and  is  for  light  reading,  we  feel  that  we  must  meet  such 
demand.  Statistics  show  that,  in  all  country  libraries,  from  seventy 
to  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  books  read  are  works  of  fiction. 
The  majority  of  such  books  are  not  harmful ;  but  they  simply 
serve  to  amuse  or  interest  for  the  moment,  and  that,  it  seems,  is 
all  that  our  busy  community  requires.  While  it  is  our  intention 
to  supply  the  books  asked  for  by  our  readers,  a  policy  generally 
adopted  and  popular,  works'  by  new  authors  are  not  placed  in  cir- 
culation until  read  by  a  competent  person. 

The  plan  of  allowing  transient  residents  to  take  out  books  upon 
making  a  deposit  of  two  dollars  has  proved  a  success. 

We  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  fact  that 
more  room  will  soon  be  absolutely  necessary.  When  the  books  are 
all  called  in,  there  is  not  shelf-room  for  them. 

The  demand  is  for  new  books.  Many  of  the  old  books  are 
seldom  taken  out.  Nevertheless,  they  are  catalogued,  and  may  be 
wanted.  The  question  comes,  "  What  is  our  next  move  ? "  We 
find  it  difficult  of  answer,  and  are  ready  for  suggestions. 

We  wish  to  tender  to  Colonel  E.  V.  Mitchell  our  appreciation 
of  his  liberality  in  supplying  the  reading-room  with  periodicals 
throughout  the  year.  The  only  expense  to  the  town  has  been  for 
heat  and  light,  the  Secretary  having  furnished  the  janitor  service. 
The  standard  magazines  have  been  bound,  and  are  in  great  de- 
mand. Books  from  the  shelves  are  furnished  to  patrons  of  the 
reading-room,  to  be  used  in  the  room. 

To  A.  K.  Tisdale,  of  Dover,  we  are  indebted  for  regularfly  ur- 
nishing  the  Boston  Herald,  and  to  J.  D.  Emmons,  of  Walpole,  for 
copies  of  Medfield  Messenger. 

Our  collection  of  articles  of  historic  interest  has  been  increased 
the  past  year  by  donations  from  Ephraim  O.  Grover  and  J.  H. 
Baker.  . 

For  the  coming  year,  we  ask  the  usual  appropriation.

COMMONWEALTH   OF   MASSACHUSETTS. 

Norfolk,  ss. 

To  George  A.  Morse,  one  of  the  constables  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Medfield,  on 
Monday,  the  third  day  of  March  next,  at  half-past  twelve  afternoon,  then  and 
there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  several  town  officers  for 
the  past  year. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to  borrow  any 
necessary  sums  of  money  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  make  appropriation  of  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected  for  the 
ensuing  year.  And  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be  allowed  the  Col- 
lector for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all  such 
means  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if  chosen  to  the 
same  office. 

Art.  8,  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurors  as  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work  on  the 
highways  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  or  will  not  grant  license  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  votes  to  be  yes  or  no. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  or  of  sections  seventy-four,  seventy-five,  seventy-six,  and  seventy-seven  of 
chapter  twenty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  regard  to  the  election  of  three 
road  Commissioners. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  elect  three  road  Commissioners,  one  for 
three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  one  year. 
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Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  cemetery  or  do  or  act  any- 
thing relating  thereto. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money 
for  Memorial  Day,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Miller  Street,  as  now  laid  out  by 
J.  M.  Johnson,  and  do  all  necessary  grading,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  a  stone-crusher,  or  do  or  act 
anything  relating  thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant,  by  posting  up  an  attested  copy 
thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield,  ten  days,  at 
least,  before  the  time  of  said  meeting.

PREFACE. 


The  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  on  the  Enlargement  and 
Improvement  of  the  Cemetery  in  the  town,  considering  it  most  appro- 
priate that  the  new  grounds  should  be  formally  dedicated  and  set  apart 
for  sacred  use,  designated  Saturday,  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
1890,  as  the  day  to  be  observed  for  that  purpose.

After  a  musical  selection  rendered  by  the  Euterpe  Quartette,  and 
invocation  by  Rev.  Louis  S.  Bowerman,  the  President  of  the  day 
delivered  the  opening  address. 

OPENING   ADDRESS    OF   JAMES    HEWINS,    ESQ.,    PRESIDENT   OF 
THE   DAY. 

Fellow-townsmen,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen  ; 

For  the  third  time  in  the  history  of  our  town  it  has  become  nec- 
essary to  enlarge  the  bounds  of  the  "  burying-place,"  as  it  is  called 
in  the  ancient  records ;  and,  now  that  a  tract  of  land  much  larger 
than  the  burying-place  proper  has  been  added  to  it,  it  has  been 
deemed  appropriate  that  we  should  come  together,  and  join  in 
these  dedicatory  exercises. 

Standing  here  in  this  closing  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
let  us  look  back  for  a  moment  down  the  long  vista  of  our  history. 
165 1,  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  years  ago,  only  thirty-one  years 
after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims,  eighty-one  years  before  the  birth 
of  Washington,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  before  the 
Revolution, —  that  was  the  year  when  yonder  old  burying-ground 
was  laid  out.  And  how  well  our  fathers  chose  its  location  you  all 
know ;  for  there  is  no  more  beautiful  spot  in  all  this  fair  town  than 
that  sunny  enclosure,  with  Vine  Brook  murmuring  by  and  the 
river  sparkling  in  the  distance.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
years  ago !  Then  only  two  years  had  elapsed  since  the  head  of 
him  for  whom  that  river  was  named,  King  Charles  I.,  had  been 
held  up  to  the  populace  in  London.  The  Commonwealth  of  Eng- 
land had  jusf  begun.  The  founders  of  the  town,  with  their 
families,  had  just  established  themselves  here  in  this  outpost  of 
civilization,  for  the  purposes  —  to  use  their  own  recorded  words  — 
of  "  the  further  promulgation  of  the  Gospell,  the  subdueing  of  this 
pt  of  the  earth  amongst  the  rest  given  to  the  sonnes  of  Adam  & 
the  enlargemt  of  the  bounds  of  the  habitations  formerly  designed 
by  God  to  som  of  his  people  in  this  wilderness."

The  Rev.  John  Wilson,  son  of  the  first  minister  of  Boston,  and 
a  graduate  of  the  first  class  of  Harvard  College,  was  here ;  and  so 
were  James  Allen,  the  Medfield  head  of  the  Allen  family,  and 
Abraham  Harding,  the  ancestor  of  Judge  Bishop  and  Mr.  Fiske  ; 
and  Mr.  Ralph  Wheelock  was  here,  and  John  Ellis,  Thomas 
Mason,  John  Wight,  Daniel  Morse,  Isaac  Chenery,  Francis  Ha- 
mant,  John  Turner,  Joseph  Clark,  Henry  Adams,  Alexander  Lov- 
ell,  and  other  familiar  names. 

And  the  old  burying-ground  has  seen  that  little  band  of  noble 
men  and  women  and  their  descendants  for  many  generations  gath- 
ered into  its  sacred  soil.  It  has  seen  the  dwellers  of  this  frontier 
hamlet  the  faithful  but  restless  subjects  of  five  kings  and  one 
queen  of  England,  and  it  saw  them  in  their  revolt  for  freedom.  It 
has  seen  them  in  all  the  "vicissitudes  of  changeful  time,"  now  culti- 
vating the  arts  of  peace,  now  defending  their  homes  from  the  sav- 
ages, and  now  battling  for  their  country  ;  and  the  ashes  of  heroes 
of  all  our  wars  are  mingled  there. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  the  burying-place  has  been  without  a 
name.  Although  on  a  few  occasions  spoken  of  in  print  as  "Mount 
Hope  Cemetery,"  that  name  seems  to  be  wholly  inappropriate, 
having  no  historical  significance  whatever,  and  being  a  name 
already  borne  by  other  cemeteries,  notably  the  great  cemetery  in 
Dorchester. 

It  appears  from  the  ancient  records  of  the  town  that  one  of  the 
first  acts  of  the  settlers  here  was  to  give  a  name  to  the  little  stream 
which,  rising  in  Rocky  Woods,  and  flowing  through  the  centre 
of  the  village,  hurries  down  "to  join  the  brimming  river";  and 
the  name  they  gave  it  was  "  Vine  Brook."  Vine  Brook,  as  you 
know,  flows  through  a  portion  of  the  addition  to  the  cemetery,  and 
into  and  through  the  pond  which  the  town  has  purchased,  and 
which  lies  between  the  old  part  and  the  new.  What  more  appro- 
priate action,  then,  could  the  committee  have  taken  than  to  name 
that  pond  Vine  Lake  and  the  cemetery  Vine  Lake  Cemetery,  as 
they  have  done  ? 

By  giving  to  the  burying-ground  where  our  fathers  sleep  this 
beautiful  name, —  dear  to  them  and  often  on  their  lips, —  we  form 
a  new  and  imperishable  tie  to  bind  us  to  the  past ;  for,  as  Vine 
Brook  sang  two  hundred  years  ago,  so  will 'it  sing  two  hundred 
years  to  come,  when  we  shall  have  all  been  long  gathered  to  our 
fathers, — 


The  hymn, 
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"  Men  may  come  and  men  may  go, 
But  I  go  on  forever." 


"  Our  God,  our  help  in  ages  past, 
Our  hope  for  years  to  come," 


to  the  tune  of  "  St.  Martin's,"  was  then  rendered  by  the  quartette, 
the  audience  joining  in  the  singing. 

The  dedicatory  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Hayward, 
after  which  the,  following  report  and  address  on  behalf  of  the 
committee  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Albert  A.  Lovell  :  — 

REPORT   AND   ADDRESS    OF    MR.    ALBERT   A.    LOVELL. 

It  has  long  been  evident  that,  in  the  natural  course  of  events, 
the  cemetery  in  Medfield,  which  has  been  the  only  place  of  burial 
in  the  town  from  its  earliest  settlement  to  the  present  time,  with 
one  or  two  minor  enlargements,  would  soon  need  enlargement  of 
an  extended  nature,  or  new  grounds  provided  in  some  other  local- 
ity. The  town  considered  it  advisable  that  any  movement  in  this 
direction  should  be  made  on  a  general  plan,  which  should  meet 
the  demands  nature  imposes,  and  reflect  credit  upon  its  citizens. 
Consequently,  two  years  since,  a  committee  was  appointed  which 
should  consider  the  matter,  and  report  at  some  future  time.  The 
committee  appointed  considered  the  subject  in  its  different  bear- 
ings, and  reported,  advising  the  purchase  of  land  situated  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  highway  from  the  present  cemetery.  Several 
objections  to  this  locality  presenting  themselves,  and  there  being 
a  feeling  that,  in  a  matter  so  closely  allied  to  the  tenderest  feelings 
of  the  heart,  the  sentiment  of  the  people  should  find  its  fullest 
expression,  votes  were  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1889,  both  on  the  question  of  enlargement  and  as  to  the  direction 
in  which  such  proposed  enlargement  should  be  made.  These 
votes  were  practically  unanimous  that  the  cemetery  should  be 
enlarged,  and  that  land  lying  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  pond 
from  the  cemetery  now  in  use  was  the  direction  in  which  the  addi- 
tion should  be  made ;  and  a  committee  was  appointed  upon  which 
was  conferred  full  power  to  purchase  land  for  that  purpose,  and  it 
was  also  voted  that  they  be  not  restricted  as  to  the  amount  of  land 
to  be  purchased  or  the  price  paid  therefor.  The  committee,  real- 
izing and  appreciating  the  confidence  reposed  in  them,  constantly 
bore  in  mind  the  prospective  needs  of  the  town  in  this  direction ; 
and,  while  deeming  it  best  that  the  plans  adopted  should  be  such 
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as  should  reflect  credit  upon  the  town,  they  were  careful  not  to 
exceed  the  bounds  of  a  prudent  economy.  Land  was  purchased, — 
about  thirteen  acres  in  extent,  including  the  lake  bordering  upon 
the  old  ground.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  doings  of  the  com- 
mittee were  ratified,  and  the  money  granted  and  appropriated  for 
the  payment  for  the  land ;  and  an  additional  amount  was  placed 
at  the  committee's  disposal  for  improving  the  same  and  connecting 
it  with  the  grounds  hitherto  in  use.  This  committee  has  endeav- 
ored to  be  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and  has  labored 
with  a  harmony  which  had  its  origin  in  the  similarity  of  views, 
judgment,  and  taste  on  the  part  of  its  several  members.  The 
committee  having  this  work  in  charge  was  composed,  with  one 
exception,  of  those  who  have  long  been  identified  with  Medfield 
and  its  interests,  and  who  have  always  been  ready  to  forward 
whatever  tends  to  its  religious,  moral,  educational,  and  material 
welfare  ;  and  I  ask  your  indulgence  for  a  word  in  reference  to  that 
exception.  Some  fifteen  years  since,  and  some  years  before  I  took 
up  my  residence  among  you,  while  engaged  in  genealogical  research 
relating  to  my  own  family  history,  in  order  to  ascertain  certain 
facts  and  dates,  I  made  a  special  journey  to  this  Medfield  ceme- 
tery, and  was  rewarded  by  finding  my  previous  conclusions  verified 
in  every  particular.  Here  in  these  grounds  were  deposited  the  re- 
mains of  my  own  direct  ancestors  for  several  generations,  beginning 
with  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  the  town  and  one  of  the  signers 
of  the  Medfield  compact  of  1649,  an(^  whose  home  was  destroyed 
by  King  Philip  on  that  eventful  February  morning,  1676;  and  the 
oldest  stone  in  these  grounds  having  a  legible  inscription  bears 
my  own  family  name  and  the  date  1661.  From  these  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  past,  if  for  no  others,  I  have  felt  an 
interest  in  the  care,  preservation,  and  beauty  of  these  grounds. 

It  occurs  to  the  committee  that  perhaps  we  do  not  thoroughly 
appreciate  the  value  of  the  inscriptions  in  this  cemetery  to  the 
historian  and  genealogist.  From  the  notes  appended  to  an  ad- 
dress by  our  distinguished  guest  of  to-day  on  a  former  occasion, 
we  find  that  Medfield  stands  the  twenty-eighth  in  the  list  of  towns 
sending  deputies  to  the  General  Court  of  Elections  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Colony,  in  1652,  and  at  the  time  of  its  settlement  was 
on  the  extreme  frontier  line.  The  children  of  Medfield  are 
scattered;  and  children's  children,  to  seventh  and  eighth  genera- 
tions, are   to-day  sowing  seed    and  reaping  harvests  which   had 
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their  origin  in  the  convictions  and  principles  of  their  Puritan 
fathers  here.  How  many  there  are,  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  our  land,  who  can  "look  back  through  Time's  long 
vista,"  and  claim  descent  from  the  early  settlers  here ! 

Some  ten  or  more  years  ago,  one  of  the  most  active  historical 
societies  in  our  Commonwealth,  which  has  put  in  printed  form 
within  the  last  few  years  many  thousand  pages  of  historical  and 
genealogical  matter,  and  which  contemplates  erecting  the  coming 
season,  on  a  very  valuable  site  already  secured,  a  costly  building 
devoted  to  its  use,  seriously  considered  a  proposition  to  send  a 
committee  to  Medfield  for  the  purpose  of  copying  all  inscriptions 
in  the  cemetery  here  bearing  date  previous  to  the  year  1800.  The 
matter  was  deferred,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  done.  This  society 
has  accomplished  this  work  in  some  of  the  older  towns  in  our 
State  and  in  one  of  our  largest  cities,  and  much  of  the  work  is 
printed  and  deposited  in  the  leading  historical  libraries  of  the 
United  States,  thus  absolutely  insuring  them  against  being  lost. 
Few  grounds  are  of  jnore  importance  to  the  genealogist,  and  few 
town  records  are  of  greater  value  than  those  of  Medfield.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  work  will  yet  be  done  here,  and  that  all  in- 
scriptions bearing  these  early  dates  will  yet  be  found  recorded  in 
the  archives  of  that  organization. 

The  name  "  Vine  Lake "  has  been  given  to  this  cemetery  as 
being  most  appropriate,  in  point  of  historical  name  and  fact,  and 
also  as  being  appropriate  in  the  harmony  of  its  sound  and  sug- 
gestions with  the  quiet  and  peace  of  the  place.  No  name  has 
heretofore  been  officially  given  or  recognized,  it  having  been 
known  as  the  burial-ground  or  cemetery.  Vine  Brook  has  its 
rise  in  the  rocky  hills  near  the  Dover  boundaries,  and  flows 
through  the  middle  of  the  town  and  empties  into  the  Charles  River 
near  the  place  commonly  called  "The  Willows."  This  name, 
which  it  has  borne  for  at  least  two  centuries,  was  probably  given 
it  from  the  abundance  of  vines  which  grew  along  its  banks  ;  and 
the  earliest  grants  of  land  make  mention  of  this  stream  by  that 
name.  What  more  natural  than  that  the  lake,  now  near  the 
centre  of  the  grounds  and  formed  by  its  waters,  should  bear  the 
same  name,  and  what  more  natural  than  that  the  new  bridge 
should  bear  the  name  of  Vine  Brook  Bridge  ? 

Most  of  the  avenues  and  prominent  points  have  been  given 
names  commemorative  of  some  who  have  been  prominently  iden- 
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tified  with  the  history  of  the  town,  or  names  suggested  by  the 
character  of  the  place.  The  main  avenue  extending  from  the 
main  street  along  the  borders  of  the  lake,  across  the  bridge  and 
through  the  new  grounds  to  Frairy  Street,  has  been  designated 
Wilson  Avenue,  in  remembrance  of  Rev.  John  Wilson,  the  first 
minister  of  the  town  and  son  of  the  first  minister  of  Boston,  whose 
ministrations  here  covered  a  period  of  fifty-one  years.  Baxter 
Avenue  is  named  in  honor  of  Rev.  Joseph  Baxter,  the  second 
minister,  who  served  the  people  here  for  forty-eight  years.  Pren- 
tiss Avenue  is  so  called  in  commemoration  of  Rev.  Thomas 
Prentiss,  the  fourth  minister,  whose  term  of  ministry  here  con- 
tinued for  forty-four  years  ;  and  Sanders  Avenue  in  honor  of  Rev. 
Daniel  C.  Sanders,  whose  term  covered  a  period  oi  fourteen  years. 
Mason  Heights  are  so  called  in  honor  of  Dr.  Lowell  Mason,  the 
eminent  musician,  instructor,  and  composer,  a  native  of  the  town  ; 
and  to  the  park  on  the  summit  of  these  heights  is  given  the  name 
of  Prospect  Park.  The  elevation  of  land  next  to  the  Sewall 
estate  is  designated  Sewall  Heights,  in  remembrance  of  Rev. 
Charles  C.  Sewall ;  and  the  park  on  this  elevation  is  called  Sun- 
set Park,  while  to  the  smaller  elevation  on  the  borders  of  the  lake 
is  given  the  name  of  Peters  Hill,  in  honor  of  Captain  William 
Peters,  a  former  leading  citizen  of  the  town,  (1772-1843).  To 
the  ledge  of  rocks  is  given  the  name  of  Monument  Ledge,  and 
the  level  tract  of  land  lying  between  Monument  Ledge  and 
Mason  Heights  is  called  Mitchell  Park ;  and  I  would  here  state 
that  there  is  one  member  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  is  the 
first  intimation  that  this  name  has  been  given  to  any  spot  in  these 
grounds.  Many  minor  points  of  the  committee's  work  might  be 
appropriately  referred  to  here  ;  but  it  would  seem  superfluous,  as 
they  are  covered  by  the  official  report  made  to  the  town,  which  will 
soon  be  before  you  in  printed  form.  A  thorough  survey  has  been 
made,  and  the  grounds  plotted  out  with  other  avenues  and  paths, 
and  a  plan  prepared,  which  will  be  very  soon  completed  and  open 
to  inspection. 

The  committee  acknowledge  with  great  pleasure  the  assistance 
they  have  received  from  unexpected  sources.  From  the  firm  whose 
interests  and  those  of  Medfield  are  identical,  from  the  resident 
member  of  that  firm  and  one  of  our  most  esteemed  citizens,  and 
from  another  still  of  our  prominent  citizens,  we  have  received  such 
substantial  gifts  as  have  enabled  us  to  do  many  things  in  the  way 
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of  utility  and  beauty  which  could  not  have  been  done  without  their 
aid.  Oar  citizens  will  ever  appreciate  these  helps,  and  feel  thank- 
ful to  the  donors.  That  community  is  favored  which  has  at  the 
head  of  its  largest  business  interest*  men  who  voluntarily  and 
without  solicitation  assist  in  its  public  enterprises.  Favored,  in- 
deed, is  that  community  which  numbers  among  its  citizens  one  f 
who,  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  the  best  years  of  his  manhood, 
has  deservedly  received  Fortune's  smiles,  who  is  ever  found  with  a 
ready  and  willing  hand,  a  moving  spirit  in  every  public  interest, 
and  who  stamps  his  personality  both  for  the  present  and  for  the 
future  upon  the  town  which  is  his  home  ;  which  numbers  another 
among  its  citizens  t  who,  having  passed  his  threescore  years  and 
ten,  freely  gives  us  the  benefit  of  his  ripened  judgment,  his  advice 
and  counsel,  and  who  labors  for  the  public  good  with  all  the 
enthusiasm  of  his  earlier  years ;  which  numbers  another  still  §  who 
has  shown  his  love  for  the  town  by  his  labors  in  behalf  of  the 
preservation  of  its  public  records,  the  utility  and  beauty  of  its 
chief  public  building,  and  the  utility  and  beauty  of  its  public 
ground.  A  town  blessed  with  such  benefactors  can  take  no  steps 
backward. 

And  now  to-day  we  finish  our  labors,  and  present  to  you  the 
work  which  the  committee  was  appointed  to  perform,  with  the  hope 
that  it  will  meet  your  approbation,  and  that  these  grounds  which 
we  to-day  set  apart  to  the  most  sacred  use  will  be  maintained 
and  beautified  and  adorned  as  is  befitting  the  last  resting-place 
of  the  generations  of  men  and  as  is  befitting  most  hallowed 
ground. 

The  labors  of  the  committee  being  ended,  we  are  assembled 
here  to-day  to  formally  dedicate  and  consecrate  these  grounds. 

The  dedication  and  consecration  of  a  place  of  burial  for  the 
dead  is  always  a  solemn  occasion ;  and  it  is  seldom  that  an 
occasion  so  connects  the  dead  past,  the  living  present,  and  the 
unknown  future  as  does  this.  It  is  well,  amid  the  care,  the  anxi- 
eties, and  the  perplexities  of  life  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
festivities  and  gayeties  of  life  on  the  other,  to  pause  and  take  our 
bearings,  and  reflect  on  the  end  to  which  all  things  tend;  and  an 
occasion  like  this  cannot  be  otherwise  than  profitable  to  the 
reflecting  mind.     It  is  impossible  for  us  at  this  time  to  disconnect

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our  thoughts  from  the  past ;  and  it  is  fitting  that  we  draw  what 
lessons  we  may  from  the  lives  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us, 
that  we  may  be  the  better  prepared  for  our  duties  to  ourselves,  to 
those  who  shall  come  after  us,  and  to  our  God. 

It  may  with  truth,  I  think,  be  said  here  to-day  that  the  years 
165 1  and  1890  mark  two  distinct  epochs  in  the  history  and  life 
of  this  community  ;  for,  in  the  former  year,  grounds  were  here  first 
set  apart  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  here  the  generations  of 
the  past  lie  buried.  To-day,  we  stand  at  the  entrance  of  new 
grounds,  where  some  of  the  present  and  future  generation  will  lie 
buried.  And  may  they  who  shall  silently  inhabit  these  new  grounds 
prove  to  have  been  as  worthy  and  as  wise  in  their  day  and  gener- 
ation as  they  who  lie  buried  in  the  old  ! 

And,  while  we  here  to-day  dedicate  ground  to  future  use,  I  wish 
to  make  a  plea  for  the  tender  care  and  preservation  of  the  old 
grounds.  And  the  first  thought  that  naturally  comes  to  our  minds 
in  this  connection  is  the  question,  Who  lie  buried  here  ?  The 
fathers,  mothers,  brothers,  sisters,  husbands,  wives,  and  children 
of  many  of  you.  It  is  not  for  me  to  prompt  your  affection  and 
reverence  for  the  spot  where  they  lie,  for  your  feelings  are  sacred 
here.  But  others  lie  buried  here  whose  lives  demand  our  tribute, 
and  whose  graves  demand  our  reverent  guardianship;  and  we 
should  consider  these  graves  a  sacred  trust  committed  to  our  care. 
Old  men  and  young  men,  matrons  and  maids,  lie  buried  here, 
who,  born  in  England,  left  their  homes  beyond  the  seas,  and  came 
to  this  then  unbroken  wilderness,  that  they  might  here  worship 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  that  conscience  with  which  he 
has  endowed  the  sons  of  men.  Here,  under  a  charter  which, 
although  it  did  not  expressly  grant  them  liberty  of  conscience,  did 
not  explicitly  deny  it,  they  enjoyed  a  spiritual  peace.  But  when 
Charles  I.,  in  that  spirit  of  tyranny  which  ever  characterized  the 
Stuart  dynasty,  demanded  of  them  the  surrender  of  that  charter, 
they  positively  and  absolutely  refused  to  surrender  it.  And,  after 
such'  a  refusal  at  such  a  time,  it  seeming  that  the  colonies  must 
either  bend  or  break  before  royal  power,  it  was  a  matter  of  deep 
import  to  these  colonists  whether  their  brothers,  sons,  and  kins- 
men, marshalled  under  Cromwell  on  the  fields  of  Edgehill,  of 
Marston  Moor,  and  of  Naseby,  with  the  watchwords,  "  God  our 
Strength"  and  "The  Lord  of  Hosts,"  could  cope  successfully 
with  the  forces  under  the  command  of  the  king  and  the  impetuous 
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overthrown.  Men  lie  buried  here  who  resisted  the  encroachments 
of  Charles  II. ;  and,  when  he  repeatedly  demanded  of  them  the 
surrender  of  their  charter,  they  as  repeatedly  refused  to  surrender 
it.  And  when,  in  1684,  the  charter  fell,  it  fell  not  because  they 
surrendered  it,  but  because  judgment  was  rendered  against  it. 
Men  lie  buried  here  who  resisted  the  tyranny  of  James  II.  and  his 
minion,  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  and  drove  him  from  the  colony.  Men 
lie  buried  here  who  died  defending  their  homes,  their  wives,  and 
little  ones  against  the  attacks  of  a  savage  foe.  Men  lie  buried  here 
who  carried  in  their  bodies  the  wounds  and  scars  received  in  that 
long  struggle  between  England  and  France  for  supremacy  over 
America,  which  culminated  on  the  Heights  of  Abraham  in  the 
defeat  of  Montcalm.  Men  lie  buried  here  who  took  part  in  the 
disputes  with  the  royal  governors  of  George  III.  Men  lie  buried 
here  who  bore  in  their  bodies  wounds  and  scars  received  in  the 
struggle  for  American  independence.  Men  lie  buried  here  who 
bore  in  their  bodies  wounds  and  scars  and  met  death  itself  in  a 
struggle  of  later  date,  which  you  and  I  well  remember.  Men  lie 
buried  here  who,  for  generations,  from  the  sacred  desk  in  the 
house  of  God,  pointed  out  to  this  people  the  path  to  heaven.  Men 
and  women  lie  buried  here  who  have  been  foremost  in  every  good 
word  and  work  in  this  community  for  the  past  two  hundred  and 
forty  years.  What  ground  holds  within  its  bosom  more  precious 
dust?  And,  if  we  cannot  guard  the  graves  of  these  men  and 
women,  if  we  cannot  keep  their  memory  green,  let  us  no  longer 
claim  descent  from  them ;  for  we  are  unworthy  sons  of  noble  sires. 
May  he  who,  perhaps,  in  some  future  century  looks  in  retrospect 
upon  the  lives  of  those  who  lie  buried  in  these  new  grounds  find 
that  they  were  as  loyal  to  God  and  country  and  truth  and  right  as 
they  who  lie  buried  in  the  old  !  Let  us  not  arrogate  to  ourselves 
a  superiority  which  we  may  not  possess.  Glory  enough  will  it  be 
for  us  if  we  shall  prove  their  equals. 

Go  with  me  to  these  grounds  at  the  close  of  some  spring  or  sum- 
mer day,  when  the  sun  hangs  low  in  the  west,  and  "  all  the  air  a 
solemn  stillness  holds  "  ;  and,  as  we  pass  within  these  gates, 

"  How  the  sacred  calm,  that  breathes  around, 
Bids  every  fierce  tumultuous  passion  cease, 
In  still,  small  accents  whispering  from  the  ground 
A  grateful  earnest  of  eternal  peace !  " 
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And  as  we  pass  among  these  old  stones,  rude  field-stones,  many 
of  them  without  any  inscription,  others  with  holes  drilled  through 
them  for  the  purpose  of  identification,  others  still  with  the  inscrip- 
tion almost  entirely  obliterated,  with  what  force  do  those  lines  of 
England's  poet  come  to  our  minds  !  — 

"  Beneath  those  rugged  elms,  that  yew-tree's  shade, 
Where  heaves  the  turf  in  many  a  mouldering  heap, 
Each  in  his  narrow  cell  forever  laid, 

The  rude  forefathers  of  the  hamlet  sleep. 

"  The  breezy  call  of  incense-breathing  morn, 

The  swallow  twitt'ring  from  the  straw-built  shed, 
The  cock's  shrill  clarion,  or  the  echoing  horn, 
No  more  shall  rouse  them  from  their  lowly  bed. 

"  For  them  no  more  the  blazing  hearth  shall  burn, 
Or  busy  housewife  ply  her  evening  care ; 
No  children  run  to  lisp  their  sire's  return, 
Or  climb  his  knees  the  envied  kiss  to  share." 

And  as  we  turn  from  these  old  stones,  and  pass  among  others 
of  more  recent  date,  some  of  which  have  been  placed  there  by 
some  of  you,  how  forcibly  do  those  lines  of  our  own  New  England 
poet  come  to  our  minds  !  — 

"  God's  acre !     Yes,  that  blessed  name  imparts 
Comfort  to  those  who  in  the  grave  have  sown 
The  seed  that  they  had  garnered  in  their  hearts, 
Their  bread  of  life,  alas !  no  more  their  own." 

And,  as  we  turn  from  these  stones  and  pass  down  across  the 
bridge  which  spans  the  stream  to  these  new  grounds  which  you 
have  provided,  you  must  feel  that  here  you  have  not  only  provided 
for  others,  but  for  yourselves.  And  as  one  and  another  of  those 
whom  you  now  hold  dear  in  life,  whom  you  love  and  cherish,  are 
taken  from  you,  and  you  follow  them  to  this  place  beautiful  by 
nature  and  beautified  by  art,  you  can  feel  that,  having  done  all  you 
could  for  them  in  life  in  providing  this  place,  you  have  at  last  done 
all  you  could  for  them  in  death ;  and,  as  you  leave  them  here  in 
the  silent  grave,  and  turn  away  to  go  back  to  your  lonely  homes, 
you  can  feel  that  you  have  left  them  here,  where  in  spring  the 
birds  will  sing  their  sweetest  songs,  where  in  summer  the  flowers 
will  bloom  and  shed  their  fragrance,  where  in  autumn  the  beautiful 
tints  of  the  foliage  will  lend  their  solemn  splendor,  and  where  in 
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winter  even  the  rude  blasts  will  chant  a  requiem  over  these  graves. 
And  bear  in  mind  that  included  in  these  graves  will  be  the  graves 
of  many  of  you,  where  they  whom  you  have  borne  thither,  and  you 
whom  others  have  borne  thither,  shall  alike  repose,  and  await  the 
final  summons  of  your  Father  and  your  God. 


The  President  introduced  Mr.  William  S.  Tilden,  the  historian 
of  Medfield,  who  gave  an  interesting  sketch  of  the  cemetery 
hitherto  in  use. 


HISTORICAL    SKETCH     OF     MEDFIELD    CEMETERY    BY   MR.    WILLIAM    S. 

TILDEN. 

At  the  request  of  those  who  have  in  charge  the  exercises  of  the 
day,  I  have  consented  to  prepare  a  brief  historical  sketch  of  our 
burial-place.  The  nucleus  of  what  we  come  to-day  to  inaugurate 
as  the  "Vine  Lake  Cemetery"  dates  back  as  a  place  of  burial 
for  the  dead  to  the  founding  of  the  town. 

Whenever,  in  the  early  days,  our  Puritan  forefathers  commenced 
a  new  settlement,  or  laid  out  a  new  village,  as  the  closely  clustered 
dwellings  of  the  settlement  were  called,  three  things  were  at  once 
provided  for :  the  necessary  highways,  the  site  for  a  meeting-house, 
or  place  for  all  public  gatherings,  sacred  or  secular,  and  a  spot  for 
burials, —  the  "  burying-place  "  commonly  called. 

In  many  an  ancient  document  the  Scriptural  faith  of  our  noble 
ancestors  may  be  read  to-day  in  words  like  these  :  "  I  commit  my 
spirit  unto  God  who  gave  it,  and  my  body  to  the  dust  in  hope  of  a 
glorious  resurrection  " ;  and  the  knowledge  that  erelong  the  debt 
of  nature  must  be  paid,  and  that  they  must  bid  adieu  to  the 
scenes  of  life  and  to  the  institutions  which  they  had  founded  with 
so  much  of  toil  and  sacrifice,  led  them  to  provide  a  place  where 
the  weary  pilgrim  might  "  rest  his  head  upon  the  lap  of  earth." 

We  have  no  record  of  the  formal  designation  of  such  a  spot  by 
the  pioneers,  under  the  leadership  of  Ralph  Wheelock,  who  first 
took  up  their  abode  and  built  their  homes  in  that  part  of  the 
wilderness  which  they  named  "Medfield."  Those  few  missing 
leaves  from  our  old  book  of  records  contained  doubtless  much 
that  we  would  like  to  know,  and  this  among  the  rest.  But  from 
incidental  references  we  know  that  this  was  among  the  first  things 
attended  to  ;  for  instance,  in  the  grant  of  a  house-lot  to  John  Met- 
calf  (where  the  houses  of  Mr.  Thurston  and  Mr.  Marshall  now 
stand)  it  is  described  as  "  bounded  westerly  by  the  burying-place." 
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This  was  in  1652;  and,  as  the  original  highways  were  laid  some 
time  between  the  10th  of  May  and  June  19,  1650,  there  is  little, 
if  any,  doubt  that  the  original  burying-place  dates  back  to  the 
spring  of  that  year. 

As  at  first  laid  out,  and  as  it  continued  for  nearly  two  centuries, 
it  comprised  the  central  portion  of  the  present  grounds  lying  along 
Main  Street,  additions  having  been  made  on  three  sides.  It  com- 
menced at  or  near  the  present  Thayer  monument,  and  extended 
along  the  street  to  the  point  where  the  new  tomb  has  been  recently 
built,  reaching  back  from  the  street  to  the  brow  of  the  hill  or 
slope  next  to  the  pond,  or  very  nearly  where  the  upper  driveway 
in  the  rear  now  runs.  Within  these  bounds,  "  the  rude  forefathers 
of  the  hamlet  sleep." 

The  first  burial  was  probably  an  infant  child  of  Rev.  John 
Wilson,  which  died  in   December,   1652. 

The  Morse  monument  stands  very  near  the  centre  of  the  origi- 
nal ground ;  and  the  two  ancient  stones  near  it,  with  a  perforation 
through  each,  mark  the  grave  of  Samuel  Morse,  who  died  in  1654. 
These  are  thought  to  be  the  first  stones  erected, —  at  least,  they 
are  the  oldest  now  to  be  seen. 

The  most  ancient  date  that  I  have  been  able  to  decipher  is  on 
a  stone  a  little  way  from  that  spot,  near  the  lot  of  George  M. 
Smith.  It  is  a  common  flat  stone,  such  as  might  be  found  in  the 
woods  or  fields,  some  four  inches  in  thickness.  On  the  top  of  it 
is  deeply  cut  the  date  1661.  It  was  erected  to  the  memory  of 
Lydia,  wife  of  Alexander  Lovell. 

The  grave  of  John  Wilson,  first  minister  of  Medfield,  is  not 
far  from  this  point.  It  was  unmarked  by  any  stone  for  more  than 
a  hundred  years,  tradition  alone  preserving  the  knowledge  of  the 
locality.  The  old  sexton,  Mr.  Plimpton,  believing  himself  the  only 
person  who  knew  the  spot,  and  desiring  to  preserve  the  knowledge 
of  it  to  those  who  should  come  after  him,  procured  and  erected 
the  stones  that  now  mark  the  place  at  his  own  expense. 

Probably  but  very  few  stones  were  erected  during  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  town,  though  there  are  a  considerable  number  that  date 
back  to  the  year  1700  and  thereabouts. 

Little  care  was  taken  in  those  days  by  our  New  England  fore- 
fathers to  beautify  and  brighten  the  resting-places  of  the  dead. 
Indeed,  in  the  houses  where  death  had  entered  there  were  no 
"  soothing  accessories."  No  flowers  were  brought  in  to  soften,  by 
their   sweet   presence,    the   hard   and   bitter   fact   of    separation. 
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Everything  in  funeral  ceremony  and  burial  was  but  added  dreari- 
ness to  those  overwhelmed  already  by  the  pain  of  parting.  Our 
old  burying-ground  would  seem  to  us  to  have  been  but  an  unwel- 
come place  in  which  to  deposit  the  precious  forms  of  those  who  in 
their  life  had  filled  the  home  with  gladness  and  with  sunshine. 
Wild,  unkept,  unfenced,  a  rough  bit  of  the  common  land  it  was 
in  those  days.  No  sweet  flower  or  shrub  or  pleasant  grassy  lawn 
beneath  blest  shades,  where  those  who  loved  and  who  remem- 
bered came  ever  and  again  to  beautify  the  sod  above  the  sleeping 
dust. 

A  few  hints  as  to  what  kind  of  place  it  was  come  to  us  from 
occasional  records  of  action  in  town  meeting. 

In  1666,  the  "  burying-place  "  was  let  to  some  townsman,  as  it 
is  said,  "  for  the  subduing  of  it  and  making  it  more  fit  for  the  use 
that  it  is  appointed  for." 

In  1696,  it  was  let  to  Joseph  Metcalf  (the  sexton),  it  being  stip- 
ulated that  "  he  was  to  make  a  good  and  sufficient  fence  around 
it,  and  suffer  such  graves  to  be  dug  as  there  may  be  need  of." 

Our  thrifty  fathers  allowed  no  source  of  income  to  be  disre- 
garded ;  and  we  can  in  imagination  see  neighbor  Metcalf's  stake- 
and-pole  fence  around  the  lot,  and  his  cows  and  sheep  browsing 
for  their  daily  feed  among  the  graves.  In  fact,  the  burying-ground 
was  let  for  a  common  pasture  for  many  years,  as  in  1736  it  was 
voted  "that  Joseph  Clark  shall  have  the  use  of  the  burying-place, 
for  feeding,  ten  years  for  five  shillings  a  year;  providedhe,  make  a 
good  and  sufficient  fence  and  leave  it  in  good  repair  at  the  ten 
years'  end  :  he  not  to  cut  down  or  carry  off  any  wood  or  timber 
upon  said  burying-place." 

It  would  seem  to  have  been  a  flourishing  wood-lot  at  a  little 
later  period,  as  in  1778  the  town  voted  "to  sell  the  wood  that  had 
been  cut  on  the  burying-place":  it  amounted  to  fifteen  pounds, 
and  the  proceeds  were  placed  in  th£  school  fund  of  the  town. 

Eight  years  later,  in  1785,  it  was  voted  that  "the  burying-ground 
be  fenced  with  a  good  rail  fence  all  around " ;  and  instructions 
were  given  to  the  town  officers  to  "  make  and  hang  a  good  gate 
to  pass  into  said  ground." 

In  1794,  it  was  ordered  by  vote  of  the  town  that  "a  wall  be 
laid  in  front  of  the  burying-ground."  This  was  a  common  pasture 
wall,  and  is  yet  remembered  by  some  of  our  citizens.  A  similar 
wall  afterward  enclosed  the  grounds  on  other  sides.     We  dimly 
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remember  in  our  boyhood  a  low  and  somewhat  dilapidated  wall 
which  ran  along  the  brow  of  the  hill  on  the  north-west  side,  some 
distance  above  the  pond. 

At  the  same  time,  1794,  the  town  voted  "that  all  the  trees  upon 
said  ground  be  cut  down  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  town." 
Thrift,  again. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  movement  was 
made  for  beautifying  the  town  by  planting  trees  along  the  road- 
sides; and  accordingly,  in  1802,  the  selectmen  were  instructed  "  to 
set  out  trees  in  the  burying-ground  near  the  wall  in  front."  Two 
or  three  elms,  possibly,  still  remain  as  a  memento  of  that  effort. 

A  hearse  was  purchased  for  the  town's  use  in  1802,  previous  to 
which  time  the  bodies  of  the  dead  were  borne  to  the  cemetery  upon 
a  bier,  with  the  town's  burying-cloth,  or  "  pall,"  thrown  over  and 
secured  with  cords  and  tassels.  Accordingly,  we  learn  that  a 
hearse-house  was  needed,  and  was  built  in  1806.  It  stood  near  the 
present  Thayer  lot,  hard  by  the  front  wall,  and  was  originally 
painted,  black  being  considered  the  appropriate  color.  As  we  re- 
member it,  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  storms  of  many  winters  had 
brought  it  to  the  general  appearance  of  a  farm-shed  much  out  of 
repair.  Near  it  was  the  gate  of  entrance  to  the  ground,  made  with 
a  high  post  on  one  side,  and  a  long  brace  to  the  gate,  like  those  we 
have  often  seen  in  old  farm-yards.  This  was  also  painted  of  the 
same  sombre  hue  as  the  building  already  referred  to. 

Some  effort  was  occasionally  made  to  have  the  grounds  im- 
proved. In  1817,  a  committee  was  chosen  to  "see  that  the  bury- 
ing-ground be  cleared  of  bushes  and  briars."  In  183 1,  it  had 
again  become  overrun  in  like  manner,  and  was  ordered  "  cleared 
up." 

In  this  cemetery  of  our  early  recollection  there  were  two  private 
tombs  :  the  "  stone  tomb,"  so  called,  which  was  afterward  repaired, 
and  is  now  known  as  the  Baxter  tomb ;  and  the  "  brick  tomb," 
which  was  owned  by  a  family  named  Boyden,  living  where  John 
Mason  now  lives.  This  had  become  thoroughly  dilapidated,  and, 
the  family  having  few  representatives  in  this  town,  was  finally 
filled  up.  It  stood  some  little  distance  farther  back  than  the 
Baxter  tomb  ;  but  there  is  nothing  now  to  indicate  the  exact  spot, 
though  the  Silas  Boyden  monument  is  very  near  it. 

The  grounds  in  1843  were  still  in  a  neglected  and  cheerless 
condition.     The  dilapidated  stone  wall  around?  the  slabs  of  slate- 
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stone,  which  had  then  been  generally  chosen  to  mark  the  burial- 
spots,  some  prostrate,  others  in  every  angle  of  inclination,  no 
trees  or  shrubs  anywhere,  except  by  the  roadside,  to  protect  the 
scanty  herbage  from  the  blazing  suns  of  summer  or  break  the 
force  of  winter's  blasts,  taken  together  with  the  other  accessories 
and  surroundings  already  described,  rendered  the  place  a  most 
uninviting  one. 

But  in  that  year  the  spirit  of  cemetery  improvement  reached 
this  town,  and  the  citizens  undertook  to  provide  a  place  of  inter- 
ment more  suited  to  the  prevailing  tastes.  An  addition  of  two 
acres  was  made,  extending  down  to  the  water's  edge  on  the 
northerly  side,  and  containing  on  the  easterly  side  the  present 
driveway  from  the  upper  entrance,  together  with  the  lots  on  the 
right  hand  side  of  it,  for  many  years  called  the  "  new  ground," 
now  embracing  the  Curtis  monument,  the  Langley  lot,  and  the 
resting-places  of  so  many  of  those  who  then  were  prominent  in 
town  affairs.  The  faced  wall  next  to  the  street  was  built,  drive- 
ways and  walks  were  made,  and  evergreen  trees  were  planted. 
One  hundred  lots  were  laid  out.  These  were  sold  at  the  nominal 
price  of  one  dollar  each,  the  citizens,  however,  bidding  for  choice 
at  public  auction. 

The  next  year,  1844,  a  receiving  tomb  was  built,  which  has 
recently  been  removed,  and  the  following  year  a  new  hearse-house 
was  placed  at  the  east  corner  of  the  grounds,  which  stood  till  last 
year.  In  1846,  the  old  part  of  the  grounds  was  improved  some- 
what :  the  stones  were  reset,  and  in  some  instances  rearranged,  in 
order  to  make  the  lot  more  available.  New  lots  were  from  this 
time,  year  by  year,  laid  out  in  the  old  ground  for  the  reason  that 
the  desirable  new  lots  were  all  taken.  This  continued  until  a  con* 
siderable  portion  of  the  ground  occupied  for  burial  by  long-gone 
generations  was  again  utilized  for  a  similar  purpose.  There  is 
something  pathetic  in  the  thought  of  those  old  forgotten  graves. 
"  A  stone,  perhaps,  may  tell  some  wanderer  where  we  lie,  when  we 
came  here,  and  when  we  went  away ;  but  even  that  will  soon  refuse 
to  bear  us  record.  Time's  effacing  fingers  will  be  busy  on  its 
surface,  and  at  length  will  wear  it  smooth ;  and  then  the  stone 
itself  will  sink  or  crumble,  and  the  wanderer  of  another  age  will 
pass,  without  a  single  call  upon  his  sympathy,  over  our  unheeded 
graves." 

The  next  addition  was  made  in  1878,  when  the  small  house-lot 
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and  garden  at  the  south-west  end  of  the  old  ground  was  purchased 
and  laid  out.  This  contained  several  beautiful  lots ;  but,  as  the 
number  was  limited,  they  were  soon  all  taken,  and  the  citizens 
found  themselves  forced  to  consider  some  plan  of  providing 
another  and  larger  addition,  one  which  should  prove  of  more  than 
temporary  relief.  Various  plans  were  proposed  and  discussed, 
some  for  enlargement,  others  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  ceme- 
tery in  some  other  locality.  The  sentiment  of  the  people  seemed 
to  be  rather  in  favor  of  enlargement  of  the  old  grounds;  and, 
accordingly,  the  tract  of  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  pond, 
opposite  the  old  ground,  but  readily  connected  with  it  by  bridg- 
ing the  stream  above  the  pond,  was  purchased  in  1889.  The 
natural  picturesqueness  of  the  ground,  its  contiguity  to  the  ancient 
burying-ground,  our  only  place  of  sepulture  through  nearly  two 
centuries  and  a  half  of  our  history,  its  susceptibility  to  tasteful 
and  effective  treatment  in  its  laying  out,  foreshadowed  distinctively 
by  what  has  been  already  done  in  that  direction,  make  it  on  the 
whole  a  very  desirable  acquisition.  It  would  also  seem  to  be  ample 
in  extent  for  the  needs  of  the  place  for  many  years.  Within  this 
enclosure  many  who  are  with  us  now  will  doubtless  find  their  place 
of  last  repose.  « 

"  Here  the  long  concourse  from  the  murmuring  town, 
With  funeral  pace  and  slow,  shall  enter  in, 
To  lay  the  loved  in  tranquil  silence  down, 
No  more  to  suffer,  and  no  more  to  sin. 

"  And  in  this  hallowed  spot,  where  Nature  showers 
Her  summer  smiles  from  fair  and  stainless  skies, 
Affection's  hand  may  strew  her  dewy  flowers, 

Whose  fragrant  incense  from  the  grave  shall  rise." 

After  the  reading  of  the  Historical  Sketch,  a  musical  selection 
was  given  by  the  quartette. 

The  President. —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  one  who 
needs  no  introduction  here,  an  honored  son  and  ardent  lover  of 
Medfield,  the  Honorable  Robert  R.  Bishop  of  Newton. 

ADDRESS    OF    HON.  ROBERT   R.    BISHOP,    OF    NEWTON. 

Mr.  President  and  Friends, —  It  is  a  pious  and  grateful  work  in 
which  you  are  engaged,  that  of  setting  apart  for  yourselves  and 
your  children  and  their  children's  children,  for  all  time,  a  resting- 
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place, —  a  resting-place  for  the  wearied,  worn  out,  and  shattered 
body  after  the  spirit  shall  have  ascended  unto  God  who  gave  it 
and  shall  be  freed  from  the  limitations  and  evils  of  this  life.  The 
appropriateness  of  the  selection  is  equalled  by  its  beauty.  Nature 
has  planted  it  by  the  side  of  the  brook  and  the  sheet  of  water 
which  give  it  its  name,  has  diversified  it  with  hill  and  dale,  and 
crowned  it  with  noble  trees.  If  this  were  all,  it  would  be  much ; 
but,  still,  your  town  would  be  in  the  case  of  many  another,  which, 
having  filled  the  capacity  of  its  earlier  burying-place,  has  taken 
up  new  land  elsewhere  for  a  new  and  separate  cemetery,  and  the 
later  has  no  connection  with  the  earlier,  and  the  generations  are 
buried  apart.  Your  good  fortune  has  been  to  be  able  to  obtain 
a  spot  contiguous  to  the  one  burying-ground  of  the  town  from 
the  beginning,  and  your  wisdom  to  secure  it  so  that  it  shall  be- 
come a  part  of  it  and  incorporated  into  it,  and  the  solemn  pro- 
cession of  death  which  began  with  the  settlement  shall  move  till 
the  end  to  the  same  spot.  So  you  bring  the  generations  together 
from  the  first,  let  us  hope,  to  the  last.  The  town  has  been  re- 
markable in  keeping  and  bringing  down  through  the  years  con- 
tinuous generations  of  the  same  name  and  blood.  We  all  realize 
that :  it  gives  value  and  strength  to  its  history  much  beyond  that 
of  most  towns.  From  father  to  son  through  well-nigh  eight  genera- 
tions, in  many  families  this  has  been  the  theatre  of  life,  this  the 
place  where  the  heart  has  felt,  the  brain  conceived,  and  the  hand 
executed  in  all  the  round  of  human  care  and  joy,  misfortune  and 
success.  And  to  this  one  spot  of  ground  in  the  midst  the  peo- 
ple have  been  carried  at  last,  and  in  death  they  have  not  been 
divided.  It  is  so  with  those  from  whom  I  sprang :  all  my  ances- 
tors on  my  mother's  side  through  every  branch,  so  far  as  I  know, 
were  inhabitants  of  this  town  from  the  beginning,  and  probably 
nearly  all  died  here  or  in  Medway,  which  was  a  part  of  this 
town,  and  each  generation  is  at  least  mainly  buried  in  the  old 
graveyard.  And  it  is  with  a  peculiar  feeling  of  sadness  as  I  walk 
through  its  paths  that  I  realize  that  from  my  mother  the  widening 
stream  of  kindred  lying  there  goes  back  to  the  first  settlement, 
and  that  the  line  which  will  divide  me  from  them  all  is  drawn 
between  my  mother  and  myself,  and  that,  while  all  her  children 
except  one  will  lie  by  her  side  or  within  sight  of  her  grave,  I,  that 
one,  as  an  exile  and  a  wanderer,  shall  doubtless  be  buried  else- 
where.    This  sentiment  of  the  continuity  of  the  generations  in  life 
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and  death  appeals  to  the  tenderest  and  truest  sentiments  of  the 
heart,  and  makes,  indeed,  the  sacred  ground 

"  A  household  tomb,  to  faith  how  dear !  " 

a  household  through  the  ages  unto  the  end,  in  some  rough  sense 
type  of  that  reunion  beyond,  when  it  shall  be 

"  One  household  still." 

But  we  would  not  have  it  otherwise  than  that  the  affairs  of  life, 
its  duties,  and  its  efforts  should  carry  some  away  ;  but  they  shall 
bear  the  old  faith  and  character.  Lowell  Mason,  born  here,  lived 
and  died  elsewhere  for  the  world.  The  sons  of  Medfield  whose 
bodies  lie  in  Southern  fields,  where  they  fell  in  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  died  for  their  cpuntry ;  and  her  sons  and  daughters,  if 
in  India  or  in  Oregon,  shall  be  faithful  to  the  problems  of  life 
with  the  old  purpose  of  heart.  Many  a  woman  has  performed 
severe  and  humble  frontier  service  in  a  cabin  on  the  Alleghanies, 
or  led  the  life  of  a  pioneer  wife  in  Ohio,  and  glorified  God  therein 
in  true  New  England  spirit,  and,  dying  with  thoughts  of  far-away 
kindred,  has  been  one  with  them  as  much  as  if  present  with  them. 
So  it  is  ours  to  keep  the  old  faith,  courage,  and  character. 
Thomas  Jefferson  said  the  earth  belonged  to  the  living,  and  not 
to  the  dead.  It  belongs  both  to  the  living  and  the  dead, —  to  the 
dead,  for  their  precious  memories  and  the  inspiration  which  their 
lives  and  deeds  awaken,  if  they  be  such  as  our  fathers  ;  to  the  liv- 
ing, for  the  hopes  and  opportunities  of  the  future,  that,  according 
to  our  measure,  we  may  not  fail  in  the  sacred  responsibilities  of  our 
time. 

As,  then,  we  consecrate  this  ground  to  the  keeping  of  the  graves 
of  the  children  beside  those  of  the  fathers,  let  us  join  in  a  conse- 
cration likewise  of  ourselves  to  service  in  the  spirit  of  the  fathers, 
that  our  lives,  like  theirs,  bring  forth  the  grace  of  full  fruition.

The  President. —  I  present  to  you  him,  our  guest,  who,  with 
other  brave  sons  of  Medfield,  sustained  her  honor  on  the  field  of 
war ;  —  Mr.  George  M.  Fiske,  of  Auburndale. 

ADDRESS    OF    MR.    GEORGE   M,    FISKE,    OF   AUBURNDALE. 

Mr.  President  and  Friends, —  It  is  many  years  since  I  have  seen 
the  piece  of  ground  which  you  are  adding  to  the  cemetery,  but 
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I  remember  it  well,  having  often  passed  over  it  when  a  boy;  and, 
remembering  it,  I  can  readily  believe  that,  under  your  care,  it  will 
become  at  no  distant  day  a  most  beautiful  spot. 

But  for  some  reason  the  old  cemetery  seems  to  me  the  most 
prominent  figure  in  the  ceremonies  of  to-day,  speaking  to  us  with  a 
pathetic  though  silent  eloquence,  and  especially  in  its  character  of 
a  typical  New  England  country  cemetery,  the  resting-place  of  men 
and  women  who  were  typical  early  New  England  characters. 

Medfield  always  was,  to  a  great  extent,  a  farming  community ; 
and  the  old  cemetery  early  became  populous  with  all  that  was 
mortal  of  farmers  and  farmers'  wives,  and  farmers'  sons  and 
daughters.  And  we  can  well  imagine  that  they  were  laid  away,  as 
your  historian  has  intimated,  with  very  little  of  display  or  parade, 
—  one  here,  the  next  by  his  side,  then  the  next  in  rows,  just  as  they 
passed  away.  I  suppose  you  can  go  into  the  old  cemetery  to-day, 
as  I  know  you  could  a  few  years  ago,  and  see  rows  upon  rows  of 
these  graves,  with  the  rude  headstones  leaning  this  way  or  that,  or 
sinking  out  of  sight  in  the  earth,  the  graves  covered  with  wild 
grass,  and  weeds  and  brambles, —  desolate,  forlorn,  neglected,  for- 
gotten. And  yet  those  neglected  graves,  and  tens  of  thousands  of 
equally  neglected  graves  in  the  old  cemeteries  throughout  New 
England,  contain  the  bones  of  men  and  women  who  in  the  early 
days  of  New  England  and  American  history  wrought  out  here  a 
"  body  politic,"  so  to  speak,  the  moral  force  of  which  was  greater 
than  that  of  any  edict  issued  by  any  monarch  of  the  Old  World. 
The  right  arm  of  that  body  politic  was  the  church,  the  left  arm 
was  the  school,  each  entirely  independent  of  the  other,  the  right 
hand  not  knowing  what  the  left  was  doing,  perhaps,  but  each 
necessary  to  and  supplementing  the  other,  like  the  two  piston-rods 
of  an  engine,  acting  in  concert  to  drive  the  load  along  the  track 
up  on  to  the  highest  levels  of  human  attainment. 

Notice  that  I  have  called  the  church  the  right  hand,  and  the 
school  the  left. 

The  New  England  idea  was  ever  to  emphasize  and  push  to  the 
front  the  moral  side  of  human  nature, —  not  the  spiritual  and  relig- 
ious side  particularly,  but  all  those  qualities  of  the  heart  which 
make  for  honor,  honesty,  integrity,  industry,  love  of  justice,  and 
patriotism.  The  intellectual  was  secondary,  though  important,  the 
left  hand,  so  to  speak.  If  their  sons  and  daughters  could  read, 
write,  and  cipher  as  far  as  the  rule  of  three,  it  was  enough.     And 
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so,  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  they  wrought  out  the  New 
England  idea  of  life  and  its  duties  j  and,  as  this  nation  grew,  this 
idea  radiated  from  these  hills,  and  has  been  the  standard  which 
has  led  us  to  some  of  the  highest  summits  of  our  national  great- 
ness. How  different  is  life  in  New  England  to-day  from  what  it 
was  one  hundred  and  fifty  and  two  hundred  years  ago,  especially 
in  our  cities,  which  are  growing  in  power  every  day !  and,  when 
the  cities  of  this  land  become  so  strong  as  to  control  the  policy  of 
the  nation,  then  God  help  the  country !  There  all  is  bustle  and 
rush  and  crowd  and  scrabble  and  pull  and  push  and  get  and  keep. 
How  different  from  the  quiet  and  grandly  successful  lives  of  the 
sturdy  New  England  yeomanry  of  two  hundred  years  ago  ! 

But  how  can  we  say  that  the  lives  of  these  whose  bones  rest  in 
these  neglected  and  forgotten  graves  were  successful  lives  ?  What 
is  success  ?  One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  which  the  world  is  mak- 
ing to-day,  and  ever  has  made,  is  in  the  homage  which  it  pays  to 
smartness,  and  in  the  belief  that  through  the  intellectual  abilities 
of  men  is  to  come  to  them  the  greatest  good.  Young  human 
nature  is  particularly  liable  to  make  that  mistake.  Youth  is  nat- 
urally attracted  by  what  appears  upon  the  surface.  It  notes  with 
eager  interest  the  ability  of  the  lawyer  in  pleading  cases  which 
makes  his  name  famous,  and  brings  to  him  the  best  paying  busi- 
ness ;  the  shrewdness  and  foresight  of  the  merchant  in  buying  and 
selling  goods  which  yield  him  large  profits ;  the  skill  of  the  stock 
speculator  in  so  manipulating  the  market  as  to  inflate  the  prices 
of  stocks  he  has  to  sell  and  depress  those  which  he  wishes  to  buy. 
And,  in  its  innocence  and  ignorance,  youth  thinks  that  all  this  is 
success  \  and  so  it  happens  that  we  see  the  greater  part  of  many  a 
life  spent  in  the  pursuit  of  that  which,  in  itself,  can  never  satisfy 
us  nor  bring  us  happiness  or  peace.  Our  observation  is  constantly 
teaching  us  this  lesson.  Take  two  notable  examples.  First,  the 
case  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  There  is  no  one  whose  memory  is 
dearer  to  the  hearts  of  the  American  people  than  that  of  Lincoln. 
Why  is  this  ?  Is  it  because  he  was  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  carried  us  so  grandly  through  great  national  dangers  ?  Not 
altogether.  It  is  especially  because  of  the  nobility  of  his  soul ; 
because  he  was  a  plain,  straightforward,  consistent  Christian  man. 
Now,  another  case  of  the  opposite  kind :  years  ago,  a  certain  man 
became  interested  in  stock  speculation.  He  put  his  whole  soul  into 
Wall  Street.     He  succeeded.     Oh,  yes,  he  succeeded  in  making  a 
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great  deal  of  money.  He  bent  all  his  energies  in  that  direction, 
He  obtained  control  of  this  railroad  system,  then  of  that.  He 
elbowed  his  fellow-men  to  the  right  and  to  the  left,  or,  if  it  suited 
his  purpose,  he  trampled  them  beneath  his  feet.  But  when  that 
man  died,  as  he  did  one  day,  the  whole  nation  breathed  easier, 
and  thinking  men  said,  "Thank  God  that  he  is  dead!"  for  they 
recognized  in  the  great  money  power  held  by  one  man  a  danger  to 
popular  rights. 

The  old  cemetery  teaches  us,  and  no  part  more  forcibly  and 
eloquently  than  the  part  containing  the  neglected  graves,  that  true 
success  in  life  does  not  consist  in  the  abundance  of  this  world's 
goods  which  we  may  possess,  or  in  making  our  names  famous 
through  any  intellectual  ability  which  we  may  display,  but  rather 
in  the  cultivation  within  ourselves  of  these  noble  qualities  of  the 
heart  and  the  soul  which  will  enable  us  best  to  meet  and  bear  the 
ills  of  this  life  which  are  sure  to  come  to  us,  which  will  secure  for 
us  the  love  and  sympathy  of  our  fellow-men,  and  which  will  enable 
us  to  look  forward  to  the  life  to  come  with  hope,  and  not  with  fear. 
Some  words  of  Longfellow,  in  one  of  his  later  poems,  have  oc- 
curred to  me ;  and  they  may  not  be  inappropriate  for  this  occa- 
sion :  — 

"  To-day,  we  make  the  poet's  words  our  own, 
And  utter  them  in  plaintive  undertone. 
Nor  to  the  living  only  be  they  said, 
But  to  the  other  living,  called  the  dead, 
Whose  dear  paternal  images  appear, 
Not  wrapped  in  gloom,  but  robed  in  sunshine  here, 
Whose  simple  lives,  complete  and  without  flaw, 
Were  part  and  parcel  of  great  Nature's  law; 
Who  said  not  to  their  Lord,  as  if  afraid, 
Here  is  thy  talent  in  a  napkin  laid, 
But  labored  in  their  sphere  as  those  who  live 
In  the  delight  that  work  alone  can  give. 
Peace  be  to  them, —  eternal  peace  and  rest, 
And  the  fulfilment  of  the  great  behest : 
Ye  have  been  faithful  over  a  few  things, 
Over  ten  cities  shall  ye  rule  as  kings." 


The  President. —  And  yet  another  Medfield  boy  is  here  ;  and 
with  the  fire  of  a  youth  he  has  never  lost  he  loves  his  native  town ; 
—  Mr.  Nathaniel  T.  Allen,  of  West  Newton. 
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ADDRESS    OF    MR.    NATHANIEL    T.    ALLEN,    OF    WEST    NEWTON. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow-citizens  of  Medfield, —  I  deem  it  an 
honor  to  be  invited  to  address  you  this  afternoon. 

I  say  "  fellow-citizens  "  advisedly ;  for,  though  it  is  over  forty 
years  since  I  left  Medfield  for  a  residence  in  Newton,  thus  severing 
the  legal  title  to  citizenship,  in  spirit  the  connection  has  never  been 
severed.  In  this  sense,  I  can  truly  say  "  fellow-citizens."  And 
why  should  not  Medfield  claim  precedence  in  my  affections  ?  Six 
generations  of  my  immediate  ancestors  here  lived  and  died ;  while 
members  of  nine  generations,  in  an  unbroken  line,  have  their 
bodies  resting  in  yonder  burial-ground.  All  my  associations  and 
memories,  from  the  earliest  childhood,  connected  with  this  town 
are  pleasant.  Its  fields,  its  woods,  meadows,  river,  brooks,  and 
even  its  stone  walls,  have  their  legends,  connecting  the  present 
with  the  past.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  If  only  the  homes  are 
made  happy  and  healthful,  where  each  member  is  taught  to  cheer- 
fully sacrifice  self  for  the  good  of  others  and  of  all,  they  will 
remain  a  constant  source  of  loving  remembrance  for  all  time. 
Such,  I  judge,  has  been  the  happy  and  fortunate  experience  with 
most  of  us,  daughters  and  sons  of  this  ancient  town. 

All  of  history,  ancient  and  modern,  written  and  symbolic,  is 
proof  that  the  tender  love  and  regard  for  the  dead  and  their 
earthly  remains  is  coexistent  with  humanity,  distinguishing  man 
from  the  lower  animals.  From  prehistoric  times  to  the  present, 
there  have  been  three  principal  methods  practised  by  which  the 
bodies  of  the  dead  are  disposed  of ;  namely,  embalming,  cremat- 
ing, and  burying.  The  ancient  Egyptians  believed  that,  after 
death,  the  inviolable  preservation  of  the  body  was  essential  to  the 
corporeal  resurrection  of  the  "justified"  dead.  They  believed 
that,  after  death  and  the  separation  of  the  soul  from  the  body,  the 
soul  wandered  about  for  a  period  varying  from  three  thousand  to 
ten  thousand  years,  and  that  the  body,  meanwhile,  must  be  guarded 
from  corruption  and  every  danger.  Hence  the  art  of  embalming  ; 
that  is,  preserving  the  bodies  from  corruption  by  impregnating  the 
same  with  spices,  etc.  Hence,  also,  the  huge  pyramids,  the  secret 
pit,  and  the  subterranean  labyrinth,  where  the  mummies  were 
placed  for  safety. 

My  friend,  Mr.  John  W.  Carter  of  West  Newton,  who  has  lately 
returned  from  extended  travels  in  the  East,  visited  one  of  those 
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estimated  to  contain  one  hundred  million  mummies.  The  cost  for 
embalming  varied  from  $1,200  for  a  king,  $500  to  $800  for  a  noble, 
to  $10  each  for  the  common  people. 

Cremating,  or  burning  the  bodies,  was  the  general  practice  of 
the  ancient  nations,  except  in  Egypt,  where  the  bodies  were  em- 
balmed, Judea,  where  they  were  placed  in  sepulchres,  and  China, 
where  they  were  buried,  as  with  us,  in  the  earth.  The  Jews  used 
cremation,  however,  in  the  Vale  of  Tophet,  when  a  plague  came. 
Thus  the  Jews  of  Germany,  Spain,  and  Portugal  welcome  the 
revival  of  cremation  at  the  present  time. 

The  Romans  constructed  columbaria  (sepulchral  chambers),  with 
numerous  niches  in  the  walls,  to  receive  the  cinerary  urns  contain- 
ing the  ashes  of  the  cremated.  There  are  numerous  columbaria  just 
outside  the  walls  of  Rome,  which  are  visited  by  travellers  at  the 
present  time.  Yet  even  these  remains  were  not  allowed  within 
the  city's  limits,  for  sanitary  reasons.  Science  shows  that  burn- 
ing merely  does  quickly  what  putrefaction  takes  a  long  time  to  do. 

The  belief  of  the  early  Christians  in  the  resurrection  caused  those 
in  Rome  to  resort  to  burial.  They  therefore  sought  land  outside 
the  city  for  this  purpose,  and,  with  the  government's  sanction,  con- 
structed in  the  soft  tufa  rock  underlying  the  surface  the  famous 
subterranean  cemeteries  called  the  "  Catacombs,"  where  their  kin- 
dred were  buried.  The  Christian  world,  with  rare  exception,  has 
practised  burial  both  in  Europe  and  America  to  the  present  time. 
Many  eminent  men  in  Europe,  physicians  and  scientists,  now  urge 
cremation  as  preferable  to  burial,  on  sanitary  grounds.  My 
friends,  Dr.  Dio  Lewis,  Dr.  Charles  Winslow,  and  Madame  Urbino 
left  injunctions  with  their  friends  to  cremate  their  bodies,  which 
was  done.  The  objection  to  cremation  (concerning  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  body)  was  disposed  of  when  good  Lord  Shaftesbury 
asked,  "  What,  in  such  a  case,  would  become  of  the  blessed  mar- 
tyrs?" Whether  cremation  is  ultimately  adopted  in  Europe  or 
not,  it  seems  clear  that  for  generations  there  will  be  no  pressing 
need  of  its  adoption  here  as  a  sanitary  measure,  except,  possibly, 
in  some  cities  with  their  great  and  rapidly  increasing  population. 
In  Europe,  they  feel  an  interest  in  this  subject  which  in  America 
can  hardly  be  appreciated.  Where  for  near  two  thousand  years, 
as  in  Europe,  Christians  have  tenderly  buried  and  cared  for  the 
mortal  remains  of  friends,  it  is  readily  seen  what  an  extended  area

would  be  entirely  covered  with  graves.  It  is  a  common  custom  in 
Germany,  Switzerland,  and  some  other  European  countries  to  use 
the  same  field  for  interment  after  fourteen  years  from  the  pre- 
vious burial,  as  I  witnessed  in  several  countries.  Here  we  feel  no 
such  limitations,  with  land  in  abundance  and  sparse  population, 
especially  in  our  rural  districts. 

In  Boston,  the  need  of  additional  ground  for  burial  was  felt  as 
a  pressing  necessity,  when  in  1830,  under  the  lead  of  the  late  Dr. 
Jacob  Bigelow,  the  territory  known  as  Mt.  Auburn,  one  hundred 
acres,  was  purchased  of  Mr.  George  W.  Brimmer  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural  Society  for  $6,000.  This  beautiful  site  was 
surveyed  and  laid  out,  and  dedicated  as  a  cemetery  Sept.  24,  183 1. 

This  was  the  first  rural  cemetery  in  Massachusetts  or  the  coun- 
try. It  is  worthy  of  note  that  our  fellow-townswoman,  the  re- 
nowned historian,  the  late  Hannah  Adams,  was  the  first  occupant 
of  Mt.  Auburn.  I  presume  that  others  in  the  audience  besides 
myself  remember  this  remarkable  woman,  who  died  about  fifty 
years  ago. 

The  idea  of  having  the  resting-place  for  the  dead  more  comely 
and  attractive  found  a  sympathetic  response  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  so  that,  within  a  few  years  following  Mt.  Auburn's  open- 
ing, scarcely  a  city  or  town  of  any  size  could  be  found  whose 
inhabitants  had  not  moved  in  the  same  direction.  It  is  some 
forty  years  since  the  citizens  of  Medfield  enlarged  and  to  some 
extent  beautified  the  old  burial-ground.  I  well  remember  driving 
to  Brighton  for  shade  and  other  trees  from  Winchester's  nurseries, 
which  were  planted  in  the  cemetery;  and  with  my  cousin,  the  late 
John  Quincy  Adams,  we  planted  willows  on  the  east  edge  of  the 
pond  by  the  cemetery,  cutting  the  same  from  the  willows  on  the  turn- 
pike. By  the  present  extensive  addition,  you,  citizens  of  Medfield, 
have,  with  great  liberality  and  commendable  public  spirit,  presented 
to  the  present  and  succeeding  generations  the  opportunity  of  devel- 
oping one  of  the  most  picturesque  and  beautiful  rural  cemeteries  in 
the  State.  It  will  exert  its  full  share  in  attracting  people  of  culture, 
education,  and  character  to  make  their  home  with  you ;  for  next 
to  your  educational  (church  and  school)  and  your  social  advan- 
tages rank  fine  streets  and  the  well-kept  cemetery,  in  their  influ- 
ence with  strangers  to  come  and  take  up  their  abode  in  good  old 
Medfield. 
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I  congratulate  you,  Mr.  President,  gentlemen  of  the  committee, 
and  the  citizens,  upon  securing  such  ample  and  beautiful  grounds. 


The  President  introduced  Mr.  George  R.  Chase,  of  Medfleld. 

ADDRESS  OF  MR.  GEORGE  R.  CHASE. 

Mr.  President, —  My  duties  have  been  exceedingly  light  in  the 
matter  which  has  drawn  us  together  to-day.  Happening  to  be 
chosen  moderator  of  the  town  meeting,  acting  upon  my  best  judg- 
ment, in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  I  appointed  the  com- 
mittee that  has  completed  its  labors.  I  have  in  no  way  done  or 
tried  to  do  the  work  of  the  committee.  My  responsibility  could 
not  cease  with  the  appointment.  With  your  success  and  achieve- 
ment I  am  satisfied.  Had  you  failed  to  act,  or  taken  such  action 
as  to  disappoint  the  public  expectation  and  desire,  I  should  nec- 
essarily have  suffered  annoyance  and  criticism.  In  your  success  I 
will  claim  only  an  indirect  and  small  share. 

When  Andrew  Jackson  was  President,  he  issued  an  important 
State  paper  which  was  prepared  by  his  private  secretary.  A  few 
days  after  the  paper  was  issued,  the  President  asked  his  secretary 
what  the  public  said  of  the  document.  The  secretary  did  not  wish 
to  tell.  After  being  pressed  very  hard,  he  said,  "  They  say  it  is  a 
good  paper,  but  you  didn't  write  it."  "  What  of  that  ? "  said  Jack- 
son :  "  I  found  the  man  who  did." 

The  beauty  of  the  site  which  you  selected  is,  in  my  opinion, 
beyond  dispute.  This  is  not  merely  my  own  opinion,  but  I 
happen  to  know  that  George  Inness,  the  eminent  landscape 
painter,  considered  it  the  most  beautiful  parcel  of  land  of  which 
he  knew.  He  tried  to  buy  a  portion  of  it,  with  the  intention  of 
erecting  a  dwelling  for  himself. 

At  the  beginning  of  a  great  battle,  an  English  general  said  to 
his  troops,  "  England  expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty."  On 
that  occasion  every  man  did  do  his  duty,  and  the  battle  was  won. 
So,  too,  the  average  citizen  of  a  New  England  town  has  duties. 
Let  every  man  do  his  duty,  and  the  result  will  be  a  pleasant  and 
happy  town  in  which  to  live.  What  are  some  of  those  duties  ? 
They  do  not  end  with  the  payment  of  your  tax  bill.  They  begin 
there.  The  town  meeting  is  a  prominent  feature  of  our  form  of 
government.     Let  the  citizen   attend   the   meeting  to  watch  the 
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progress  of  business.  Upon  every  question,  if  his  ideas  have  not 
already  been  expressed  by  another,  let  him  give  his  own.  If 
briefly,  so  much  the  better.  Let  him  vote  freely  as  he  pleases, 
then  abide  the  will  of  the  majority  and  go  home,  not  to  grumble, 
but  to  support  the  town  officials  by  his  silence,  his  sympathy,  his 
advice,  if  asked. 

Every  citizen  has  an  interest  in  the  choice  of  proper  town 
officers.  The  aim  should  be  to  secure  the  best  men.  It  is  the 
duty  of  such  men  to  take  the  responsibility.  It  is  your  duty  and 
mine  to  give  our  officers  unfaltering  moral  support  in  every  effort 
to  enforce  law  and  order  in  our  streets  and  public  places,  in  their 
efforts  to  provide  good  schools  and  excellent  roads,  and  in  keep- 
ing in  repair  and  improving  such  a  cemetery  as  ours.  Medfield 
expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty. 


The  President  read  the  following  letters  :  —

admire  and  appreciate  the  Committee's  good  taste  and  judgment.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  herewith  respect- 
fully submitted :  —  > 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  last  year  Mr.  E.  F.  De  Nor- 
mandie,  principal  of  the  high  school,  Miss  Winn  of  the  grammar 
school,  and  Miss  Colby  of  the  intermediate  school,  resigned  their 
positions  to  engage  in  other  pursuits. 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  to  fill  their  places  :  Mr. 
Edwin  H.  Whitehall,  a  graduate  of  Amherst  College  and  a  teacher 
of  experience,  as  principal  of  the  high,  Miss  Carrie  A.  Smith  of 
the  grammar,  and  Miss  Edith  E.  Hewins  of  the  intermediate 
schools,  the  two  latter  being  graduates  of  the  Framingham  Nor- 
mal School.  All  are  doing  very  satisfactory  work.  We  can  add 
nothing  to  our  previous  reports  of  the  excellent  work  done  by 
Miss  Dorr  of  the  North,  Mrs.  Chase  of  the  South,  and  Mrs.  Dunn 
of  the  primary  schools. 

Few  towns  have  a  more  faithful,  efficient,  and  harmonious  corps 
of  teachers ;  and  their  classes  are  more  nearly  up  to  the  required 
standard  than  formerly. 

We  have  reason  to  expect  much  better  results  at  the  annual 
summer  examination  than  heretofore. 

READING. 

During  the  past  year  the  teachers  have  given  extra  attention  to 
reading,  and  much  improvement  has  been  made  ;  but  more  remains 
to  be  done,  especially  in  the  upper  departments. 

A  remark  lately  made  by  a  gentleman  visiting  the  schools  of  a 
neighboring  city  might  be  applicable  to  schools  generally.  He 
said  that  the  reading  was  quite  good  in  the  primary  grades,  but 
grew  poorer  and  poorer  through  the  upper  grades. 

DRAWING  AND   MUSIC. 
During  the  year  Mr.  Bailey,  State  teacher  of  drawing,  has  met 
the  teachers  several  times  to  systematize  this  department;  and  as 
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much  has  been  accomplished  as  could  be  expected  in  the  time 
devoted  to  it. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Tilden  has  also  met  the  teachers  to  aid  in  musical 
instruction,  to  whom  we  are  under  obligations. 

HYGIENE. 
While  the  laws  of  the  State  require  that  instruction  shall  be 
given  in  hygiene  in  all  the  schools,  especially  concerning  the  evil 
effects  of  tobacco  and  spirituous  liquors  upon  the  young,  the  fol- 
lowing laws  indicate  what  the  community  is  expected  to  do  to  aid 
in  this  important  work  :  — 

{Chap.  72,  Acts  of  1^6.) 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  sell  any  cigarette,  snuff,  or  tobacco 
in  any  of  its  forms  to  any  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  other  than  the  minor's  parent  or  guardian 
shall  give  any  cigarette,  snuff,  or  tobacco  in  any  of  its  forms  to 
any  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Penalty  not  exceeding  $50. 

{Chap.  390,  Acts  of  1889.) 

Sect.  24.  Whoever,  by  himself  or  his  agent  or  servant,  sells  or 
gives  intoxicating  liquors  to  a  minor,  either  for  his  own  use,  the 
use  of  his  parent  or  of  any  other  person,  or  allows  a  minor  to  loiter 
upon  the  premises  where  such  sales  are  made,  shall  forfeit  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  minor  in  an  action  of  tort. 

To  instil  into  the  minds  of  the  children  right  principles  and  to 
protect  them  from  forming  bad  habits  are  sacred  duties  of  any 
people. 

SCHOOL   FLAG. 

Last  fall  Mrs.  Dunn  and  Miss  Colby,  with  their  pupils,  gave 
a  very  successful  entertainment  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  raised  suffi- 
cient funds  to  purchase  a  fine  flag,  which  was  presented  to  the 
Centre  School  with  appropriate  exercises,  aided  by  the  Moses 
Ellis  Post  and  the  Medfield  Band. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  in  all  the  schools  is  very  satisfactory.  It  is 
remarked  by  strangers  who  visit  them  that  they  rarely  see  so  well 
behaved  and  neatly  dressed  a  class  of  pupils.  This  speaks  well 
for  the  home  influence  as  also  for  the  teachers. 
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ABSENCE   AND   TARDINESS. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  do  away  entirely  with  irregular  attend- 
ance and  tardiness,  we  are  satisfied  that  a  large  part  reported  can 
be  avoided.  We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  this  evil, 
and  urge  them  to  aid  the  teachers  in  their  efforts  to  lessen  it. 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Centre  School  is  increasing ;  and 
very  soon  extra  provision  will  have  to  be  made,  as  the  intermediate 
school-room  at  present  has  more  pupils  than  can  be  properly 
accommodated. 

The  school  buildings  have  been  well  cared  for  by  those  in 
charge,  and  the  expense  for  repairs  has  been  very  slight. 

VENTILATION. 

Particular  attention  has  always  been  given  by  the  Committee 
and  teachers  to  the  ventilation  of  our  school-houses.  Boards  have 
been  provided  for  the  windows ;  and  everything  that  can  be  done 
to  secure  good  ventilation,  under  the  present  construction  and 
arrangement  of  the  school-houses,  has  been  done.  We  are  now 
ordered  by  the  State  authorities  to  make  additional  provision  in 
the  Centre  School  building,  which  will  doubtless  call  for  consid- 
erable outlay.

A  majority  of  the  Committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  submit  to  the 
town  a  matter  which  they  deem  of  great  importance,  and  which 
has  arisen  since  the  foregoing  report  was  prepared;  namely,  the 
question  of  district  supervision  of  the  schools. 

The  statute  relating  to  this  matter  (Chap.  431  of  the  Acts  of 
1888)  is  as  follows  :  — 

An  Act  to  aid  Small  Towns  to  provide  themselves  with  School  Super- 
intendents. 

Section  i.  Any  two  or  more  towns  the  valuation  of  each  of 
which  does  not  exceed  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  aggregate  number  of  schools  in  all  of  which  is  not  more 
than  fifty  nor  less  than  thirty,  may,  by  vote  of  the  several  towns, 
unite  for  the  purpose  of  the  employment  of  a  superintendent  of 
schools  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  When  such  a  union  has  been  effected,  the  school  com- 
mittees of  the  towns  comprising  the  union  shall  form  a  joint  com- 
mittee ;  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  said  joint  committee 
shall  be  held  to  be  the  agents  of  each  town  comprising  the  union. 
Said  committee  shall  meet  annually  in  joint  convention  in  the 
month  of  April  at  a  day  and  place  agreed  upon  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committees  of  the  several  towns  comprising  the  union,  and 
shall  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary.  They 
shall  choose,  by  ballot,  a  superintendent  of  schools;  determine  the 
relative  amount  of  service  to  be  performed  by  him  in  each  town  ; 
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fix  his  salary,  and  apportion  the  amount  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the 
several  towns,  and  certify  such  amount  to  the  treasurer  of  each 
town. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  joint 
committee  shall  certify  to  the  State  auditor,  under  oath,  that  a 
union  has  been  effected  as  herein  provided  ;  that  the  towns,  in 
addition  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  average  of  the  total  sum  paid 
by  the  several  towns  for  schools  during  the  three  years  next  pre- 
ceding, unitedly  have  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated  a  sum 
not  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  support  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools ;  and  that  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  a  superintendent  of  schools  has  been  employed  for  one  year, 
a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  payment  of  one  thousand  dollars,  one-half  of  which  amount 
shall  be  paid  for  the  salary  of  such  superintendent,  and  the  remain- 
ing one-half  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  on  the  basis  of 
the  average  public  school  attendance  of  the  towns  forming  such 
district  for  the  year  next  preceding,  which  amount  shall  be  paid 
for  the  salaries  of  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  within 
such  district. 

Sect.  4.  A  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sect.  5.  The  provisions  of  section  forty- three  of  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  Public  Statutes  respecting  the  service  of  school  com- 
mittees without  pay  in  towns  wherein  a  superintendent  is  appointed 
shall  not  apply  to  towns,  uniting  in  the  employment  of  a  superin- 
tendent under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

It  will  be  seen  that  town's  acting  under  this  statute  must  each 
have  a  valuation  not  exceeding  $2,500,000,  and  that  the  combined 
number  of  their  schools  must  be  at  least  thirty. 

We  are  informed  that  Foxboro  and  Walpole  are  desirous  of 
uniting  with  Medfield  in  forming  a  district  under  the  statute. 
These  towns,  adjoining  each  other  and  lying  upon  the  same  line  of 
railroad,  are  admirably  situated  for  such  a  union ;  and  the  advan- 
tage to  be  derived  therefrom  would  be  very  great.  The  cost  to 
Medfield  would  be  slight. 

Walpole  is  now  joined  with  Bridgewater,  but,  owing  to  the  dis- 
tance between  the  towns  and  the  disadvantages  arising  therefrom, 
it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  form  a  new  district. 

With  the  addition  of  Medfield  to  Foxboro  and  Walpole,  a  model 
district  can  be  formed.  The  salary  of  the  superintendent  would 
be  about  $1,500.  Foxboro  has  thirteen  schools,  Walpole  twelve, 
and  Medfield  six,  making  thirty-one  in  all.  The  superintendent 
would  spend   two  of  the  five  days  in  each  school  week  in  Fox- 
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boro,  two  in  Walpole,  and  one  in  Medfield.  Foxboro  and  Wal- 
pole  would  pay  four-fifths  of  a  $1,500  salary, —  namely,  $600  each, 
—  while  Medfield  would  pay  the  remaining  one-fifth,  or  $300. 

The  State  aid  to  the  district  would  be  $1,000,  and  Medfield's 
share  of  this  would  be  about  $200.  Thus,  of  the  additional  appro- 
priation by  Medfield  of  $300,  nearly  $200  would  come  back  to  the 
town,  makijig  the  entire  cost  of  this  arrangement  only  about  $100  a 
year, —  an  insignificant  expenditure,  when  compared  with  the  great 
benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom. 

If  it  should  be  found  that  a  district  could  not  be  formed  with 
Foxboro  and  Walpole,  one  could  undoubtedly  be  formed  with 
some  of  the  following  towns ;  namely,  Sharon,  Norfolk,  Franklin, 
Medway,  Holliston,  Millis,  Dover,  and  Needham.  The  towns  of 
Millis  (four  schools),  Medfield  (six),  Dover  (five),  and  Needham, 
(fifteen)  would  make  a  very  convenient  district,  having  together 
just  thirty  schools. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  say  that  the  provision  for  such 
supervision  "  is  a  just  and  generous  contribution  from  the  wealthy 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  pay  nearly  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  State  tax,  for  the  educational  improvement  of  the 
rural  towns  through  better  school  superintendence  " ;  and  they 
enumerate  the  following  special  advantages  thereof :  — 

The  plan  enables  towns  of  low  valuation  to  obtain  the  skilled 
superintendence  possessed  by  the  more  wealthy  towns  and  cities. 

The  special  superintendent  will  be  a  trained  educator,  and 
devote  all  of  his  time  and  talents  to  the  good  of  the  schools. 

Teachers  will  be  directed  in  their  work,  courses  of  study  will  be 
arranged,  and  the  schools  will  be  better  classified. 

Through  systematic  visitation  of  schools  and  teachers'  meetings, 
the  method  of  school  management  and  instruction  will  be  much 
improved. 

Good  schools  tend  to  increase  the  population  and  wealth  of  the 
towns. 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  believe  that  this  rare  opportunity 
ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  pass  unimproved ;  and,  in  order  to 
bring  the  question  before  the  town,  they  have  caused  a  proper 
article  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting. 

In  justice  to  Mr.  Allen,  they  desire  to  have  it  understood  that 
he  is  opposed  to  such  supervision  of  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Public  Library  is  fulfilling  its  mission  with  flattering  success. 
An  average  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  books  are  placed  in  circula- 
tion each  library  day. 

During  the  summer  the  Trustees  became  convinced  that  the  best 
means  of  securing  more  room  on  the  shelves  for  new  books  was 
to  retire  a  considerable  number  of  works  of  more  or  less  value,  but 
not  in  constant  demand.  With  the  assistance  of  the  selectmen,  a 
convenient  closet  was  fitted  up  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  during 
the  vacation  upwards  of  eight  hundred  volumes  were  removed. 
They  are  catalogued,  are  easy  of  access,  and  can  be  taken  out  by 
giving  to  the  librarian  one  day's  notice. 

The  edition  of  the  last  complete  Catalogue,  published  1884,  being 
exhausted,  and  a  large  number  of  books  having  been  added  since, 
the  Trustees  decided  to  prepare  a  new  one  and  to  adopt  a  new 
plan.  The  books  were  all  reclassified  and  renumbered,  the  ledger 
system  was  done  away  with,  and  the  standard  library  method  of 
shelf  and  book  numbering  and  the  use  of  cards  and  slips  adopted. 
A  three  months'  trial  has  proven  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  The 
room  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  renovated.  The  following 
pleasant  correspondence  explains  itself:  —

R.  A.  Battelle,  Esq.,  Town  Treasurer  : 

Dear  Mr.  Battelle, —  It  is  not  my  wish  to  make  any  money  out 
of  the  Medfield  Public  Library.  It  was  therefore  my  intention  to 
deduct  ten  per  cent,  from  the  face  of  the  catalogue  bill  before 
settlement ;  but  it  had  not  been  done,  and  I  enclose  herewith  my 
check  for  the  amount,  which  you  will  place  to  the  credit  of  the 
library,  and  oblige, —  with  best  wishes  to  the  library,  its  patrons,

WARRANT   FOR   THE   ANNUAL   TOWN   MEETING. 


COMMONWEALTH    OF   MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK,  ss. 

To  George  A.  Morse,  one  of  the  constables  of  the  town  of  Medfield, 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  second  day  of  March  next,  at  half-past  eight 
o'clock  a.m.,  then  and  there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890:  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  the  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three  As- 
sessors, three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  a  Board  of  Health,  three 
for  a  Cemetery  Committee,  three  Trustees  of  School  Fund,  five  Con- 
stables, one  Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year,  one  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three 
years.  Also,  to  vote  on  the  following  question  :  Shall  license  be  granted 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  for  the  ensuing  year?  The  vote 
to  be  Yes  or  No. 

All  of  the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot ;  and  the  polls  to  be 
open  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four 
hours,  and  close  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keepers. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  of  the  several  town  officers 
of  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  town  way  as  petitioned 
for  by  Lester  C.  Bullard  and  others  and  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  6  To  grant  and  make  appropriations  of  such  sums  of  money  as 
m&y  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  8.     To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected

for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be 
allowed  the  Collector  for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all  such 
means  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if  chosen  to 
the  same  office. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  Chapter  264 
of  the  Acts  of  1890  relating  to  public  cemeteries. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for 
the  support  of  the  Medfield  Brass  Band,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  build  a  sidewalk  on  short  street  ad- 
joining Thomas  Upham's  land. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  a  street-roller  and  sprink- 
ler, or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  16.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
done  on  the  highways  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  17.  To  see;  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  for  Memorial  Day,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  present  town 
pump  at  the  junction  of  Main  and  North  Streets,  and  accept  in  its  place 
from  E.  V.  Mitchell,  a  handsome  drinking  fountain  for  man  and  beast. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  E.  V.  Mitchell  the  privilege 
of  laying  and  maintaining  a  stone  or  other  cross-walk  on  North  Street, 
opposite  his  residence. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  the  Medfield  Water  Company, 
Edwin  V.  Mitchell,  Henry  M.  Parker,  and  Clinton  T.  Frost,  or  their 
successors,  the  right  to  lay  pipes  and  maintain  the  same  and  also  those 
already  laid  in  any  or  all  the  streets  and  ways  within  the  town  limits, 
providing  they  leave  the  streets  and  ways  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  allow  the  Moderator  of  its  meetings 
any  compensation  for  his  services,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  build  two  reservoirs  for  its  use  in 
case  of  fire,  one  on  Pleasant  Street  near  the  school-house,  and  the 
other  on  North  Street  above  Green  and  Cottage  Streets,  or  do  or  act 
anything  relating  thereto. 
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Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  431 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1888  relating  to  the  employment  of  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  unite  with  the  towns  of  Foxboro,  Walpole, 
Sharon,  Norfolk,  Franklin,  Medway,  Holliston,  Millis,  Dover,  and 
Needham,  or  one  or  more  of  them,  to  employ  such  a  superintendent  and 
grant  and  appropriate  money  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
refuse  to  grant  to  any  and  all  druggists  a  license  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  sell  the  Town  Farm,  or  do  or  act 
anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  crushed  stone  and  gravel 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  highways,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  School  Committee  to 
provide  an  additional  school-room  for  the  Centre  School-house,  and 
grant  and  appropriate  money  for  that  purpose. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield, 
ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting.

Joseph  W.  Paige,  died  Jan.  23,  1892.     Aged  58  years. 


The  Board  organized  by  placing  Joseph  W.  Paige  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Chief  Engineer,  whose  experience  and  efficiency  hitherto 
as  an  officer  seemed  to  mark  him  as  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place.  Upon  the  sad  occurrence  of  his  death  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  by  the  advice  of  the  Selectmen,  have  performed 
to  the  best  of  their  ability  the  duties  of  the  office  without  having 
the  vacancy  rilled  by  a  new  appointment. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  but  one  fire  alarm,  which  was 
a  brush  fire  in  the  rear  of  Bracey  Curtis's  buildings,  at  the  north 
part  of  the  town,  November  20,  in  the  forenoon. 

Both  companies  responded  promptly. 

The  fire  apparatus  is  in  good  order  and  well  cared  for.  The 
Board  purchased  a  new  50-foot  extension  ladder  to  take  the  place 
of  a  worthless  and  dangerous  old  one. 

The  companies  are  well  officered  and  well  manned,  and  always 
ready  to  respond  to  every  call  of  duty.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers,  when  they  entered  upon  their  duties  last  spring, 
found  that  they  had  a  hard  and  expensive  year  before  them.  We 
found  the  house  in  a  very  dirty  condition,  to  say  the  least,  and  we 
also  found  many  articles  missing  and  worn  out  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  replace ;  and  on  the  farm  the  fences  were  very  much  out 
of  repair,  and  the  stock  of  cows,  some  of  which  we  had  to  exchange 
and  others  that  we  expected  were  coming  in,  proved  to  be  farrow, 
so  that  the  milk  bill  did  not  come  up  to  what  it  would  if  the  cows 
had  been  all  right.  As  we  had  more  paupers  come,  we  found 
it  necessary  to  finish  off  four  new  rooms  in  the  ell  part  of  the 
house,  so  that  the  men  could  occupy  the  ell  and  the  females  the 
main  part  of  the  house.  The  insurance  ran  out  this  year  on 
the  buildings  and  the  personal  property,  and  we  had  them  re- 
insured for  three  years.  And  the  hay  had  been  sold  off,  so  that 
there  was  not  more  than  a  ton  and  a  half  the  first  of  April ;  and 
we  were  obliged  to  buy  some. 

There  were  quite  a  number  of  bills  that  should  have  been  paid 
last  year  that  were  not  presented,  so  that  we  had  them  to  pay  this 
year.     That,  of  course,  added  to  the  expense. 

In  justice  to  the  present  Superintendent,  we  have  made  out 
two  separate  accounts  in  our  report, —  an  account  of  all  unpaid 
bills  of  last  year,  and  all  bills  from  the  ist  of  February,  1891,  to 
April  1,  1891. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  one  respect, —  in  procuring  a  Su- 
perintendent and  Matron  for  the  place  that  thoroughly  under- 
stand their  business,  having  had  some  sixteen  years'  experience. 
It  was  very  discouraging  to  them  to  have  to  begin  the  year  on 
the  place  in  the  condition  that  it  was  in  when  they  came  there. 
But  they  went  to  work  with  a  will,  and  soon  there  was  a  great 
change  for  the  better. 

At  all  times  when  we  visited  the  place  we  found  everything 
neat  and  in  good  order,  both  in  the  house  and  on  the  farm. 
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When  we  took  an  account  of  stock  the  ist  of  February,  we  were 
well  satisfied  with  the  way  they  had  kept  the  place.     We  would 

recommend  the  incoming  board  to  secure  their  services,  if  pos- 
sible, for  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  herewith  respect- 
fully submitted  :  — 

There  has  been  no  change  of  teachers  in  the  schools  excepting 
in  the  intermediate  department.  Miss  Edith  Hewins,  much  to 
our  regret,  resigned  her  position  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  accept 
a  more  desirable  one  in  Boston.  Miss  Sarah  Chamberlain,  a 
graduate  of  the  Framingham  Normal  School,  was  employed  in  her 
place,  and  is  giving  good  satisfaction. 

All  the  schools  are  doing  good  work ;  and  the  pupils  have  come 
more  nearly  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  than  last  year.  Read- 
ing, the  most  important  of  all  branches,  has  received  extra  atten- 
tion ;  but  still  more  is  desirable.  No  one  can  be  an  accomplished 
reader  who  cannot  articulate  every  sound  and  combination  of 
sounds  in  our  language.  If  the  thorough  systematic  drill  given  to 
reading  in  the  primary  and  intermediate  departments  could  be 
continued  in  the  higher  grades,  we  should  see  greater  improve- 
ments in  all  the  other  branches.  The  teachers  themselves  should 
spare  no  pains  to  become  excellent  readers,  and  should  often  read 
as  an  example  to  their  pupils.  One  piece  well  read  is  better  than 
many  read  carelessly. 

Music,  drawing,  physiology,  and  hygiene  have  had  the  usual 
attention.  The  law  of  the  State  which  requires  instruction  to  be 
given  in  all  the  public  schools  on  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol,  to- 
bacco, etc.,  is  without  doubt  a  most  important  influence  in  the 
cause  of  temperance,  and  should  receive  more  attention  than  it 
does  generally. 

Although  there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  the 
community,  there  has  been  no  death  among  the  pupils ;  and  the 
percentage  of  attendance  is  better  than  last  year,  showing  that 
parents  have  been  more  particular  in  keeping  their  children  at 
school. 
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Pupils  who  are  absent  from  school  are  not  only  losers  them- 
selves, but  are  a  hindrance  to  all  classes  with  which  they  are  con- 
nected. If  parents  realized  this,  they  would  rarely  allow  their 
children  to  be  absent  except  on  account  of  sickness.  The  disci- 
pline in  the  school  is  good.  In  the  North  and  South  Schools 
there  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  for  several  years, 
and  but  five  in  all  the  other  departments  during  the  year.  We 
should  like  to  see  more  attention  given  to  the  deportment  of  the 
pupils,  for  "  manner  must  adorn  knowledge  and  smooth  its  way 
through  the  world." 

ARBOR   DAY. 

All  the  schools  held  appropriate  exercises  in  their  respective 
buildings.  Trees  were  planted  in  the  different  grounds.  Especial 
interest  was  manifested  by  the  parents  of  the  children  in  the  South 
School,  which,  if  continued,  will  make  these  grounds  the  most 
beautiful  in  town. 

MEMORIAL   DAY. 

Patriotic  poems  were  recited  and  sung,  tending  to  inspire  a  love 
of  country  and  a  reverence  for  the  noble  men  who  lived  and  died 
for  it,  and  to  create  in  the  children  a  desire  to  emulate  their 
virtues.  At  the  Centre  School  addresses  were  made  by  the  clergy- 
men of  the  town. 

DR.    LOWELL   MASON. 

The  pupils  of  all  the  schools  were  present,  and  took  part  in  the 
exercises  at  the  iooth  anniversary  of  the'  birth  of  Dr.  Lowell 
Mason,  the  most  illustrious  son  of  this,  his  native  town.  They 
had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  an  address  given  by  Rev.  S.  F. 
Smith,  now  nearly  ninety  years  old,  and  author  of  the  hymn, 
"  America."  The  memory  of  this  will  be  a  great  satisfaction  to 
them  in  future  years. 

TEACHERS'   MEETINGS. 

The  Committee  has  met  the  teachers  at  various  times  to  discuss 
subjects  connected  with  the  well-being  of  the  schools ;  and  Mr. 
John  T.  Prince,  an  agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  has 
visited  all  of  our  schools,  and  given  a  very  interesting  and  instruc 
tive  address  to  the  teachers. 
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COURSE   OF    STUDY. 

It  has  been  thought  for  many  years  that  important  changes 
should  be  made  in  the  course  of  studies  in  the  common  schools. 
Attention  is  being  called  to  the  subject  at  the  present  time  by  our 
most  distinguished  educators,  such  as  President  Eliot  of  Harvard 
College.  Instead  of  spending  so  much  time  on  arithmetic,  ge- 
ography, and  technical  grammar,  they  would  introduce  elementary 
geometry,  algebra,  and  science  studies  much  earlier  than  is  now 
done,  as  is  the  case  in  the  best  European  schools.  With  this  view 
we  are  in  sympathy.  Without  doubt  such  changes  will  soon  be 
made  in  the  best  schools,  among  which  ours  should  be  found. 

For  many  years,  throughout  the  country  there  has  been  a  steady 
and  general  movement  of  the  people  toward  the  centre  of  towns 
and  villages.  This  has  brought  a  large  proportion  of  the  children 
into  a  centre  school,  and  left  the  other  schools  with  very  few,  as  is 
the  case  in  this  town.  The  time  may  not  be  distant  when  we  shall 
have  to  consider  whether  all  the  children  shall  be  gathered  in  the 
Centre  School  and  the  others  closed,  as  is  done  in  many  places. 
This  would  result  in  having  one  large  graded  school, —  a  method 
presenting  both  advantages  and  disadvantages.  We  have  noticed 
that  the  pupils  who  enter  our  High  School  from  the  North  and 
South  ungraded  schools  have  always  maintained  a  class  standing 
above  the  average.  Why  this  is  so  is  a  matter  worthy  of  con- 
sideration. 

VENTILATION. 

Last  year  the  Committee  received  the  following  order  from  the 
District  Police  :  "  You  are  hereby  notified  to  provide  better  and 
additional  means  of  ventilation  in  the  Centre  School  buildings.  At 
least  thirty  cubic  feet  of  pure  air  per  minute  should  be  supplied  for 
each  pupil  during  the  session  of  the  schools.  Ducts  of  metal  or 
brick  must  be  provided  of  sufficient  size  to  remove  the  vitiated  air 
from  each  room  in  said  building,  aided  by  heat  or  mechanical 
means.  Any  School  Committee  neglecting  for  four  weeks  after 
the  receipt  of  an  order  from  an  Inspector  to  provide  the  means 
of  ventilation  required  thereby  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $ioo."  As  there  was  no  information  given  in  the  order 
how  the  work  should  be  done,  we  made  inquiries  at  once,  but 
could  get  no  definite  information.     In  some  places  one  method, 
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in  some  another,  was  employed ;  and,  after  large  outlays  had  been 
made,  the  results  were  sometimes  unsatisfactory.  We  found  that 
it  would  probably  cost  over  $2,000  to  make  this  experiment.  We 
therefore  concluded  to  postpone  the  work  until  we  could  have  time 
to  investigate  more  thoroughly,  especially  as  we  should  have  to  dis- 
miss the  schools  containing  four-fifths  of  the  school-children  in  the 
town  for  an  indefinite  time.  We  therefore  appealed  to  our  Board 
of  Health,  as  provided  in  the  Statute.  The  Board  gave  a  hearing, 
at  which  one  of  the  State  Inspectors  was  present,  and  the  subject 
was  discussed.  The  Board  revoked  the  order,  and  requested  the 
Committee  to  examine  all  the  school  buildings,  and  make  such 
changes  as  were  found  necessary.  The  teachers  were  called  to- 
gether at  once,  the  subject  laid  before  them,  and  they  were  di- 
rected to  give  it  the  most  careful  attention  while  the  Committee 
was  deciding  what  to  do.  To  introduce  more  fresh  air  at  once, 
we  put  into  four  windows  of  each  school-room  of  the  town  Hinckes' 
Bird's  method,  which  is  commended  in  the  Orton  prize  essay  upon 
ventilation,  given  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Medical  Association.  This,  we  thought,  would  meet  the  require- 
ments in  all  the  schools  except  the  Centre.  The  North  School, 
for  example,  is  a  wooden  building,  heated  by  a  stove  burning 
wood.  The  chimney  is  in  two  parts,  the  smoke-pipe  entering  one 
and  the  ventilator  the  other  near  the  floor,  where  a  good  draft  is 
maintained.  In  every  room  in  the  Centre  School,  besides  the 
Hinckes'  Bird's  method,  there  are  4  ventilators,  2  at  the  top  and 
2  at  the  bottom,  in  each  room  ;  but  they  are  too  small,  and  not 
properly  located,  and  changes  are  to  be  made  there, —  for  we  are 
certainly  as  anxious  to  have  good  ventilation  in  the  schools  as 
strangers  are.  We  believe  that,  with  the  aid  of  our  Board  of 
Health,  composed  of  two  physicians  and  a  special  teacher  in  the 
Normal  School  at  Framingham  for  many  years,  we  shall  secure  it. 
When  an  Inspector  examined  the  air  in  the  school-rooms  (of 
which  examination  the  Committee  were  not  notified,  and  at  which 
they  were  not  present),  we  understand  that  he  found  25  parts  of 
carbonic  acid  gas  in  10,000  parts  of  air  after  the  rooms  had  been 
closed  for  twenty  minutes,  more  or  less.  How  much  would  have 
been  found  if  the  rooms  had  not  been  closed,  we  are  not  informed. 
As  high  an  authority  as  we  have,  John  S.  Billings,  M.D.,  LL.D., 
surgeon  United  States  Navy,  says  in  his  work  "Ventilation  and 
Heating,"  "  Carbonic  acid  gas  may  be  present  in  air  in  a  propor- 
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tion  as  high  as  150  parts  in  10,000  without  discomfort,  as  in  some 
celebrated  baths  and  health  resorts,"  and  that  "  we  have  ho  evi- 
dence to  show  that  the  amount  in  the  proportion  in  which  we  find 
it  in  our  worst  ventilated  rooms  is  ever  injurious."  Again  he  says, 
"  Carbonic  acid  may  be  present  in  great  excess  without  indicating 
great  impurity;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  possible  that  the  air  in 
a  room  may  be  very  dangerous  from  suspended  organic  particles, 
and  yet  have  carbonic  acid  present  in  merely  normal  amounts." 
It  is  the  exhalations  from  the  bodies  and  clothes  of  the  pupils  of 
gases,  vapors,  and  suspended  organic  particles  that  are  injurious ; 
and,  to  quote  again,  "We  have  no  tests  of  recognized,  practical 
utility  for  the  really  dangerous  impurities." 

There  is  scarcely  a  child  in  our  schools  who  is  not  well  dressed 
and  personally  cleanly,  thanks  to  his  parents.  The  school  build- 
ings of  Medfield  are  surrounded  by  spacious  yards,  where  the  wind 
reaches  them  unobstructed  from  all  quarters,  and  where  the  sun, 
the  great  sanitarian,  shines  into  each  room  most  of  each  day. 
How  different  this  from  some  city  schools,  situated  in  narrow, 
crowded  streets,  with  restricted  yards  and  little  sunlight,  every 
room  crowded  with  children,  many  from  cellars  and  tenement- 
houses,  filthy,  ragged,  and  sickly!  The  amount  of '  carbonic  acid 
found  in  these  schools  is  of  little  importance  compared  with  the 
exhalations  from  the  bodies  of  the  children  and  from  their  clothing 
filled  with  germs  of  every  incipient  disease. 

"La  grippe"  microbe  cannot  be  discovered  by  testing  for 
carbonic  acid ;  for  "  we  have  no  tests  of  recognized  utility  for  the 
really  dangerous  impurities." 

We  believe  in  thorough  ventilation,  in  pure  air,  and  in  sunshine  ; 
and  we  shall  see  that  our  children  have  them,  and  thus  we  shall 
meet  all  the  health  requirements  of  science. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  addresses  de- 
livered before  the  pupils  of  the  High  School :  Dr.  Arthur  Mitchell, 
—  subject,  "  Emergency  Cases  "  ;  Mr.  George  Washburn, —  subject, 
"  Zoology  "  ;  Mr.  P.  H.  Leahey, —  subject,  "  Telegraphy  "  ;  and  Mr. 
J.  Herbert  Baker, —  subject,  "Newspaper  Work." 

From  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  we  find  that, 
comparing  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State  with  reference  to  the 
average  cost  per  pupil,  Medfield  holds  the  twenty-eighth  place; 
comparing  with  reference  to  the  per  cent,  of  taxable  property 
appropriated  to  the  support  of  schools,  the  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eighth. 
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We  find  this  year  the  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  in  town 
to  be  95%. 

In  the  South  School  there  were  nine  weeks  when  the  attendance 
was  ioo^.

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  town  of  MedfeZd,  in  said  County, 
Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  seventh  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890:  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  the  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three 
Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  a  Board  of  Health, 
three  for  a  Cemetery  Committee,  three  Trustees  of  the  School  Fund, 
five  Constables,  one  Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year.  One  School 
Committee  for  three  years,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years,  also  one  Trustee  for  one  year  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  James  H.  Hewins,  also  to  vote  on  the  following  question  : 
Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  for  the 
ensuing  year?     The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No. 

All  of  the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot,  and  the  polls  to  be 
open  at  half-past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four 
hours,  and  may  close  at  half-past  one  in  the  afternoon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  of  the  several  town  officers 
of  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.     To  grant  and  make  appropriations  of  such  sums  of  money . 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be 
allowed  the  Collector  for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
such  means  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if 
chosen  to  the  same  office. 

Art.  9.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  chosen  at 
the  last  annual  town  meeting  in  regard  to  selling  the  Town  Farm. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  for  Memorial  Day,  or  to  act  on  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  13.     To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing  year. 
.   Art.  14.     To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
done  on  the  highway  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  of  the  road  petitioned  for  by 
Conrad  Weiker  and  others,  and  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  grant 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  have  its  valuation  printed  annually 
in  the  town  report,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  a  bounty  on  rattlesnakes 
taken  and  killed  in  the  town  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  lease  to  the  government  for  a  term 
of  years,  at  a  rent  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  the  room  in 
the  Town  House  now  occupied  by  William  H.  Everett.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  herewith  re- 
spectfully submitted :  — 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers  during 
the  year.  Mr.  E.  H.  Whitehill  was  reappointed  as  teacher  of  the 
High  School,  and  accepted.  In  the  summer  vacation  he  resigned, 
having  secured  a  more  desirable  position.  It  was  then  too  late  to 
obtain  experienced  teachers ;  and  Mr.  George  C.  Burrage,  a  young 
man  well  recommended,  was  engaged.  His  lack  of  experience 
and  skill  to  manage  and  discipline  the  school  made  it  necessary 
for  the  Committee  to  make  a  change ;  and  they  were  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Guild,  a  successful  and 
experienced  teacher,  who  took  charge  of  the  school  after  the 
Thanksgiving  vacation^  since  which  time  it  has  moved  on  smoothly, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 

Miss  Sarah  Chamberlain,  who  had  been  successful  in  her  work 
here,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year,  hoping  to  secure  a  position 
nearer  her  home.  Miss  Edith  E.  Hewins  was  engaged  to  take  her 
place,  a  position  she  had  occupied  before  with  much  credit. 

The  other  teachers  are  the  same  as  last  year.  Few  towns  of  its 
size  have  a  more  competent  corps  of  teachers  than  is  now  em- 
ployed here. 

VENTILATION. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  in  addition  to  previous  means, 
the  windows  in  every  school-room  were  provided  with  "Hinks 
Bird's  Method,"  which  is  commended  in  the  Orton  prize  essay 
upon  ventilation  given  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Medical  Association.  These,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee,  are  insufficient  in  the  Centre  School-house;  and  they 
recommend  that  radical  changes  be  made  in  the  ventilation  of  that 
building. 
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COLUMBUS   DAY. 

Flags  were  raised  over  all  the  school-houses,  and  the  national 
programme  for  the  day  was  carried  out  in  full.  Delegates  to  all 
the  schools  were  present  from  the  Grand  Army  Corps,  Sons  of 
Veterans,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Medfleld  Historical  Society,  and 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  at  the  schools  patriotic  speeches 
were  made  by  people  present. 

We  are  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  William  Crane  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  who  visited  all  the  schools  several  times,  and  drilled  the 
pupils  in  raising  and  saluting  the  flag,  and  the  various  evolutions 
required  in  marching. 

In  the  afternoon  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
where  an  excellent  address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Geo.  M.  Whit- 
taker,  of  Boston  ;  and  the  pupils  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  W.  S. 
Tilden  made  a  creditable  appearance,  adding  much  to  the  interest 
of  the  occasion  by  their  singing. 

ARBOR   DAY. 

This  day  was  observed  in  all  the  schools  with  appropriate  exer- 
cises. The  beauty  of  this  town  depends  largely  upon  the  fine  and 
majestic  trees  which  border  its  streets.  These  exercises,  we  trust, 
will  stimulate  the  rising  generation  to  follow  the  example  of  our 
forefathers,  and  plant  trees  in  all  suitable  places  throughout  the 

town. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

All  towns  of  five  hundred  families  are  required  by  law  to  keep 
a  Secondary  High  School.  Medfield  has  not  that  number,  yet 
does  so  voluntarily.  In  such  a  town  as  this  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  High  School  is  so  variable  that  proper  classification  cannot 
be  maintained.  Some  parts  of  the  year  there  may  be  forty  pupils, 
at  other  times  not  half  that  number.  Last  year  it  closed  with 
twelve.  This  condition  of  things  makes  it  impossible  for  a  teacher 
to  do  justice  to  himself  or  his  pupils.  Whether  it  is  best  for  pupils 
to  leave  school  in  the  spring  and  engage  in  work,  parents  decide. 

READING. 

A  celebrated  educator,  in  examining  teachers  for  positions  in 
elementary  schools,  had  them  read  extracts  from  books  used  in 
the  school,  and  write  upon  the  blackboard  simple  sentences  from 
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his  dictation.  If  the  results  were  satisfactory,  with  pleasing  ad- 
dress and  cultivated  manners,  he  was  satisfied.  De  Quincey  says, 
"  No  accomplishment  is  so  rare  as  good  reading." 

We  have  constantly  urged  the  teachers  to  give  special  attention 
to  this  branch  of  study. 

We  have  little  trouble  from  truancy,  though  the  number  of  cases 
where  pupils  are  absent  or  tardy  is  much  too  large.  We  desire  to 
again  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  this  great  evil. 

Pupils  who  are  absent  or  tardy  are  not  only  losers  themselves, 
but  are  a  hindrance  to  all  classes  with  which  they  are  connected, 
and  cause  teachers  and  Committee  much  extra  trouble. 

The  duties  of  a  School  Committee  are  sometimes  difficult  and 
unpleasant;  but,  if  they  are  properly  attended  to,  it  will  require 
much  time  and  a  varied  and  extensive  information  upon  educa- 
tional subjects. 

If  its  members  are  unable  to  give  the  time  required  or  are  not 
competent  to  perform  the  duties,  a  superintendent  should  be  ap- 
pointed, as  is  done  in  many  towns ;  but  "  Home  Rule  "  is  best,  if 
practicable. 

All  the  school  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  and  very  few 
repairs  have  been  necessary. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  land  on  Miller  Street,  in  the 
rear  of  the  Centre  School-house. 

The  national  flags  have  been  raised  above  the  school-houses 
whenever  events  of  national  importance  have  occurred,  and  the 
attention  of  the  pupils  is  called  to  the  events. 

DISCIPLINE. 

While  we  have  never  forbidden  the  use  of  corporal  punishment 
in  the  schools,  we  are  fortunate  in  having  teachers  who  rarely 
resort  to  it.  Only  eight  cases  are  reported  by  all  the  teachers  in 
the  town,  and  six  of  these  were  by  the  one  who  was  unsuccessful 
here. 

The  Committee  have  caused  a  complete  census  of  children  of 
school  age  to  be  taken.  The  birthday  of  each  child  has  been 
recorded,  and  will  be  valuable  for  future  reference.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Trustees  desire  to  congratulate  their  fellow-citizens  upon 
now  having  a  well-equipped  library  and  reading-room.  Thanks  to 
the  generosity  of  the  voters  at  the  annual  meeting  last  March,  the 
town  is  now  provided  with  facilities  in  which  every  resident  can 
take  a  just  pride.  It  has  been  our  purpose  and  effort  to  secure 
the  best  possible  result  at  the  least  expense,  and  since  the  opening 
of  the  new  rooms  in  October  we  have  heard  nothing  but  favor- 
able comment.  We  were  singularly  fortunate  in  the  purchase  of 
shelves.  At  just  the  time  we  wished  to  buy  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  of  Boston  offered  theirs  for  sale;  and  Mr. 
Curtis  purchased  them  for  one-third  the  price  of  new  ones,  and  no 
observer  would  suspect  that  they  were  not  new.  They  have  a 
capacity  of  three  thousand  volumes.  For  the  elegant  oak  tables 
in  the  reading-room  we  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  H.  A.  Searle, 
G.  F.  Dailey,  and  Colonel  E.  V.  Mitchell.  The  revolving  book- 
stand and  dictionary-holder  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  Bracey  Curtis.  Two 
Samoa  mats  of  unique  pattern  and  workmanship  were  presented 
by  Mrs.  S.  A.  Harrington.  The  fine  photograph  of  Dr.  John  H. 
Richardson  is  the  gift  of  artist  Ephraim  Chamberlain. 

The  excellent  picture  of  the  late  Captain  Isaac  Fiske  was  secured 
through  the  interest  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  Fitts.  We  have  received  books 
from  Hon.  George  Fred  Williams,  Hon.  William  F.  Draper,  and  Mr. 
Franklin  J.  Briggs.  Our  curio  case  has  been  rendered  more  in- 
teresting by  gifts  from  Deacon  G.  Lowell  Plimpton,  Miss  Hattie 
Fowle,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Paige,  and  Mr.  Raymond  Weiker.  We  ac- 
knowledge various  favors  from  Messrs.  Fred  M.  Smith,  William 
W.  Preston,  and  Bernard  Boylan.  November  17th  an  entertain- 
ment was  given  in  the  Town  Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the  reading- 
room.  The  following  persons  appeared  in  the  programme,  to  all 
of  whom  we  desire  to  extend  our  sense  of  appreciation  :  Medfield 
Male  Quartette,— namely,  George  R.  Hill,  Frank  T.  Briggs,  Albert 
J.  Babcock,  and  Perley  E.  Woolford ;  Miss  Elvie  Burnett,  reader  ; 
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Dr.  Willis  H.  Kimball,  violinist;  Mr.  Albert  Scheibel,  pianist;  and 
Mrs.  Mabelle  Briggs,  accompanist.  With  the  proceeds  of  the 
entertainment  we  have  placed  the  following  magazines  and  periodi- 
cals upon  the  tables  :  monthlies,  Harper's,  Century,  Leslie's  Popu- 
lar, Review  of  Reviews,  and  Social  Economist ;  weeklies,  Public 
Opinion,  Harper's,  Leslie's,  London  News,  Scientific  American, 
Youth's  Companion.  The  Boston  Daily  Traveller  is  furnished  by 
A.  K.  Tisdale,  Esq.,  a  member  of  its  staff.  We  also  have  the 
Dedham  Transcript  and  Medfield  Messenger.  More  of  the  stand- 
ard magazines  will  be  added,  as  means  will  permit.

COMMONWEALTH    OF    MASSACHUSETTS. 

NORFOLK,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  in  said  County, 
Greeting : 
In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890:  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  the  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three  As- 
sessors, three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  a  Board  of  Health,  three 
for  a  Cemetery  Committee,  three  Trustees  of  the  School  Fund,  five 
Constables,  one  Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year.  One  School 
Committee  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  three 
years,  also  to  vote  on  the  following  question :  Shall  license  be  granted 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  for  the  ensuing  year?  The  vote 
to  be  Yes  or  No. 

All  of  the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot,  and  the  polls  to  be 
open  at  half-past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four 
hours. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  of  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  make  appropriations  of  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be 
allowed  the  Collector  for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.     To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
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such  means  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if 
chosen  to  the  same  office. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  pre- 
pared by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  compensations  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
done  on  the  highway  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  do  or  act  anything  relat- 
ing thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  of  the  legacies  of  Nancy 
Curtis,  Mary  M.  Phelps,  and  Mary  F.  Ellis  for  the  care  of  their  lots  in 
the  cemetery. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  of  Medfield  will  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  431  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1888,  relating  to  the  employment 
of  a  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  unite  with  the  towns  of  Fox- 
borough,  Walpole,  Sharon,  Norfolk,  Franklin,  Medway,  Holliston, 
Millis,  Dover,  and  Needham,  or  with  any  one  or  more  of  said  towns,  to 
employ  a  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  grant  and  appropriate  money 
for  that  purpose. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  abolish  the  Reading-room  in  the 
Public  Library. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  of  the  road  petitioned  for  by 
George  M.  Hanks  and  others,  and  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  grant 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  and  empower  the  School 
Committee  to  purchase  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  town  land  on 
Miller  Street  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  Centre  School  House  lot, 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  six  hundred  dollars,  and  grant  and  appropriate 
money  therefor,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield, 
ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your  doings 
thereon,  unto  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  afore- 
said.

In  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Medfield,  we  extend  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Hon.  E.  V.  Mitchell  for  his  gift  of  additional  voting 
booths,  thus  facilitating  the  voting  at  elections,  especially  during 
the  noon  hour  when  the  polls  are  open. 

We  also  desire  to  thank  Mr.  J.  B.  Hale  for  his  generous  gift  of 
the  ornamental  lamp  and  post  located  at  the  junction  of  Main 
and  South  Streets,  also  to  Hon.  E.  V.  Mitchell  for  oil,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Schools  for  care  of  the  same. 

Guide-boards  are  maintained  at  places  requiring  them. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  public  affairs  of  the  town  should  be 
conducted  upon  the  same  business  principles  as  the  affairs  of 
successful  firms  and  corporations.  With  all  due  respect  to  the 
gentlemen  who  have  served  you  in  public  office  in  former  years, 
we  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  general  policy  which  seems 
to  have  been  adopted  in  the  management  of  your  public  affairs, 
and  also  to  the  somewhat  careless  methods  adopted  by  you  in 
your  public  meetings. 

In  past  years  you  have  readily  appropriated  money  for  specific 
purposes ;  and  the  policy  pursued  has  been  to  spend  or  "  work 
out"  every  cent  of   such  appropriations  —  whether  necessary  or 
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not  —  and  in  most  cases  the  expenditures  have  exceeded  the 
appropriations.  This  is  wrong,  and  should  be  remedied.  Your 
present  Board  of  Selectmen  beg  to  confess  a  certain  amount  of 
allegiance  to  this  mistaken  policy.  We  call  your  attention  to  it, 
that  the  incoming  Board  may  profit  by  the  experience  of  the  past, 
and  direct  their  energy  to  a  correction  of  the  evil.  But  a  word 
of  caution  to  you  in  your  public  meetings.  You  are  generous,  and 
ready  to  respond  to  any  call  in  behalf  of  the  public  welfare ;  but, 
when  you  appropriate  specified  amounts  for  certain  purposes  and 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  do  not  forget  to  provide  for 
the  raising  of  the  amount.  You  should  remember  that  the  only 
substantial  source  of  income  is  by  direct  taxation.  If  you  appro- 
priate more  than  you  raise,  you  must  of  course  create  or  increase 
a  debt.  In  other  words,  "live  within  your  income."  If  such  a 
policy  had  been  pursued,  your  present  indebtedness  would  not 
have  been  incurred. 

SEWER. 

At  your  special  town  meeting  held  May  27  and  adjourned  to 
June  3,  1893,  you  authorized  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  extend 
the  sewage  system;  and  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  subject  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  sewer  should  be 
extended  through  North  Street  from  Vine  Brook  to  Main  Street, 
and  thence  along  Main  to  South  Street.  Your  Board  held  a  dif- 
ferent opinion,  and  adhered  to  the  original  plan  of  starting  at 
Main  Street  and  running  through  Janes  Avenue  to  North  Street, 
and  thence  to  the  present  sewer.  No  work  was  done  upon  either 
line,  as  the  public  health,  fortunately,  did  not  imperatively  de- 
mand it.  Therefore,  this  part  of  the  work  was  left  for  the  more 
careful  consideration  of  the  citizens. 

The  question  of  removing  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  existing 
at  the  Sewer  Distributing  Beds  has  received  proper  attention,  and 
the  evil  has  been  abated.  Upon  examination  we  found  the 
original  construction  to  have  been  wrong.  The  beds,  to  perform 
the  work  required  of  them,  should  be  of  gravel.  Upon  the  old 
beds  we  found  a  surface  of  from  six  to  eight  inches  of  gravel, 
then  a  strata  of  hard  loam  from  six  to  twelve  inches  thick,  through 
which  it  was  impossible  for  the  sewage  to  percolate  or  even  pene- 
trate. We  caused  the  removal  of  the  entire  lot  of  this  surface 
gravel  and  loam,  and  filled  in  with  new  gravel.     In  doing  this,  we 
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increased  the  size  of  the  beds,  so  that  now  the  distributing  surface 
is  at  least  one-third  larger  than  before,  and  is  in  condition  to 
absorb  a  much  larger  quantity  of  sewage.  No  further  work  upon 
these  beds  will  be  necessary,  other  than  their  regular  care.  By 
referring  to  the  financial  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  about  one 
thousand  dollars  was  expended  upon  this  work,  leaving  about  five 
hundred  dollars  of  the  appropriation  still  available  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  sewer  pipes  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

The  funds  in  the  treasury  were  used  to  defray  the  expenses 
incurred ;  and  the  fifteen  hundred  dollar  ten-year  loan  has  not  yet 
been  negotiated,  as  authorized.  We  recommend  the  completion 
of  the  work  the  coming  season. 

PUBLIC    TRUST  FUNDS. 

The  "present  condition  and  disposition  of  the  Trust  Funds  are 
unbusiness-like  and  antagonistic  to  the  true  meaning  of  the  will  of 
the  testators.  Aside  from  the  School  Trust  Funds,  the  legacies 
received  by  the  town  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  who  has 
used  them  with  the  general  funds  in  payment  of  general  bills,  thus 
making  them  at  the  same  time  both  a  resource  and  a  liability. 
The  only  record  of  these  Trust  Funds  is  upon  the  Treasurer's  cash 
book.  We  recommend  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of 
managing  the  Trust  Funds  in  a  business-like  manner,  and  report- 
ing in  detail  each  year  to  the  town. 

ELECTRIC    LIGHTING. 

To  keep  pace  with  modern  improvements,  we  recommend  the 
establishment  of  an  electric  lighting  plant,  to  be  owned  by  the 
town.  To  consummate  this  idea, —  that  our  citizens  may  have  the 
benefit  of  this  improvement  both  in  the  streets  and  in  their 
houses, —  we  favor  the  bonding  of  the  town  for  such  an  amount  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  installing  of  such  a  plant. 

LOCKUR 

We  recommend  the  improvement  of  our  lockup  by  putting  in 
steel  cages  in  the  room  now  used  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
for  storing  tools  for  highway  use.  Any  plan  that  may  be  adopted, 
however,  would  be  preferable  to  the  inhuman  one  we  now  possess. 
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BRIDGES. 

An  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  was  made  at  our  last 
annual  meeting  for  a  new  bridge  on  Foundry  Street;  but  your 
Board  decided  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  expend  that  amount  at 
present  in  building  a  new  bridge,  when  a  few  repairs  would  main- 
tain the  old  bridge  in  a  safe  condition  for  some  time. 

SEALING  WEIGHTS   AND    MEASURES. 

Your  Board  called  upon  Mr.  R.  A.  Battelle,  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures,  for  his  report.  He  informs  us  that  he  posted 
notice  according  to  law,  but  during  the  year  no  application  had 
been  made  by  any  merchant  or  dealer  for  testing  or  sealing  their 
weights  or  measures. 

SALARIES. 

There  is  no  established  rate  of  compensation  for  town  officers. 
With  few  exceptions  the  town  officers  fix  their  own  salary.  This 
system  is  wrong,  and  we  recommend  that  the  matter  be  adjusted 
at  your  next  town  meeting. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  running  expenses  of  the  town 
for  the  current  year,  we  recommend  the  following  appropriations

I  have  carefully  examined  all  bills  presented  to  your  town  for 
payment,  both  extensions  and  footings,  and  have  compared  those 
bills  with  the  orders  drawn  by  the  Selectmen  on  your  Treasurer 
for  their  liquidation.  I  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  same,  as 
they  appear  in  the  Selectmen's  report  for  the  financial  year. 

I  have  examined  the  account  of  your  Town  Treasurer,  both  debit 
and  credit,  and  certify  that  they  are  correct. 

I  will  add  that  I  heartily  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  regarding  the  disposition  of  all  Trust  Funds,  some  of 
which  appear  to  me  to  be  improperly  provided  for.  I  also  in- 
dorse the  recommendation  that  the  affairs  of  your  town  be  con- 
ducted on  a  more  business-like,  economic  basis,  with  a  view  of 
reducing  the  town's  indebtedness.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Trustees  of  the  library  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  financial  condition  of  the  library  will  be  found  in  the  Se- 
lectmen's and  Treasurer's  reports.  During  the  past  year  about 
one  hundred  books  have  been  added  to  the  library.  As  we  are 
about  to  purchase  a  number  of  new  books,  it  has  been  thought 
best  to  delay  the  issue  of  the  annual  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue 
until  this  addition  has  been  made. 

The  usual  appropriation  will  be  amply  sufficient  for  all  the  needs 
of  the  library  for  the  ensuing  year. 

After  a  trial  of  two  years  the  Trustees  are  reluctantly  compelled 
to  admit  that  the  maintaining  of  a  reading-room  has  not  been  a 
success.  With  all  the  added  conveniences  and  the  valuable  list  of 
periodicals  that  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  public,  we 
find  that  the  number  who  avail  themselves  of  the  use  of  the  room 
has  been  so  small  that  we  do  not  feel  warranted  in  keeping  it  open 
except  on  library  nights. 

The  issue  of  magazines  outside  of  the  room  has  met  with  much 
favor ;  and  we  shall  continue  to  let  them  out,  on  seven-day  time,  as 
heretofore. 

The  following-named  magazines  have  been  subscribed  for  the 
present  year,  and  can  be  obtained  the  same  as  other  books  upon 
application  to  the  librarian :  Cosmopolita7i,  Scribner's  Monthly, 
Harper's  Monthly,  Harper's  Weekly,  Leslie's  Illustrated  Weekly,  Les- 
lie's Monthly,  Century,  Scientific  American,  St.  Nicholas,  Current 
Literature,  and  Review  of  Reviews. 

The  reading-room  will  be  kept  open  Tuesday  and  Saturday 
evenings  until  nine  o'clock.  Non-residents  and  visitors  are  cor- 
dially invited  to  avail  themselves  of  its  use.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  respectfully 
submitted  :  — 

CHANGES    IN   TEACHERS. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Dorr,  who  for  several 
years  had  successfully  taught  the  North  School,  resigned.  This 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  choice  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Tufts,  an 
experienced  teacher,  who  resigned  a  position  in  a  city  school,  at 
a  larger  salary,  to  come  to  Medfield,  her  home.  Near  the  close 
of  the  summer  vacation  Miss  Edith  E.  Hewins,  who  had  taught 
the  Intermediate  School  with  fidelity  and  success,  found  further 
rest  and  travel  necessary  to  restore  her  health,  and  was  granted 
leave  of  absence.     Miss  Pearl  Brigham  was  elected  substitute. 

VENTILATION. 

The  system  of  ventilation  introduced  at  the  Centre  School- 
house  during  the  summer  vacation  is  entirely  satisfactory. 

SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  unite  with 
other  towns  to  form  a  district  to  employ  a  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  To  form  such  a  district  the  past  year  has  not  been 
possible.  Dover  is  the  only  town,  not  already  in  such  a  district, 
which  has  passed  the  necessary  vote.  The  number  of  schools  in 
Medfield  and  Dover  is  not  sufficient  under  the  law. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  best  place  for  a  pupil,  in  fair  health,  during  five  days  in  the 
week,  for  five  hours  each  day,  is  in  the  school-room.  Staying  out 
for  a  day  or  more  distances  the  pupil  in  the  race  with  his  mates. 


5o 

When  he  returns  to  school,  his  burden  is  greater  than  before ;  and 
his  friends  may,  in  consequence,  criticise  the  teacher  or  the  system, 
when  the  fault  or  the  misfortune  is  that  of  the  child. 


DISCIPLINE. 

No  discipline  would  be  necessary  in  a  perfect  school.  Children 
with  right  intentions  would  merely  need  sometimes  to  be  cautioned 
by  the  teacher,  who  would  be  free  to  give  his  entire  time  and 
strength  to  instruction.  In  our  average  school  the  order  is  good, 
and  is  believed  to  be  more  even  than  in  the  average  home.  Some 
of  the  children  of  our  schools  declare  that  they  are  treated  with 
more  forbearance  by  teacher  than  by  parent. 


VISITS    OF   PARENTS    TO   THE   SCHOOLS. 

Visits  of  parents  to  the  school  which  their  children  are  attend- 
ing are  rare.  There  are  obvious  advantages  in  having  them  fre- 
quent.    Teachers,  pupils,  and  Committee  desire  that  they  may  be. 


TOO   MANY   GRADES   TO   A  TEACHER. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  educational  experts  that*  twenty  or  thirty 
pupils  of  a  single  grade  are  as  many  as  can  be  instructed  thor- 
oughly by  a  single  teacher.  When  we  consider  that  in  several  of 
the  rooms  at  the  Centre  School  there  are  three  different  grades, 
and  in  one  room  more  than  fifty  pupils,  the  strain  upon  the  teacher 
and  the  injustice  to  the  scholars  become  apparent;  and  it  is  re- 
markable that  so  good  results  are  obtained.  Two  remedies  only 
appear, —  either  to  add  two  new  rooms  to  the  Centre  School-house 
or  to  send  some  pupils  from  the  Centre  to  the  North  School  and 
some  to  the  South. 

DO   OUR   TEACHERS   EXPLAIN    TOO   LITTLE? 

Professor  Barnard  and  Professor  Edson,  both  distinguished  edu- 
cators, caution  the  teacher  against  giving  direct  aid  to  the  pupil 
who  has  difficulty  with  his  work.  The  teacher  who  is  discreet  will 
often  throw  out  hints  and  ask  questions  which  will  set  the  dis- 
couraged pupil  to  thinking,  start  him  right,  and  thus  save  time. 


Si 


PRACTICAL   STUDIES. 

Some  of  our  citizens  say  that  they  would  have  pupils  pursue 
practical  studies.  Granting  that  this  view  is  correct,  there  would 
be  much  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  studies  which  are  practical. 
The  object  of  our  schools  is  to  form  character,  and  to  train  the 
pupil  to  use  his  faculties  wisely  and  well.  We  cannot  undertake 
in  our  schools  to  prepare  for  any  particular  business,  profession, 
or  trade.  We  wish  our  scholars  to  learn  "  much,  not  many  things." 
How  the  scholar  learns  will  be  of  vastly  more  consequence  than 
what  he  learns. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

As  has  been  said  in  former  reports,  Medfield  is  not  compelled 
by  law  to  maintain  a  high  school.  Some  changes  in  the  course  of 
study  in  this  school  are  under  consideration.  It  would  be  un- 
reasonable to  expect  this  school  to  do  the  same  amount  of  work  as 
one  employing  an  assistant  to  do  half  the  teaching. 

MORALS. 

The  teaching  of  morals,  both  by  precept  and  example,  is  re- 
quired of  our  teachers.  They  have  no  more  important  work. 
The  very  jars  and  accidents  of  school  life  will  be  seized  by  the 
skilful  teacher  to  lead  her  pupils  to  cultivate  an  amiable  or  shun 
an  undesirable  habit. 

CONCLUSION. 

Taxes  do  not  always  come  easy.  School-houses,  salaries,  and 
supplies  cost.  Medfield  asks  of  her  children  regular  attendance, 
gentle  manners,  and  industry,  of  her  teachers  faithful  work,  of 
parents  and  others  co-operation  and  sympathy.

To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
vision of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890:  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors, 
three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  a  Board  of  Health,  three  for  a 
Cemetery  Committee,  three  Trustees  of  the  School  Fund,  five  Consta- 
bles, one  Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year.  One  School  Committee 
for  three  years,  two  Trustees  for  the  Public  Library  for  three  years, 
also  to  vote  on  the  following  question :  Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  for  the  ensuing  year  ?  The  vote  to  be 
Yes  or  No. 

All  of  the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot,  and  the  polls  to  be 
opened  at  half-past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least 
four  hours. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  make  appropriations  of  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose.

To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  committee  to  investigate 
the  subject  of  establishing  a  municipal  electric  plant,  or  do  or  act  any- 
thing relating  thereto. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  School  Fund  to  have  charge  of  and  manage  all  the  Trust  Funds 
belonging  to  the  town,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  upon  the  Town  House  Lot  for  the  purpose  of 
housing  the  road  machine,  highway  tools,  etc.,  or  do  or  act  anything 
relating  thereto.

PUBLIC    STATUTES,    CHAPTER    32. 

[Extract.] 

Section  2.  Parents  shall  give  notice  to  the  clerk  of  their  city  or  town 
of  the  births  ...  of  their  children.  Every  householder  shall  give  like  notice 
of  every  birth  .  .  .  happening  in  his  house.  .  .  .  The  keeper  of  a  workhouse, 
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house  of  correction,  prison,  hospital,  or  almshouse,  except  the  State  alms- 
house, and  the  master  or  other  commanding  officer  of  a  ship  shall  give  like 
notice  of  every  birth  .  .  .  happening  among  the  persons  under  his  charge. 
Whoever  neglects  to  give  such  notice  for  the  space  of  six  months  after  a 
birth  .  .  .  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  the  law,  there  is  no  class  of  town 
statistics  so  difficult  to  procure  as  the  record  of  births.  Parents  are  especially- 
negligent  in  this  respect.  Parties  leave  town,  and  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to 
get  the  full  data.  Any  one  knowing  of  births  that  have  not  been  published 
will  confer  a  favor  by  reporting  them  to  the  Town  Clerk.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted :  — 


ORGANIZATION. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Committee  met,  and  organized 
by  the  choice  of  James  Hewins,  Chairman,  and  George  R.  Chase, 
Secretary. 


TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during  the 
year.  They  are  hard-working  and  faithful,  and  strive  to  perfect 
themselves  in  their  calling. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

A  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  Walpole  in  November,  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Our  teachers 
closed  their  schools,  and  attended  with  profit.  Mr.  John  T. 
Prince,  Agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  visited  each  school 
in  town  in  December.  He  met  the  teachers  on  a  Friday  after- 
noon in  January,  and  reviewed  their  work,  offering  criticisms  and 
suggestions. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  government  of  our  schools  is  kind  and  friendly,  but  suffi- 
ciently exacting  so  that  mischief  or  thoughtlessness  is  not  allowed 
to  interfere  with  work. 

MANNERS    AND   MORALS. 

Manners  and  morals  are  not  neglected,  but  are  taught  by  pre- 
cept and  example  with  gratifying  results  that  appear  in  the  school- 
room, and,  it  is  believed,  elsewhere. 
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CONSOLIDATION    OF    SCHOOLS    AND    TRANSPORTATION  OF 

SCHOLARS. 

The  matter  of  transportation  of  pupils  and  consolidation  of 
schools  was,  by  vote,  referred  to  the  School  Committee.  We  do 
not  recommend  the  consolidation  of  the  schools  at  present.  When 
the  asylum  for  the  insane  shall  be  completed,  it  is  quite  probable 
that  provision  for  many  additional  pupils  must  be  made  either  at 
the  North  School  or  elsewhere.  At  present  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  North  School  is  fifteen.  The  South  School  has  twenty-four 
pupils,  with  a  prospect  that  for  years  the  number  will  not  diminish. 
We  recommend  that  the  transportation  of  pupils  be  deferred  until 
such  time  as  consolidation  shall  take  effect. 


INCREASED    SCHOOL   ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Something  must  be  done  to  afford  room  by  September,  at  the 
latest,  for  incoming  classes.  Take  a  single  instance.  The  High 
School  room  is  now  filled.  There  are  forty-two  pupils.  Three  are 
expected  to  leave  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  twenty-one  to 
enter,  making  a  net  increase  of  eighteen.  In  all  the  other  rooms 
at  the  Centre  School  the  crowding  and  the  question  of  what  to  do 
with  new  classes  are  more  serious  than  in  the  High  School.  It  is 
urged  that  without  further  delay  this  important  matter  receive  the 
attention  which  it  demands.  Crowded  as  pupils  now  are  in  the 
schools,  pressed  for  time  as  teachers  now  are  with  three  grades  in 
a  room,  when  there  should  never  be  more  than  two,  there  must  be 
some  slighting  of  children  and  great  lack  of  opportunity  for  indi- 
vidual work. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term  examination  questions,  which 
were  given  in  another  and  a  larger  town,  were  given  to  our  pupils. 
It  appeared  from  the  results  that  our  pupils  were  nearly  a  year  be- 
hind, having  lost  this  amount  of  time  between  the  Primary  School 
and  the  High  School  on  account  of  crowding  both  in  numbers  and 
in  grades.  It  is,  however,  true  that  in  the  town  mentioned  the 
grade  had  been  raised  within  a  year  or  two ;  and  our  schools  cor- 
responded quite  closely,  grade  for  grade,  with  the  old  grading. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  difficulty  of  raising  our  standard  under 
existing  conditions. 

How  shall  increased  accommodations  be  furnished  ?     There  are 
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reasons  why  the  best  plan  would  be  to  enlarge  the  present  build- 
ing at  the  centre.  Among  these  reasons  is  the  desirability  of 
having  a  male  teacher  at  the  head  of  the  large  building. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  centre  building  be  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  a  wing  containing  two  rooms  ;  and  we  further 
recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand 
($6,000)  for  such  addition  and  for  furnishing  the  same,  and  that 
that  amount,  or  whatever  sum  the  addition  shall  cost,  shall  be 
borrowed,  and  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  payments. 

THE    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

In  this  school  between  forty  and  fifty  pupils  are  gathered  in  one 
room  under  a  single  teacher.  Recitation  presses  upon  recitation 
"  toe  upon  heel."  One  teacher  has  twelve  recitations  daily.  Va- 
rious necessary  exercises  take  so  much  of  the  time  that  but  nine- 
teen minutes  can  be  found  for  the  principal  recitations.  The 
school  is  but  poorly  supplied  with  books  of  reference,  and  is  en- 
tirely without  philosophical  or  chemical  apparatus.  The  scholars 
who  attend  the  school  should  have  every  advantage  that  can  rea- 
sonably be  afforded  them,  though  it  is  true  that  the  school  is  sup- 
ported at  considerable  expense,  when  we  consider  that  such  sup- 
port is  voluntary.  The  large  attendance,  showing  that  pupils 
remain  in  the  school  as  long  as  possible  or  until  the  end  of  the 
course,  is  a  gratifying  feature  of  the  school. 

OUR   BOYS   AND   GIRLS. 

The  boys  and  girls  of  Medfield  are  generally  inclined  to  do 
their  part,  and  cheerfully  and  industriously,  as  a  rule,  apply  them- 
selves to  their  tasks.  By  their  manner  they  welcome  visitors  to 
the    schools,  and  no  doubt  often  wonder  that  visits  are  so  rare.

To   either  of  the  constables  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  in  said  County, 
Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  fourth  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  417  of  the  Acts  of  1893  :  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors, 
three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  a  Board  of  Health,  three  for  a 
Cemetery  Committee,  three  Trustees  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  five 
Constables,  one  Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year;  one  School 
Committee  for  three  years,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three 
years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  to  fill  vacancy.  Also  to  vote 
on  the  following  question :  Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town  for  the  ensuing  year?     The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No. 

All  the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot,  and  the  polls  to  be 
opened  at  half-past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least 
four  hours. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be 
allowed  the  Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
such  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if  chosen 
to  the  office. 
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Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
on  the  highways  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to 
place  a  marker  of  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  at  the 
grave  of  each  Revolutionary  soldier  or  sailor  buried  in  this  town,  the 
expense  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  each. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  School  Committee  to 
enlarge  the  Centre  School-house  by  building  an  ell  or  wing  of  two 
stories,  running  south-westerly  therefrom,  and  containing  two  additional 
school-rooms,  and  appropriate  and  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow 
money  for  that  purpose,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  town  way  from 
Main  to  Green  Streets  as  petitioned  for  by  Jeremiah  McCarty  and 
others,  and  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  as  shown  by  a  plan  on  file  with 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  appropriate  money  for  that  purpose,  or  do  or  act 
anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  provide 
additional  safe  room  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  town  records,  appro- 
priate money  therefor,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  16.     To  hear  the  reports  of  committees  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  toward  setting  apart 
a  portion  of  Vine  Lake  Cemetery  for  the  use  of  St.  Edward's  Parish,  or 
of  providing  additional  land  therefor,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield,  ten 
days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your  doings 
thereon,  unto  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  aforesaid.

Owing  to  the  regrading  and  increase  of  the  number  of  lots,  and 
the  need  of  doing  more  next  year  to  finish  all  complete,  the  lots 
will  have  to  be  renumbered  in  part,  and  the  plans  changed  to  the 
new  order  of  things. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  $500  be  given  the  committee 
in  addition  to  lots  sold,  to  complete  the  grading  while  it  can  be 
done  without  disturbing  graves.

PUBLIC    STATUTES,    CHAPTER    32. 

[Extract.] 

Section  2.  Parents  shall  give  notice  to  the  clerk  of  their  city  or  town  of 
the  births  ...  of  their  children.  Every  householder  shall  give  like  notice  of 
every  birth  .  .  .  happening  in  his  house.  .  .  .  The  keeper  of  a  workhouse,  house 
of  correction,  prison,  hospital,  or  almshouse,  except  the  State  almshouse,  and 
the  master  or  other  commanding  officer  of  a  ship,  shall  give  like  notice  of  every 
birth  .  .  .  happening  among  the  persons  under  his  charge.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted :  — 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Committee  organized  by  the 
choice  of  James  Hewins,  Chairman,  and  George  R.  Chase, 
Secretary. 

TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  corps  of  teachers  since  the  last 
report,  Mr.  Daniel  G.  Munson,  Principal  of  the  High  School, 
Miss  Jeannette  E.  King,  teacher  of  Grades  VI.  and  VII.,  and 
Miss  Edith  G.  Creesy,  teacher  of  the  South  School.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Chase  was  transferred 
from  the  South  School  to  Grades  II.  and  III.  at  the  Centre 
School. 

REGRADING. 

The  wise  liberality  which  added  two  rooms  to  the  Centre 
School  building  in  September,  imposed  upon  the  School  Commit- 
tee the  duty  of  regrading  the  schools.  The  method  chosen  was 
to  assign  Grade  I.  to  Room  i,  Grades  II.  and  III.  to  Room  2, 
Grades  IV.  and  V.  to  Room  3,  Grades  VI.  and  VII.  to  Room  4, 
Grades  VIII.  and  IX.  to  Room  5,  leaving  three  classes  in  the 
High  School.  By  this  plan  great  relief  was  afforded  at  top  and 
bottom,  and  no  room  had  more  than  two  grades.  In  conse- 
quence, more  work,  more  thorough  work,  has  been  possible  in  all 
the  grades. 

ENRICHING   THE    COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

Latin  has  been  introduced  a  year  earlier ;  that  is,  into  Grade 
IX.     The  pupils  enjoy   this   new  study;   and,  if  they  continue  to 
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the  end  of  the  course,  they  will   have  four  years  of  Latin.     At 
present  they  recite  to  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

VERTICAL    WRITING. 

In  the  fall  term  a  system  of  vertical  writing  was  introduced 
into  Grades  I.,  II.,  and  III.  It  is  designed  to  follow  this  system 
until  it  shall  have  had  a  fair  trial. 

MUSIC. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  the  schools  were  supplied  with 
music  charts.  Reading  music  and  singing  by  note  have  been 
followed  by  singing  pieces  that  have  been  memorized.  This 
work  has  been  conducted  by  the  regular  teachers  with  good 
results. 

DRAWING. 

In  this  subject  some  progress  has  been  made  in  an  effort  to 
start  right  and  to  have  our  teachers  work  along  the  same  lines. 

ENGLISH. 

In  the  study  of  our  language  and  literature  better  work 
has  been  done  this  year  than  before.  Excellent  selections  have 
been  memorized  by  the  pupils.  In  the  higher  grades,  authors 
have  been  faithfully  studied.  Each  teacher  has  given  a  short 
time  nearly  every  day  to  reading  to  the  members  of  the  class 
a  portion  of  an  author,  always  selected  with  a  view  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  pupils.  Beginning  at  the  bottom  of  the  school  and 
rising,  these  are  some  of  the  books  or  subjects  so  treated : 
"  Fables  and  Stories,"  "  Seven  Little  Sisters,"  "  Beautiful  Joe," 
"Aunt  Martha's  Corner  Cupboard,"  "Old-fashioned  Girl," 
"  Children  of  Park's  Tavern,"  "  Bayard  Taylor's  Boys  of  Other 
Countries,"  "Courage,"  by  Ruth  Ogden,  "The  Man  without  a 
Country,"  "Boys  of  '76,"  "The  Passion  Play,"  "Elements  in 
Storm  and  Calm."  The  evident  object  is  to  instruct  and  to 
create  a  taste  for  good  literature  to  the  exclusion  of  bad. 

TEACHERS'   MEETINGS. 

In  September  the  teachers  organized  by  the  choice  of  Daniel 
G.    Munson    as    President   and    Carrie    A.    Smith    as    Secretary. 
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Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  from  time  to  time,  and 
methods  discussed.  All  the  teachers  have  been  present  at  every 
meeting,  and  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  has  been  in 
attendance.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  have  some  edu- 
cators from  abroad  address  our  teachers  in  the  near  future. 

DEMANDS    UPON    TEACHERS. 

The  teacher  of  to-day  is  expected,  even  in  the  lower  grades,  to 
teach  music,  drawing,  gymnastics,  language,  writing,  number, 
geography,  history,  reading,  literature,  nature  study,  manual 
training,  physiology,  temperance,  punctuality,  truth,  bravery, 
honor,  and  not  least,  patriotism.  Only  by  correlation  can  all  this 
be  done. 

TIME    SPENT    BY    TEACHERS. 

Our  teachers  spend  in  school  work  from  seven  hours  to  ten 
hours  and  a  half  each  day.  In  a  work  so  wearing  as  teaching 
this  is  worthy  of  note.  With  some  acquaintance  with  city 
teachers,  it  is  not  believed  that,  on  an  average,  they  spend  as 
much  time  in  the  work. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

In  this  school  there  is  a  spirit  of  earnest  work  and  enthusiasm 
creditable  alike  to  teacher  and  pupils.  There  has  been  a  distinct 
gain  since  September. 

GENERAL    CONDITION    OF    THE    SCHOOLS. 

Generally,  our  teachers  understand  and  conscientiously  per- 
form their  duties,  scholars  are  attentive  and  obedient,  the  people 
generous  to  supply  funds  needed  for  our  schools.  Hence  their 
present  condition  and  future  prospects  are  encouraging.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  SEAL. 


At  the  annual  meeting  held  March  4,  1896,  James  Hewins, 
Albert  A.  Lovell,  and  George  R.  Chase  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  procure  a  seal  for  the  town  ;  and  said  Committee,  hav- 
ing attended  to  their  duties,  now  report  the  accompanying  design. 

The  Committee  early  enlisted  the  services  of  Mr.  John  A.  S. 
Monks,  who  has  spared  neither  time  nor  pains  to  produce  a  seal 
which  would  be  a  credit  to  the  town. 

The  Committee  desire  also  to  acknowledge  their  indebtedness 
to  Mr.  Henry  E.  Woods,  of  Boston,  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Heraldry  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical 
Society,  for  valuable  suggestions  and  assistance  and  for  the 
heraldic  description  of  the  seal. 

The  first  quarter  of  the  shield  contains  an  accurate  drawing  of 
the  first  book  of  the  records  of  the  town  in  its  present  condition. 

The  book  is  opened  at  the  second  page,  at  the  middle  of  which 
commences  the  "Compact  of  1649,"  as  it  is  known,  the  signa- 
tures thereto  being  on  the  opposite  page.  The  opening  lines  of 
the  compact  are  as  follows :  "  For  as  much  for  the  further 
promulgation  of  the  Gospell,  the  subdueing  of  this  pt  of  the  earth 
amongst  the  rest  given  to  the  sonnes  of  Adam  &  the  enlargemt  of 
the  bounds  of  the  habitations  formerly  designed  by  God  to  som 
of  his  people  in  this  wilderness,"  etc. 

Facsimiles  of  the  words  "  For  as  "  appear  on  the  book  as  drawn 
on  the  shield. 

The  second  quarter  contains  thirteen  Puritan's  heads  placed  in 
heraldic  order  and  symbolizing  the  thirteen  settlers  of  the  town. 

The  third  quarter  contains  a  garrison  house,  with  Noon  Hill  in 
the  distance,  surmounted  by  an  heraldic  sun.  The  garrison  house 
was  sketched  by  Mr.  Monks  from  an  illustration  in  the  library  of 
the  Genealogical  Society,  and  is  no  doubt  similar  in  appearance 
to  those  which  were  built  in  Medfield.     Noon  Hill  is  said  to  have 
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been  so  named  by  the  early  settlers  for  the  reason  that  the  sun 
appeared  to  them  to  stand  directly  above  its  summit  at  noon. 

The  fourth  quarter  contains  a  torch  and  a  tomahawk,  symboliz- 
ing King  Philip's  War  and  the  attempted  destruction  of  the  town. 
They  are  placed  "  in  saltier,"  or  crossed,  in  recognition  of  the 
religious  element  in  the  character  of  the  founders  of  the  town. 
For  a  divider  in  the  ribbon  of  the  seal  the  Committee  have  used 
the  rhododendron. 

As  in  heraldry  quarterings  represent  a  uniting  of  families,  so  on 
the  shield  of  the  accompanying  design  they  represent  a  uniting  of 
events,  showing  in  the  first  quarter  the  beginning  of  the  town  by 
the  signing  of  the  compact ;  in  the  second  quarter,  the  arrival  of 
the  original  settlers  on  the  land;  in  the  third  quarter,  the 
building  of  garrison  houses  to  protect  the  land ;  and,  in  the  last 
quarter,  the  attempt  of  the  Indians  to  burn  and  destroy  what  the 
settlers  had  made. 

If  the  design  is  approved,  the  Committee  will  then  cause  the 
seal  itself  to  be  made.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  second  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  namely:  one  Town  Clerk, 
one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  town  taxes,  three  Selectmen, 
three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee, three  Trustees  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  five  Constables,  one 
Sexton,  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year;  one  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years ;  one  for  a 
Board  of  Health  for  one  year,  one  for  a  Board  of  Health  for  two  years, 
one  for  a  Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  in  accordance  with  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  506,  Acts  of  1895.  Also  to  vote  on  the  following 
question:  Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town  for  the  ensuing  year?  The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No.  All  of  the 
above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at  half- 
past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four  hours. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  field  drivers,  fence  viewers,  and  pound  keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year.

To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be 
allowed  the  Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
such  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if  chosen 
to  the  office. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  to.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  11.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
done  on  the  highways  for  the  year  ensuing,  or  do  or  act  anything 
relating  thereto. 

Art.  1 2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  take  into 
consideration  the  matter  of  the  custody,  management,  and  investment 
of  the  Cemetery,  Library,  School,  and  other  trust  funds  of  the  town, 
and  any  other  matters  pertaining  to  said  trust  funds,  and  report  thereon 
at  some  future  town  meeting. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  avail  itself  of  the  several  provisions 
of  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  now  in  force  relating  to  habitual 
truants  and  absentees  from  school,  and  adopt  by-laws  relating  to  such 
truants,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  fund  given  by  Moses 
Ellis,  Esq.,  for  the  care  of  the  burial  lot  of  the  late  Seth  Ellis. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  relation  to  the 
town  clock. 

Art.  16.     To  hear  the  reports  of  committees  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  1 7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  declare  the  position  occupied  on 
the  School  Committee  by  Mr.  George  R.  Chase  vacant,  also  to  see  if 
the  town  will  elect  a  person  as  member  of  School  Committee  to  fill 
vacancy. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield, 
ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  unto  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
aforesaid.

The  Committee,  having  the  consent  of  those  whose  friends'  re- 
mains would  be  disturbed  in  grading  down  the  large  hill  that  had 
been  commenced  last  year,  decided  to  go  on  with  that  work. 

In  order  to  make  it  satisfactory,  we  had  to  grade  down  the 
Sewall  lots  the  whole  length  (which  they  said  a  former  Committee 
had  agreed  to  do),  and,  in  doing  so,  found  we  had  used  up  more 
than  half  of  our  appropriation.  We  decided  it  must  be  carried 
forward  until  the  whole  top  was  landed  in  the  pond-hole,  when 
the  work  stopped. 

At  that  time  Colonel  Mitchell,  who  had  bought  eleven  lots  to 
enlarge  and  fix  up  his  own,  offered  to  pay  for  grading  down  the 
hill  on  which  his  lot  was,  if  we  would  have  it  done. 

The  hands  who  needed  the  work  were  put  on  that  job,  and  the 
result  has  been  a  great  improvement  to  that  part  of  the  cemetery. 
This  brought  us  up  to  cool  weather ;  and  we  thought  we  were 
through,  and  the  hands  were  paid  off. 

Then  the  State  came  to  us  for  a  lot  for  their  use,  and  must 
have  a  place  immediately. 

The  Sewall  heirs  owned  sixteen  lots  on  the  hill  near  the  lake, 
covered  with  trees  and  brush.  They  sold  them  to  Colonel 
Mitchell,  who  paid  for  them,  having  the  deed  made  direct  to  the 
town ;  and  we  gave  him  six  of  the  lots  he  had  selected  for  the  six- 


24 

teen  he  had  bought  of  the  Sewalls.  Then,  putting  nearly  twenty- 
four  of  our  lots  with  the  sixteen,  we  sold  the  plot  to  the  State  for 
$  1,000,  agreeing  to  dig  out  a  hole  for  a  tomb,  and  to  grade  down 
the  hill  to  suit  us. 

We  dug  the  hole,  graded  off  a  place  for  use  last  fall,  and  are  to 
finish  the  job  this  coming  spring. 

By  this  deal  we  have  secured  material  very  handy  to  finish  fill- 
ing the  pond-hole  that  was  so  unsightly,  and  will  smooth  down 
the  worst-looking  place  we  had  left  in  the  cemetery,  and  the  most 
unsalable.  The  material  from  this  hill  will  about  fill  the  hole  we 
have  left,  and  be  done  much  cheaper  than  it  could  be  in  any 
other  way. 

In  order  to  finish  the  grading,  and  loam  and  grass  it  over,  we 
respectfully  ask  the  town  for  an  appropriation  of  $500  in  addition 
to  what  few  lots  may  be  sold. 

The  large  hill  had  forty-two  lots  laid  out  on  it  when  we  began. 
Now,  with  the  hole  finished,  we  shall  have  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  good  lots  to  sell,  a  gain  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  lots.  At 
$25  per  lot  there  will  be  $2,900  gain  by  doing  the  job,  besides  the 
improvement  in  the  looks.

REPORT  OF  ENGINEERS  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Your  Board  of  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  Jan.  31,  1897  :  — 

The  Fire  Department  is  in  good  shape.  Machines  in  first  class 
order.  The  companies  are  fully  manned  and  well  officered,  ready 
for  duty. 

There  have  been  seven  fires  during  the  year  :  — 

April  8,  forest  fire  in  rear  of  Excelsior  Poultry  Farm.  Damage 
small.     Cause,  small  boys. 

April  24,  forest  fire  on  West  Street,  near  railroad  tracks,  on 
land  of  Bracey  Curtis.  Damage  small.  Cause,  spark  from 
locomotive. 

May  2,  forest  fire  in  Rocky  Woods.  Damage  small.  Cause 
unknown. 

May  3,  forest  fire  in  Rocky  Woods.  Damage  small.  Cause 
unknown. 

May  17,  Daisy  Curtis  tenement  house  on  Short  Street.  Cause, 
spark  from  chimney.     Damage  small. 

May  18,  forest  fire,  Noon  Hill.  Cause  unknown.  Damage 
large.  This  was  the  wrorst  forest  fire  in  the  history  of  the  towrn, 
burning  over  several  hundred  acres  and  destroying  large  quantities 
of  corded  wood  and  logs.  While  this  fire  cost  the  town  a  con- 
siderable sum,  every  one  must  know  that,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  Fire  Department,  there  is  no  knowing  where  or  when  it  would 
have  stopped.  Two  dwelling-houses  and  hundreds  of  cords  of 
wood  and  hundreds  of  acres  of  standing  wood  would  have  been 
destroyed.  While  great  credit  is  due  the  Fire  Department,  they 
were  ably  aided  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  who  responded  to 
the  call  for  help.  While  considerable  numbers  have  been  paid, 
a  large  number  have  not  asked  it ;  they  have  the  thanks  of  the 
Fire  Department.  While  the  year  has  perhaps  been  an  expensive 
one,  the  engineers  feel  that  the  department  has  saved  property 
many  times  in  value  to  what  it  has  cost.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield  : 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  statutes  impose  on  boards  of  health  the  duty  of  protecting 
the  people  from  those  causes  and  influences  which  injuriously 
affect  their  health. 

In  conformity  with  this  imposed  duty  your  Board  has  acted 
on  all  complaints  of  nuisances  existing  in  our  town,  and  has 
remedied  the  same  as  they  have  deemed  best.  We  have  also 
taken  such  means  and  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases  as  in  our  judgment  was  proper.  In  combating 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  we  have  been  obliged,  in  two 
instances,  to  remove  the  families  from  their  dwellings  while  their 
apartments  were  being  disinfected.  In  one  instance,  we  consid- 
ered it  best  to  remove  the  patients  from  their  house,  as  each 
recovered,  to  a  temporary  convalescent  hospital,  which  we  main- 
tained for  a  period  of  two  weeks  for  their  benefit.  We  have 
allowed  the  town  to  bear  the  expense  of  maintaining  this  hospital, 
and  also  the  cost  of  the  board  and  lodging  of  the  other  family- 
while  this  Board  kept  them  out  of  their  home. 

We  have  had  during  the  year  19  cases  of  zymotic  diseases, — 
namely,  6  of  diphtheria,  6  of  measles,  3  of  typhoid  fever,  and  4 
of  scarlet  fever, —  all  of  which  have  been  quite  mild,  and  all,  with 
the  exception  of  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  which  are  now  con- 
valescent, recovered. 

In  cases  of  suspected  diphtheria  we  have  had  cultures  taken, 
and  microscopic  examinations  made  to  determine  if  the  disease 
germ  were  present.  This  method  prevents,  to  a  great  extent, 
those  dangerous  "  walking  cases  "  ;  that  is,  patients  with  a  mild 
attack,  who  are  not  sick  enough  to  be  in  bed,  and  who  go  about 
their  homes  or  even  on  to  the  streets,  thus  putting  the  health  of 
many  people  in  great  danger,   as  the  most  virulent  case  might 
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come  of  an  infection  from  such  a  mild  one.  We  allow  the  town 
to  bear  the  expense  of  this  examination,  believing  that  patients 
will  more  readily  submit  to  such  a  treatment  if  there  is  no  ex- 
pense to  themselves  for  so  doing,  while  the  benefit  to  the  people 
much  more  than  offsets  the  small  cost. 

In  restricting  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  two  things 
should  be  considered.  First,  isolation  of  patient ;  that  is,  keeping 
the  patient  away  from  any  communication  with  the  public.  In  all 
cases  we  have  given  the  nurse  or  care-taker  the  most  explicit 
directions  how  this  should  be  done ;  and,  in  order  that  the  wants 
of  a  family  or  patient  so  isolated  or  quarantined  might  be  sup- 
plied, we  appointed  an  agent  to  call  at  certain  times,  ascertain 
their  wants,  and  supply  them.  By  this  course  we  have  been  able 
to  restrict  the  disease  to  the  house  where  it  originated,  except 
in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever.  Here  the  orders  of  the  Board  were 
disregarded,  and  two  cases  developed,  notwithstanding  the  quar- 
antine imposed  by  us.  We  fail  to  understand  how  the  disease 
could  have  evaded  our  quarantine  unless  by  this  disregard.  At 
one  time  an  epidemic  was  feared,  and  schools  were  ordered 
closed  ;  but,  fortunately,  we  escaped  such  a  calamity. 

Second,  disinfection  of  the  room,  tenement,  or  house  where  the 
contagious  disease  has  existed.  The  method  almost  universally 
pursued  by  New  England  boards  is  to  burn  sulphur  in  given 
quantities  in  each  room  to  be  disinfected,  and  also  wash  the 
walls,  ceiling,  and  floors  with  some  disinfecting  fluid, —  as  a  solu- 
tion of  corrosive  sublimate.  Modern  science  is  carefully  search- 
ing for  a  substitute  for  burning  sulphur,  the  beneficial  effect  of 
which  is  being  questioned  by  good  authorities.  This  Board,  how- 
ever, has  made  use  of  sulphur  fumigation  as  a  disinfectant,  and 
will  continue  to  use  it  to  a  limited  extent  until  other  and  more 
effective  means  are  devised.  We  insist  also  on  a  thorough  cleans- 
ing of  all  woodwork  and  fabrics,  bedding,  etc.,  in  the  rooms  occu- 
pied by  patients,  in  addition  to  fumigation  of  same. 

We  believe  that  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  good 
sanitary  conditions  of  its  dwellings,  streets,  and  surroundings. 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  all 
to  the  law  bearing  on  contagious  diseases  of  animals.  The  law 
directs  that  whoever  knows  or  has  reason  to  suspect  that  any 
animal  within  the  township  is  affected  with  any  contagious  dis- 
ease, whether  he  be  the  owner  of  such  animal  or  not,  or  whether 
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he  has  personally  examined  such  animal  or  not,  will  at  once 
notify  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  fact,  giving  all  the  information 
he  may  possess  as  to  where  the  animal  may  be  found,  to  whom 
it  probably  belongs,  and  the  nature  of  the  suspected  disease. 
A  severe  penalty  may  be  imposed  for  failure  to  comply  with  this 
law.  The  law  further  designates  the  contagious  diseases  of  ani- 
mals as  follows :  glanders,  farcy,  contagious  pleuro-pneumonia, 
tuberculosis,  Texas  fever,  foot-and-mouth  disease,  rinderpest,  hog 
cholera,  and  rabies.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted :  — 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Committee  met  and  organized 
by  the  choice  of  James  Hewins,  Chairman,  George  R.  Chase, 
Secretary,  and  Albert  A.  Lovell,  Purchasing  Agent. 

TEACHERS. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during 
the  year.  Miss  Willma  E.  Bowden  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Miss  Edith  G.  Creesy  at  the  South  School  in  September. 

TEACHERS'    INSTITUTES. 

A  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  Dedham  early  in  the  fall  term. 
All  our  teachers  were  present.  Mr.  John  T.  Prince,  agent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  has  visited  Medfield  once  during  the 
year,  and  addressed  the  teachers.  Mr.  Potter,  superintendent  of 
the  Walpole  schools,  gave  a  thoughtful  and  profitable  talk  before 
our  teachers  at  one  of  their  regular  meetings. 

STORM    SIGNAL. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Colonel  E.  V.  Mitchell 
by  which,  in  a  severe  storm,  warning  can  be  given  by  the  whistle 
of  the  Excelsior  Straw  Works  that  there  will  be  no  school.  The 
signal  will  consist  of  five  blasts  at  8  a.m. 

SCARLET    FEVER. 

The  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Committee  closed  the 
schools  for  two  weeks  in  January  on  account  of  scarlet  fever.     At 
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the  end  of  one  week,  as  the  danger  of  an  epidemic  seemed  to 
have  passed,  the  schools  were  reopened.  The  week  lost  will  be 
made  up  by  teaching  the  first  week  of  the  spring  vacation. 
Parents  cannot  be  too  careful  at  any  time  in  noticing  symptoms 
of  throat  disease,  and  consulting  a  physician,  in  order  to  prevent 
contagion. 

NORTH  SCHOOL  AND  SOUTH  SCHOOL. 

Twenty-seven  pupils  have  attended  the  North  School.  The 
course  of  study  has  been  followed  as  closely  as  possible  with  the 
six  grades.  This  is  also  true  of  the  South  School,  where  thirty 
pupils  have  been  enrolled  in  five  different  grades. 

CENTRAL    SCHOOL. 
A  somewhat  detailed  account  of  the  work  in  this  school  follows. 

Grade    I. 

Regular  work  has  been  done  in  arithmetic,  reading,  and  pho- 
netic drill.  From  time  to  time  a  fable  or  story  is  read.  The 
pupils  are  expected  to  tell  the  same  to  the  teacher.  This  assists 
the  memory,  cultivates  expression,  and  develops  attention.  They 
try  to  find  the  moral  of  the  story.  There  are  talks  about  differ- 
ent objects  and  events  to  stimulate  observation  and  expression. 
In  writing,  pupils  copy  as  soon  as  possible,  and  learn  gems  and 
poetry.  Quite  a  little  has  been  done  in  paper  folding  and  paper 
cutting  and  in  clay  work.  Aim :  to  gain  attention,  follow  direc- 
tions, and  secure  accuracy  in  performance.  The  change  from 
other  work  is  restful. 

Grades  II.  and  III. 

Daily  drill  is  given  in  reading,  number,  language,  and  spelling, 
both  oral  and  written.  Work  in  paper  folding  and  cutting  is  con- 
tinued. Special  attention  is  given  to  writing  and  drawing.  Ink 
is  first  used  here. 

The  work  in  writing  and  drawing  is  all  saved,  and  returned  to 
the  children  to  be  carried  home.  In  music  considerable  progress 
is  made.  Reading  and  singing  by  note  in  the  different  keys  is 
practised  daily.  Songs  are  important  in  primary  work.  Geog- 
raphy and  history  are  begun,  starting  at  home.     Medfield  is  rich 
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in  history.     This  primary  history  and  geography  consist  largely 
of  poems  and  stories. 

Grades  IV.  and  V. 

Nature  study,  arithmetic,  language,  and  the  reading  of  history 
have  been  made  prominent. 

Vertical  Writing 

Was  introduced  into  grades  I.,  II.,  and  III.  in  September, 
1895.  Five  teachers  now  use  this  system.  At  the  start  they 
were  prejudiced  against  it.  Four  of  these  teachers  now  prefer  it, 
while  one  prefers  slant  writing. 

Grades  VI.  and  VII. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  conscientiously  followed,  and 
special  attention  has  been  given  to  music,  writing,  and  drawing. 
In  the  last-named  study  the  outline  given  by  Mr.  H.  T.  Bailey  in 
the  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
has  been  followed  more  or  less. 

Grades  VIII.  and  IX. 

The  prescribed  course  of  study  has  been  followed  as  faithfully 
as  possible  in  all  the  common  branches.  Special  attention  has 
been  given  to  Physical  Culture,  and  very  good  results  have  been 
obtained. 

Physiology  has  been  emphasized.  The  work  in  drawing  has 
been  made  as  practical  as  possible,  and  is  kept  in  folios  owned 
by  the  pupils. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

The  work  in  this  school  has  been  encouraging.  This  school  is 
designed  for  those  pupils  who  complete  the  grammar  grades  and 
may  go  to  the  normal  or  technical  school  or  college.  The  inten- 
tion is  to  fit  every  lesson,  every  exercise,  into  a  completed  whole. 
Latin  is  continually  cited  to  show  the  meanings  of  words  in  all 
English  and  scientific  studies.  Pupils  begin  to  see  that  Latin  has 
some  vital  connection  with  even  modern  life,  and  that  the  litera- 
ture of  law,  medicine,  and  religion,  and  even  the  newspaper,  is 
bristling  with  Latin.  The  same  is  true  of  French  and  German. 
What  an  opportunity  to  fix  those  uncertain  rules  of  English  gram- 
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mar  and  rhetoric  by  comparing  and  contrasting  the  Latin,  Ger- 
man, and  French  way  of  reaching  the  same  end !  There  has 
been  a  steady  improvement  in  scholarship. 

The  grade  of  our  High  School  has  been  raised  considerably. 
This  year  five  or  six  books  of  Virgil  and  four  books  of  Caesar  will 
be  well  translated.  In  French  and  German,  studied  less  than  a 
year,  pupils  are  reading  fairly  difficult  texts  with  ease,  with  a  fair 
pronunciation.  Recitations  are  short  and  somewhat  fragmentary, 
yet  the  pupils  generally  have  a  way  of  "digging"  for  themselves. 
During  recesses  one  may  see  boys  of  whom  you  would  little  ex- 
pect such  interest  thumbing  their  books.  Their  teacher  tries  to 
make  them  study  hard,  but,  at  the  same  time,  to  be  unconscious 
of  the  load. 

GENERAL    CONDITION    OF    THE    SCHOOLS. 

The  relations  between  the  scholars  and  teachers  have  been 
exceptionally  harmonious. 

Medfield  is  fortunate  in  having  teachers,  from  the  Primary 
School  to  the  High  School,  who  show  themselves  able  to  teach 
and  govern  their  own  rooms. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  requirements  for  promotion 
were  made  more  rigid.  In  the  opinion  of  teachers  and  committee 
a  marked  gain  has  resulted.  No  scholar  with  fair  ability,  regular 
attendance,  faithful  work,  need  worry  about  being  dropped  from 
his  grade.  If  any  child  squander  his  time,  or  if  he  be  too  young 
or  too  weak  to  carry  the  work  of  his  class,  he  will  gain  by  repeat- 
ing the  year's  work. 

Briefly  have  we  attempted  to  give  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  work 
in  your  schools  as  done  by  your  boys  and  girls  the  past  year. 
To  see  it  better  and  in  detail,  visit  the  schools.

Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  first  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles  :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  namely:  one  Town  Clerk, 
one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three 
Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  Cemetery  Committee, 
three*  Trustees  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  five  Constables,  one  Sexton, 
and  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year;  one  School  Committee  for  three 
years ;  one  for  Board  of  Health  for  three  years.  Also  to  vote  on  the 
following  question :  Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors 
in  this  town  for  the  ensuing  year  ?  The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No.  All  of 
the  above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at 
half-past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  four  hours,  at  least. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  Field  Drivers,  Fence  Viewers,  and  Pound 
Keeper. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be  allowed 
the  collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  collector  to  use  all 
such  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected 
to  that  office. 
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Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  department  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  1 1 .  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
on  the  highways  for  the  year  ensuing  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Eliz;a  E.  Williams  for  the  care  of  the  cemetery. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  provide  street-lamps  for  the  central 
part  of  the  town,  and  employ  another  night  watchman,  who,  with  the 
present  watchman,  shall  take  care  of  the  lamps  in  addition  to  their  other 
duties. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  Tree  Warden,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1896. 

Art.   15.     To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  committees. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  revise  its 
by-laws,  and  add  a  section  that  shall  provide  for  the  receipt  and  care 
of  trust  funds  that  may  be  left  or  given  for  the  care  of  cemetery  lots, 
or  the  planting  and  care  of  shade  trees,  or  erection  and  maintaining  of 
drinking  fountains  in  public  places,  as  provided  in  Section  35,  Chapter 
116  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  Chapter  186  of  the  Acts  of  1884,  or  do 
or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  1 7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for 
the  suppression  of  crime. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield, 
ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting.

The  first  bill  paid  was  owed  to  the  Surveyor,  C.  A.  Hicks, 
$157.39.  Cleaning  up  for  Decoration  Day  cost  $200,  and  care 
the  rest  of  year  at  least  $50,  which  left  us  for  improvements 
$422.62. 

From  this  amount  the  Trust  Lots  were  cared  for,  the  Asa  Clark 
Lot  fixed  up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  heirs,  and  all  the  stumps 
got  out  of  the  State  Lot  hill,  and  most  of  the  top  of  hill  graded 
off  and  into  the  big  hole,  when  we  stopped  for  want  of  money. 
The  hill  can  spare  quite  a  lot  more  material  for  filling,  and  the 
grading  should  be  done  at  once  to  keep  the  agreement  made  by 
the  Committee. 

Wheelock  Avenue  needs  regrading,  in  order  to  allow  it  to  drain 
into  the  lake,  and  thus  dispose  of  the  surface  water.  This  is  an 
urgent  need.  There  is  quite  a  large  surface  to  be  levelled  and 
loamed  over,  and  give  grass  a  chance  to  grow,  and  improve  the 
looks. 

There  are  many  lots  that  need  permanent  bounds,  with  num- 
bers on  them. 

Another  need  is  a  tool-house,  to  lock  up  the  tools  used,  which 
are  now  damaged  by  dampness  from  being  kept  in  the  tombs. 

We  think  the  sum  of  $500  would  be  needed,  in  addition  to 
amount  received  from  lots  sold.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  respectfully 
submitted :  — 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Committee  met  and  organized 
by  the  choice  of  Albert  A.  Lovell,  Chairman,  George  R.  Chase, 
Secretary,  and  Albert  A.  Lovell,  Purchasing  Agent. 

TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during 
the  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  Miss  Isabel  D.  Bailey 
took  charge  of  the  North  School.  November  8,  Mr.  Walter  L. 
Van  Kleeck  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Principal  of  the  High 
School. 

STORM    SIGNAL. 

The  storm  signal,  five  distinct  blasts  by  the  whistle  of  the 
Excelsior  Straw  Works  at  8  a.m.,  has  been  used  twice  during 
the  year. 

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  the  course  of  study  has  been  followed 
in  all  cases.  Some  special  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  various 
grades  is  noted. 

NORTH    SCHOOL. 
Isabel  D.  Bailey,  Teacher. 

Twenty-four  pupils,  in  six  grades,  have  attended  this  school 
during  the  year.  One  of  the  aims  of  the  teacher  has  been  to 
acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  best  in  literature.  She  has  kept  in 
mind  these  lines :  — 

"  Simplicity  in  habits,  truth  in  speech, — 
Be  these  the  daily  strengthened  of  their  minds." 
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SOUTH    SCHOOL. 

Willma  E.,  Bowden,  Teacher. 

Twenty-eight  pupils,  six  grades.  Attention  has  been  given  to 
reproducing  stories,  to  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  and  syllabication. 

RALPH    WHEELOCK    SCHOOL. 

Grade  I. 

Mary  B.  A.  Diinn,  Teacher. 

Fable  reading  continued,  and  talks  upon  animals.  The  changes 
of  the  moon,  different  directions  of  the  wind,  and  what  may  be 
expected  if  the  wind  be  in  a  certain  quarter  are  noticed  and 
written  daily  on  the  school  calendar.  Songs  are  learned  appro- 
priate to  the  work  and  season. 

Grades  II.  and  III. 
Susan  M.  Chase,  Teacher. 

Each  child  is  taught  to  tell  time,  the  railroad  style  being  used 
for  brevity.  The  daily  conversation  of  the  children  has  received 
careful  notice.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  enrich  their  vocab- 
ulary. To  express  their  thoughts  in  clear  English  and  to  write 
correctly,  using  some  of  the  simpler  marks  of  punctuation,  have 
been  a  constant  aim. 

Several  birds  have  been  studied,  the  object  being  to  establish 
a  love  for  them  and  to  protect  them. 

Grades  IV.  and  V. 
Ida  P.  Brigham,  Teacher. 

Quotations  and  poems  from  standard  authors  have  been  mem- 
orized. Drawing  from  dictation  has  been  followed  by  cutting  the 
design  from  colored  paper. 

Grades  VI.  and  VII. 
Jeannette  E.  King,  Teacher. 

Vertical  writing  introduced  with  pleasing  results.  In  drawing 
the  aim  has  been  to  develop  individuality.  In  Grade  VII.  some 
successful  original  designing  has  been  done.  In  both  grades 
physical    culture    has    been    taught    along    the  lines  of  the  Ling 
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system,  with  a  special   view  to  promoting  a   good   carriage   and 
increasing  the  lung  capacity. 

Grades  VIII.  and  IX. 

Carrie  A.  Smith,  Teacher. 

Better  work  has  been  done  in  history  than  before,  due,  in  part 
at  least,  to  the  introduction  of  John  Fiske's  "  History  of  the 
United  States  "  as  a  text-book.  In  Latin  there  has  been  a  change 
from  the  English  to  the  Roman  pronunciation.  Much  supplemen- 
tary reading  is  used  in  both  grades,  the  object  being  to  make  the 
pupils  familiar  with  and  interested  in  standard  literature. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 
Walter  L.   Van  A'leech,  Principal. 

This  school  serves  a  twofold  purpose :  it  educates  the  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  school  and  it  stimulates  the  pupils  below.  At 
some  length  the  work  of  the  school  is  described. 

The  work  of  the  school  is  progressing  smoothly  and  har- 
moniously, and  a  commendable  degree  of  fidelity  is  manifested  by 
the  students. 

In  Latin  and  mathematics  the  work  of  the  school  is  in  line  with 
that  done  in  other  high  schools  :  in  Latin  the  students  complete 
Virgil;    and,  in  mathematics,  plane  geometry. 

French  and  German  hold  a  high  place  among  the  studies  pre- 
scribed in  popularity,  and  the  progress  made  in  them  is  very 
encouraging.  Much  stress  is  laid  on  the  study  of  grammatical 
structure,  as  being  indispensable  to  the  attainment  of  fluency  in 
the  use  of  the  language. 

In  English  a  thorough  course  of  study  has  been  planned,  based 
chiefly  on  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Harvard  College. 
Great  importance  is  attached  to  written  work  and  to  the  training 
of  the  student  to  express  his  thoughts  in  smooth,  accurate  lan- 
guage. Various  works  of  standard  English  and  American 
authors,  covering  a  wide  range  of  poetry  and  prose,  are  read 
either  in  the  classes  or  in  outside  preparation.  These  furnish 
the  basis  for  essays,  of  which  at  least  two  are  required  in  connec- 
tion with  every  work  read,  one  being  usually  a  condensed  outline 
of  the  entire  work,  the  other  being  on  some  more  specific  topic 
suggested  by  the  reading.     After  being  corrected,  every  essay  is 
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carefully  rewritten  in  accordance  with  the  criticisms  and  correc- 
tions of  the  teacher. 

Besides  this,  in  order  to  stimulate  the  habit  of  reading,  students 
are  encouraged  to  do  outside  reading  in  connection  with  their 
work.  For  example,  in  history  different  books  are  assigned  to 
the  members  of  the  class,  who  read  them  at  home,  and  then  bring 
in  to  the  class  abstracts  of  them. 

A  departure  from  former  methods  is  being  made  in  physics  by 
developing  the  principles,  independently  of  a  text-book,  by  means 
of  experiments  and  explanations  in  the  class.  These  are  system- 
atically entered  by  every  scholar  in  a  note-book,  which  thus 
gradually  develops  into  a  text-book.  Thus  far  the  class  has 
entered  into  the  work  with  enthusiasm,  and  good  progress  seems 
assured ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  day  the  school  may  have 
an  equipment  in  this  department  that  will  enable  physics  to  be 
taught  by  laboratory  methods,  which  alone  can  give  the  highest 
results. 

WHAT    CAN    PARENTS    DO? 

We  have  tried  to  show  you  what  your  children  can  do  in  the 
schools.  Is  there  anything  that  you  can  do  to  help  them  ?  Try 
to  have  them  in  their  seats  ready  to  begin  work  at  nine  o'clock. 
Visit  the  schools,  and  so  show  your  interest  in  them  and  their 
work. 

NAMING    A    SCHOOL. 

In  the  summer  a  circular  was  prepared  and  sent  to  each  family 
in  town,  suggesting  the  name  Ralph  Wheelock  for  the  Centre 
School.  Although  the  matter  seemed  important  enough  to  call 
out  a  favorable  editorial  in  a  leading  Boston  daily,  and  although 
educators  in  distant  States  wrote  approvingly  to  the  Committee 
of  the  object,  comparatively  few  of  our  citizens  manifested  the 
amount  of  interest  expected  or  returned  the  blank  with  any  sug- 
gestion as  to  a  name.  Those,  however,  who  did  suggest  a  name 
were  almost  unanimous  in  favor  of  Ralph  Wheelock.  Believing 
that  the  lack  of  replies  was  not  due  to  opposition  and  not  always 
even  to  indifference,  the  Committee  have  named  the  school  Ralph 
Wheelock.  In  the  near  future  the  building  may  bear  this  name ; 
and  it  is  a  part  of  the  plans  of  this  Committee  to  place  a  tablet 
within  the  building,  recounting  the  services  of  Ralph  Wheelock  in 
the  line  of  education. 
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THE    GENERAL    CONDITION    OF    THE    SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  teachers  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  said  it  was  her 
ambition  to  do  more  work  and  better  work  than  ever  before.  So 
all  have  acted ;  and  the  condition  of  the  schools  has  never  been 
better,  nor  the  corps  of  teachers  more  efficient.  We  are  some- 
times asked  how  our  schools  compare  with  those  in  other  towns 
of  similar  size.  Not  long  since  several  pupils  came  from  a  large 
town  in  this  county,  entered  the  same  grade,  took  up  the  same 
books  and  at  the  very  point  where  they  had  dropped  their  studies. 
These  facts  and  other  information  lead  us  to  believe  that  our 
schools  compare  favorably  with  those  of  our  neighbors.

COMMONWEALTH    OF   MASSACHUSETTS. 

NORFOLK,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  in  said  County, 
Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Medfield,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in 
said  Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  seventh  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  417  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  namely :  one  Town  Clerk, 
one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three 
Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  Cemetery  Committee, 
three  Trustees  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  five  Constables,  one  Sexton, 
and  one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year;  one  School  Committee  for  three 
years  ;  two  Trustees  of  Public  Library  for  three  years ;  one  for  Board 
of  Health  for  one  year,  one  for  Board  of  Health  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  Board  of  Health  for  three  years.  Also  to  vote  on  the  following 
question :  Shall  license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town  for  the  ensuing  year?  The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No.  All  of  the 
above  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at  half- 
past  nine  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four  hours. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  Field  Drivers,  Pound  Keeper,  Fence  Viewers, 
and  Tree  Warden. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  also  to  determine  what  percentage  shall  be  allowed 
the  Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.     To  see  if  the  town  will   authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
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such  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected 
to  that  office. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  members 
of  the  fire  department  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  11.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
on  the  highways  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  12.     To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  committees. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the  bill 
of  F.  M.  Ballou  &  Co.  for  concreting  gutters  and  crosswalks. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  set  apart  a  lot  in  the  cemetery  to 
be  used  as  a  memorial  lot  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  take  under 
consideration  the  names  of  the  streets  of  the  town,  making  such  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  same  as  they  may  think  advisable,  and 
report  at  some  future  town  meeting. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  its  representative  in  the 
General  Court  to  oppose  the  scheme  known  as  a  "  Greater  Boston " 
County  or  any  other  legislation  which  shall  ,tend  to  dismember  the 
County  of  Norfolk  or  disrupt  its  time-honored  institutions. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to  connecting 
the  town  building  with  sewer  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

.And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  the  usual  place  for  posting  warrants  in  said  Medfield, 
ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  unto  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
aforesaid.

BY-LAWS. 


Annual  Meeting. 

Section  i.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  town  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  March. 

Fiscal  Year. 

Sect.  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  with  the  first  day 
of  February  and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  following. 

Town  Meetings. 

Sect.  3.  Town  meetings  shall  be  notified  by  posting  an  attested 
copy  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same,  in  usual  place  on  Town  House, 
seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  appointed  for  said  meeting.  Pro- 
vided, however,  if  an  emergency  arise,  rendering  it  necessary,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Selectmen,  to  call  a  meeting  upon  a  shorter  notice,  such 
meeting  may  be  notified  by  posting  an  attested  copy  of  the  warrant 
calling  the  same,  as  before  provided,  and  by  posting  such  warrant  in 
two  additional  places  in  the  town  three  days  at  least  before  the  day 
appointed  for  said  meeting. 

Town  Officers. 

Sect.  4.  The  number  of  town  officers  mentioned  in  this  section 
shall  be  as  follows:  — 

Three  Selectmen. 

Three  Assessors. 

One  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Three  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Three  Auditors  of  Accounts. 

Cemetery  Committee  of  three, 

Two  or  more  Field  Drivers. 

Three  Fence  Viewers. 

Two  Surveyors  of  Lumber,  Wood,  and  Bark. 

Three  or  more  Constables. 

One  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  town  may,  at  any  annual  meeting,  increase  the  number  of  Select- 
men to  five ;  and  the  Selectmen  may  also  be  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  public  statutes. 
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When  the  town  chooses  no  Board  of  Health,  the  Selectmen  shall  con- 
stitute that  board. 

The  town  shall  also  elect  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
of  the  town,  which  shall  be  called  the  Library  Committee,  consisting  of 
six  persons,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  continue 
in  office  three  years. 

The  School  Committee  shall,  unless  changed  by  vote,  as  provided  in 
the  statutes,  consist  of  three  members,  inhabitants  of  the  town. 


Treasurer. 

Sect.  5.  All  moneys  raised  and  received  for  the  support  of  schools; 
for  the  support  of  the  poor;  for  repairing  highways,  bridges,  and  rail- 
ings ;  for  constructing  sidewalks,  gutters,  and  crossings,  and  for  repairs 
thereon;  for  repairs  on  town  buildings  and  on  school-houses ;  for  street 
lights,  hydrants,  and  water ;  for  the  Public  Library ;  for  the  Cemetery ; 
for  the  Police  Station ;  for  salaries  of  town  officers ;  for  contingent 
town  charges ;  for  fire  engineers  and  the  fire  department ;  for  insurance, 
town  debts,  interest,  and  discount  on  taxes, —  shall  each  be  regarded 
as  specific  appropriations,  to  be  applied  only  to  the  purposes  designated. 
But  money  may  also  be  appropriated  for  other  specific  purposes,  for 
which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  separate  accounts  with  each  appropriation 
of  money  voted  by  the  town,  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  except  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appropriated.  Nor  shall  any  transfer  be 
made  from  one  account  to  another,  except  by  vote  of  the  town.  All 
moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer,  not  specially  appropriated,  shall  be 
kept  in  an  account  of  unappropriated  funds,  to  be  disposed  of  :as  the 
town  may  direct.  All  notes  and  obligations  of  the  town,  for  money  bor- 
rowed by  authority  of  the  town,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and 
Selectmen. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  town  shall  each  year  prepare  a  report,  in 
writing  or  print,  of  all  receipts  and  payments  received  and  made  by 
him,  with  a  statement  of  each  account,  and  of  the  notes  and  claims  in 
his  hands  belonging  to  the  town,  and  of  all  notes  or  obligations  given 
by  him  outstanding  against  the  town,  and  the  valuation  of  the  property 
of  the  town,  as  estimated  by  the  several  departments,  and  present  the 
same  at  each  annual  town  meeting. 

Special  Appropriations. 

Sect.  6.  No  appropriation  for  any  special  improvement,  change, 
repair,  or  purchase  of  any  property  not  included  in  the  usual  or  ordinary 
appropriations,  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  amount  or  value, 
shall  be  made  until  some  board  of  officers,  officer,  authorized  committee, 
or  agent  of  the  town,  shall  have  obtained  and  submitted  to  a  meeting 
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notified  to  act  thereon  proper  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  of  the 
probable  expense  or  cost  thereof,  as  near  as  can  be  reasonably  ascer- 
tained, considering  the  nature  and  Character  thereof. 

Selectmen. 

Sect.  7.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  man- 
agement of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  town  in  all  matters  not  other- 
wise provided  for.  They  shall  appear  and  act,  institute  suits,  and  may 
employ  counsel  in  all  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  in  which  the  town  is  a 
party  in  all  cases  when  no  other  provision  is  made  in  the  statutes,  and 
may  audit  and  settle  claims  in  suits  against  the  town,  and  draw  orders 
on  the  Treasurer  in  payment  thereof.  Provided  that  no  payment  in 
settlement  of  any  suit  or  claim  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  which  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  without  further  auditing,  if  there 
be  sufficient  money  in  his  hands  therefor. 

In  case  any  suit  or  claim  against  the  town,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  shall  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  town  at  some  regu- 
lar or  special  meeting  before  drawing  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for 
payment  of  the  same.  They  shall  draw  orders  for  the  payment  of  all 
notes  and  obligations  of  the  town,  and  for  interest  thereon,  which  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  And,  in  all  cases  when  not  otherwise  voted, 
the  Selectmen  shall  have  charge  of  all  new  buildings  erected  for  the 
town,  and  all  special  additions,  improvements,  or  repairs  on  the  same, 
and  of  the  insurance  upon  the  buildings  and  property  of  the  town. 

When  Highway  Surveyors  or  a  Superintendent  of  Streets  are  ap- 
pointed to  take  charge  of  the  repairs  and  labor  upon  streets,  ways, 
bridges,  and  sidewalks,  the  Selectmen  shall,  so  far  as  may  be,  examine 
and  allow  their  accounts  of  expenditures,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Auditors. 

They  shall  also,  in  establishing  and  grading  sidewalks  in  the  town, 
keep  a  record  thereof  in  their  books,  and  report  the  same  with  the 
measurement  thereof  to  the  Town  Clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same 
with  the  record  of  highways. 

They  shall  annually  report  all  suits  settled  or  pending  against  the 
town  known  to  them,  and  unsettled  and  disputed  claims  against  the 
town  known  and  likely  to  be  litigated. 

On  or  before  May  1,  1898,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  Select- 
men or  Superintendent  of  Streets,  under  their  supervision,  shall  procure 
and  maintain  some  suitable  place  within  reasonable  distance  of  the 
village,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  free  public  dump,  upon  which  the 
citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  shall  have  the  right,  under  suitable 
regulations,  to  deposit  ashes,  cellar  dirt,  old  papers  and  cans,  rubbish 
(not  including  filth  or  animal  matter).  And  said  dump  shall  be  under 
the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.

Assessors. 

Sect.  8.  When  the  Assessors  shall  have  committed  any  tax  list  to 
the  Collector,  they  shall  immediately  certify  to  the  Selectmen  and  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  the  amount  of  such  tax  list,  and  of  each  appropriation, 
to  whom  committed,  and  at  what  time  the  Collector  is  required  to  pay 
over  the  money  collected  thereon. 

But  no  tax  list  shall  be  committed  to  any  Collector  until  his  bond,  re- 
quired by  law,  has  been  procured  and  accepted  by  the  Selectmen,  due 
notice  thereof  being  given  to  the  Assessors. 

The  Assessors  shall  prepare  the  lists  of  taxes  annually  assessed  by 
them,  and  commit  the  same,  with  their  warrant,  to  the  Collector  of  taxes 
on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

They  shall  publish  with  the  Town  Officers'  Report  for  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred,  and  at  least  on  each  succeeding  fifth  year  thereafter,  and 
whenever  at  other  times  the  town  shall  instruct  them  so  to  do,  the  full 
valuations  and  tax  lists,  both  property  and  polls  assessed  within  the  town 
or  upon  which  taxes  are  paid  to  the  town,  and  each  year  the  usual  sum- 
mary thereof. 

Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Sect.  9.  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  have  the  general  charge 
and  management  of  the  farm  and  property  connected  therewith,  and 
may  employ  a  Superintendent  and  other  necessary  laborers,  subject, 
however,  to  the  specific  vote  of  the  town  in  relation  thereto,  and  to  the 
proper  payments  and  expenditures  of  this  department,  for  which  the 
town  may  make  appropriations. 


Library  Committee. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  Trustees  of  the  public  library,  called  the  Library 
Committee  as  aforesaid,  shall,  subject  to  the  special  votes  and  appropri- 
ations of  the  town,  have  the  care  of  the  library  rooms,  the  furnishing, 
warming,  lighting,  and  repair  of  same ;  the  authority  to  select  and  pur- 
chase books  ;  to  appoint  and  pay  the  Librarian  ;  have  the  general  control 
of  the  library,  with  power  to  make  all  needful  regulations  for  the  man- 
agement and  use  thereof. 

They  may  also  accept  any  donations  to  the  library  upon  such  terms  as 
they  may  judge  proper,  and  do  such  other  things  as  they  may  regard  for 
the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  institution. 

If  any  person  elected  a  member  of  the  Library  Committee  refuses  or 
neglects  to  accept  such  office,  or  if  any  member  dies,  resigns,  or  from 
any  change  of  residence  or  otherwise  becomes  unable  to  attend  to  the 
duties  of  the  Committee,  the  remaining  members  may  proceed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  for  the  remaining  part  of  the  year;  and  at  the  next  annual  town 
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meeting  the  town  shall  choose  some  one  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time,  if  any  there  be. 


Duties  of  Officers. 

Sect.  ii.  The  several  boards  of  town  officers  shall,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, transact  all  business  coming  under  their  supervision  at  meetings 
of  the  several  boards  at  which  a  majority  of  the  members  are  present, 
and  also  keep  a  record  of  all  contracts,  payments  of  money,  and  votes, 
appointments,  and  all  other  transactions  had  by  them,  including  sched- 
ules of  all  town  property  under  their  care  and  control,  and  at  the  close 
of  each  fiscal  year  prepare  a  report  of  all  their  doings,  with  a  statement 
in  detail  of  all  their  payments  and  expenditures  and  all  liabilities  in- 
curred by  them,  including  all  outstanding  orders  and  claims  against  the 
town,  and  also  the  valuation  of  all  property  of  the  town  in  their  hands  or 
under  their  care,  and  all  debts  due  to  the  town,  and  submit  an  estimate 
of  the  probable  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year  in  their  sev- 
eral departments.  When  the  Selectmen  are  made  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  or  have  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  they  shall  per- 
form the  same  duties  in  each  of  such  departments. 

But  no  town  officer,  committee,  or  agent  of  the  town,  shall  hereafter 
enter  into  or  make  any  contract  or  obligation,  oral  or  written,  for  or  in 
the  name  or  behalf  of  the  town,  for  any  special  improvement,  change, 
repair,  or  for  the  purchase  of  any  property  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  in  amount  or  value,  and  not  included  in  the  ordinary  annual 
appropriations  as  aforesaid,  by  which  any  town  indebtedness  may  arise 
in  excess  of  that  amount,, until  the  town  shall  have  made,  as  aforesaid, 
an  appropriation  therefor  by  vote  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the 
statutes,  nor  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  so  made. 

Auditors. 

Sect.  12.  The  Auditors  of  Accounts  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each 
month,  and,  except  as  herein  provided,  examine  and  audit  all  claims, 
bills,  and  accounts  against  the  town,  and  shall  allow  all  such  as  appear 
to  be  just  and  right,  and  shall  indorse  their  approval  thereon  or  their 
rejection  thereof.  And  they  shall  also  report  all  claims,  bills,  and  ac- 
counts approved  by  them  to  the  town  Treasurer. 

Any  bill,  claim,  or  account  of  less  than  twenty  dollars  may  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  upon  the  approval  of  one  of  the  Auditors.  All  bills, 
claims,  or  accounts  in  excess  of  twenty  dollars,  shall  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  Auditors.  Provided,  however,  in  case  of  death,  absence, 
or  inability  of  the  said  Auditors,  said  bills,  claims,  or  accounts,  may  be 
approved  by  the  Selectmen,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  Auditors  shall  keep  full  accounts  and  records  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings and  transactions. 


At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  they  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  and  of  each  of  the  other  boards  of  officers  and  all  vouchers 
presented  by  them,  and  make  a  written  or  printed  report  thereon  as  to 
their  correctness,  to  be  submitted  to  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting, 
the  report  to  include  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  as  prepared  by  him, 
and  so  much  of  the  accounts  and  reports  of  the  other  officers  as  the 
Auditors  may  deem  expedient,  with  such  statements  and  remarks  in 
regard  to  the  legality  or  propriety  of  any  transaction  or  expenditures  as, 
in  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  town  require.  Such  reports  shall 
also  contain  a  list  of  all  taxes  not  paid  during  the  fiscal  year  and  such 
other  matters  as  are  herein  required  to  be  contained  therein. 

They  shall  have  free  access  to  the  books  and  accounts,  bills  and 
vouchers,  of  all  officers  and  committees  of  the  town  intrusted  with  the 
receipt,  custody,  or  expenditures  of  money,  and  all  original  bills  and 
vouchers  on  which  moneys  have  been  or  may  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer, 
as  often  as  once  each  month,  and  shall  examine  the  same  at  least  once 
each  year,  and  report  thereon  as  aforesaid. 


Collector  of  Taxes. 

Sect.  13.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  year  from 
the  date  of  his  warrant,  deposit  his  book  of  collections  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  town,  who  shall  preserve  the  same  for  reference. 

He  shall  also,  in  making  such  returns,  certify  that  the  payments  shown 
therein  are  correct.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  his  compensation  or 
to  a  discharge  upon  his  bond  until  his  book  and  such  certificate  are 
returned  to  the  Clerk  as  aforesaid. 


Town  Seal. 

Sect.  14.  The  seal  of  the  town  shall  be  of  the  form  and  impress 
adopted  at  the  town  meeting  held  March  2,  1896;  and  the  press  stamp 
shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  or  Town  Clerk. 


Shade  Trees. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  cut  down  or  remove  any  ornamental  or 
shade  trees  standing  in  a  highway,  town  way,  or  street,  unless  the  same 
obstructs  such  ways  or  endangers,  hinders,  or  incommodes  persons 
travelling  thereon,  without  first  giving  notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Tree 
Warden ;  and,  if  the  Tree  Warden  desires  to  retain  the  tree,  he  shall 
give  notice  of  such  desire  to  such  person  within  ten  days  thereafter. 
And  the  damages  caused  by  the  retaining  of  said  tree  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  same  manner  as  in  a  case  of  damage  by  the  alteration  of 
such  highway,  town  way,  or  street. 
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Enactment  and  Repeal. 

Sect.  16.  These  By-laws  shall  take  effect  upon  their  approval  by 
the  Superior  Court  or,  in  vacation,  by  a  justice  of  said  court,  and  be 
entered  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk,  as  provided  by  the  statutes. 

All  By-laws  or  parts  of  By-laws  now  existing,  which  conflict  with  the 
foregoing,  are  hereby  repealed. 


Cemetery  Committee. 

Sect.  17.  At  the  next  annual  town  meeting  after  the  adoption 
hereof  the  town  shall  elect  from  its  inhabitants  a  Cemetery  Committee, 
consisting  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  one  year ;  and  at  each  succeeding 
annual  election  thereafter  one  member  shall  be  elected  to  serve  three 
years,  and  until  others  are  chosen  as  aforesaid. 

If  the  town  fails  or  neglects  to  elect  such  a  Committee,  or  any  member 
thereof  required  to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  an  election  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  shall  be  valid. 

When  a  vacancy  in  such  Committee  occurs  by  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  the  town  of  any  of  its  members,  the  remaining  members 
may  elect  any  eligible  person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  but  the  term  of  service 
of  any  member  so  elected  shall  end  with  the  municipal  year  in  which  he 
is  chosen  ;  and,  if  the  vacancy  which  he  is  chosen  to  fill  is  for  a  longer 
period,  the  town  shall,  at  the  next  annual  meeting  thereafter  or  at  a  sub- 
sequent meeting,  elect  some  person  to  such  unexpired  term,  to  serve  as 
aforesaid,  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  for  original 
elections. 

Such  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
their  own  organization  and  government,  and  for  the  performance  of  their 
office  as  herein  prescribed,  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper;  and  they  may  also  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the 
cemetery,  and  fix  his  compensation  and  prescribe  his  duties.  They  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  their  acts  and  doings  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  herein  provided,  and  of  all  contracts  made  by  them. 

They  shall  have  the  care,  control,  and  management  of  the  cemetery 
grounds,  including  the  pond  and  shores  thereof,  together  with  the  dam 
and  all  public  property  in  Vine  Lake  Cemetery  (subject,  however,  to  any 
specific  vote  of  the  town),  and  of  the  -avenues,  paths,  and  burial-lots  in 
said  cemetery,  and  of  the  laying  out,  boundaries,  location,  grading,  and 
construction  thereof,  and  of  all  the  trees,  shrubbery,  hedges,  and  fences 
therein,  in  determining  what  shall  be  used  and  in  locating,  arranging, 
setting  out,  trimming,  or  removing  the  same  for  any  cause  which  they 
shall  regard  reasonable  and  proper,  for  purpose  of  using,  improving,  or 
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beautifying  the  grounds  or  the  burial-lots,  avenues,  paths,  or  spaces 
therein ;  and,  when  they  shall  lay  out  any  new  avenues,  paths,  spaces,  or 
burial-lots  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  properly  marked  by  monu- 
ments in  the  ground,  and  be  traced  upon  the  plan,  and  appropriately 
named,  designated,  and  numbered  for  their  identification  and  use.  Pro- 
vided that  no  new  lots  shall  be  laid  out,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
nearer  than  four  feet  from  the  external  limits,  or  boundaries,  of  the 
cemetery  grounds.  They  shall  fix  the  prices  of  all  burial-lots  sold,  and 
have  the  supervision  of  all  sales  thereof,  and  the  location,  enlargement, 
changing  of  lines  of  such  lots  or  spaces  within  such  grounds,  and  of  all 
questions  of  right  between  proprietors  of  lots  which  shall  hereafter 
arise.  They  shall  superintend  the  general  subject  of  interments  in  said 
grounds,  and  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  laws  regarding  the  same- are 
complied  with. 

They  shall  lay  out  a  suitable  part  of  said  grounds  into  burial-lots  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  be 
required,  free  of  charge  therefor,  and  place  the  same  upon  the  said  plan, 
properly  designated  and  numbered,  and  keep  a  separate  record  of  all 
such  lots  taken  up  and  of  all  burials  therein. 

They  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  fees  for  opening  graves  for  burials, 
for  depositing  in  vaults  !or  in  the  receiving  tomb,  and  for  the  superin- 
tendent for  the  use  of  the  hearse  and  attending  funerals,  and  his  com- 
pensation for  all  work  done  by  him  for  proprietors  of  lots  in  fitting  up 
and  improving  the  same. 

Such  fees  and  compensation  shall  be  uniform  in  amount  and  required 
in  all  cases,  unless  said  Committee  shall,  for  good  causes,  remit  or  abate 
the  same  or  any  part  thereof. 

They  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  burials  made  in  the  cemetery  during 
each  year  on  the  books  and  plans  provided  for  the  same,  and  the  name 
of  the  person,  the  date,  and  place  of  burial  sufficiently  clear  to  designate 
the  same. 

They  shall  prescribe  forms  for  the  conveyance  of  lots. 

No  lot  shall  be  used  for  burial  until  paid  for,  except  in  the  free  lots, 
as  aforesaid. 

They  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  town  for  lots,  fees,  or  ser- 
vices, and  pay  all  such  moneys  received  by  them  into  the  town  treasury, 
and  keep  a  faithful  record  and  account  of  all  such  moneys  received,  and 
of  all  expenses  paid  and  of  all  orders  drawn,  and  make  their  report 
thereof  annually  to  the  town,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  deem 
proper  for  its  consideration.  Provided,  however,  that  such  Committee 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  expend  any  money  or  moneys  put  in  their  hands 
for  the  immediate  care  or  improvement  of  any  particular  lot  or  lots,  if 
such  expenditure  shall  not  cause  any  additional  expense  to  the  town. 
And  said  Committee  shall  not  be  required  to  render  any  account  for  the 
application  of  the  same  except  to  the  person  so  contributing. 

They  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  regarding  vis- 
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itors  to  the  grounds,  the  admission  of  horses  and  carriages  or  teams, 
and  for  the  protection  of  the  grounds  and  the  shrubs,  trees,  flowers, 
tablets,  monuments,  or  ornaments  therein  from  intrusion  or  injury,  and 
to  enforce  the  same,  provided  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  pro- 
visions of  the  statutes. 

The  Town  Treasurer  shall,  in  accordance  with  Section  I,  Chapter  t86, 
of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1884,  receive,  receipt  for,  and  invest, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  any  funds,  moneys,  or  securities, 
amounting  in  value  to  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  (for  each  lot),  to  insure  the  perpetual  care  of  any 
lot  or  lots  in  said  cemetery.  If  it  be  in  money,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Town  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  deposit 
the  same  in  some  institution  for  savings  within  the  Commonwealth,  in 
accordance  with  Section  35,  Chapter  116,  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

All  interest,  dividends,  and  profits  accruing  on  any  funds,  moneys, 
or  securities  so  received,  may  be  drawn  against  by  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  they  shall  deem  necessary 
for  the  care  of  said  lots,  monuments,  or  cenotaphs.  But  in  no  case 
shall  they  draw  more  than  the  interest,  dividends,  or  profits  which  shall 
have  accrued  from  the  funds,  moneys,  or  securities  so  given  or  deposited ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  or  the  Selectmen,  upon  the 
receipt  of  such  funds,  moneys,  or  securities,  when  given  to  insure  per- 
petual care  of  lots  in  said  cemetery,  to  give  a  receipt  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing :  —

This  sum  is  given  in  trust  to  the  town  of  Medfield  as  a  permanent 
fund.  The  same  to  be  deposited  in  some  reliable  institution  for  savings, 
and  a  separate  account  kept  of  it  in  the  books  of  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee, and  reported  each  year  in  their  annual  report.  No  part  of  this 
principal  sum  shall  ever  be  expended. 

The  interest  accruing,  or  so  much  as  may  be  needed,  is  to  be  drawn

Any  portion  of  the  interest  unexpended  shall  remain  to  the  credit  of 
this  lot,  and  may  be  used  in  any  year  when  deemed  necessary.

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Truant  Children. 

Sect.  18.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  years 
residing  in  the  town,  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets 
or  public  places,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending 
school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
committed  to  Norfolk,  Bristol,  and  Plymouth  Truant  School  in  Walpole, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Truant  Officer,  previous  to  making  any 
complaint  under  these  laws,  to  notify  the  truant  or  absentee  from  school, 
also  his  parent  or  guardian,  of  the  offence  committed,  and  the  penalty 
therefor;  and,  if  the  Truant  Officer  can  obtain  satisfactory  pledges  for 
the  restraint  and  reformation  of  the  child,  he  may,  at  his  own  discretion, 
forbear  to  prosecute,  so  long  as  such  pledges  are  faithfully  kept. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee,  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools,  and  the  citizens  generally,  to  aid  the  Truant  Officers  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Two  or  more  Truant  Officers  shall  be  appointed  annually,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  all  violations  of  the  Truant  Laws,  and  of  the 
law  relating  to  compulsory  education,  and  to  do  all  the  acts  required  of 
them  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 


PENAL    LAWS. 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  play  at  any  game  of  ball,  or  foot-ball,  or 
throw  balls  or  stones  or  snowballs,  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  the  town  ;  nor  shall  any  person  deposit  within  any  such  streets, 
roads,  or  ways,  or  by  the  side  thereof,  any  ashes,  cinders,  offal,  rubbish, 
or  any  waste  matter  whatever. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  course,  coast,  or  slide  down,  across,  in,  or 
along  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  town,  upon  any  hand-sled, 
board,  jumper,  or  otherwise,  except  at  such  places  and  under  such  re- 
strictions and  regulations  as  the  Selectmen  shall  designate  and  require; 
nor  take  hold  of  nor  ride  upon  the  hind  part  of  any  carriage  without 
leave  of  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  place  in  any  street,  roadway,  or  town  way 
within  the  town  any  broken  glass,  nails,  tacks,  or  other  substances  liable 
to  injure  the  feet  of  persons,  animals,  or  the  tires  of  bicycles  or  car- 
riages. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  drive  or  allow  a  horse  under  his  control  to 
go  at  an  immoderate  or  unreasonable  rate,  in  any  street  or  public  place 
within  the  town,  so  as  thereby  to  endanger  the  life,  safety,  or  con- 
venience of  any  person  properly  using  the  said  street  or  public  place. 
Nor  shall  any  person  ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  horses,  or  cause   the 
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same  to  be  ridden  or  driven,  for  trial  of  speed  in  the  town,  unless  by- 
permission  of  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  drive  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle  upon  or 
over  any  hose-pipe  or  hose  in  use,  when  placed  in  the  street  or  highway 
by  order  of  the  chief  engineer  or  any  other  officer  of  the  fire  department. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  fowling-piece,  or 
firearm,  or  make  any  bonfire  or  other  fire,  in  any  street  or  public  place 
in  the  village,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  engage  in  hunting,  or  play  at  ball  or  any 
other  game,  or  discharge  any  firearms,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  on 
the  Sabbath  day,  except  on  their  own  premises. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  wheel,  drive,  or  draw  any  coach,  cart, 
hand-cart,  hand-barrow,  sled,  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure 
(except  children's  hand  carriages  drawn  by  hand),  or  drive  or  permit 
any  horse,  neat  cattle,  or  sheep  under  his  care  to  go  or  stand  upon  any 
sidewalk  or  street  crossing  so  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

Sect.  9.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  collect,  stand,  or  be  to- 
gether in  a  group  or  near  to  each  other  on  any  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  of  foot  passengers,  nor  after  a  request  to 
move  on  or  disperse  made  by  any  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables,  or 
police  officers  of  the  town. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  and  disorderly 
manner,  or  use  any  indecent,  profane,  or  insulting  language,  in  any  street, 
highway,  or  public  place  of  the  town,  or  near  a  dwelling-house  or  other 
building  not  his  own  therein,  or  be  or  remain  upon  the  sidewalk  or 
upon  any  doorstep,  portico,  or  other  projection  from  any  such  house  or 
other  building,  or  in  any  church,  meeting-house,  public  hall,  or  entrance 
thereto,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  person.  Nor  shall  any 
person  at,  near,  or  upon  any  such  dwelling-house,  building,  sidewalk, 
doorstep,  portico,  or  projection,  or  any  such  meeting-house,  horse-shed, 
public  hall,  or  entrance  thereto,  commit  any  nuisance,  or  by  any  noise, 
gesture,  or  other  means  wantonly  and  designedly  frighten  any  horse  in 
any  street,  highway,  or  public  place  in  the  town. 

Sect.  ii.  No  person  shall  expose  or  offer  for  sale  from  any  stand 
in  or  upon  any  street  or  in  any  public  place  in  the  town  any  article  of 
merchandise  or  anything  whatsoever  without  permission  from  the  Se- 
lectmen of  the  town.  Provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  offering  for  sale  any  products  of  the  land  or  of  his  own  industry 
or  of  peddling  from  any  wagon  or  cart  from  house  to  house. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  sit  upon  or  occupy  any  fence  of  the  town 
or  any  private  fence  bordering  upon  any  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  obstruct  any  sidewalk  or  insult  or  annoy  persons  passing  thereon. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  any  sidewalk  or  street 
or  any  other  public  place  by  idling  or  lounging  thereon,  or  remain  about 
the  doors  or  places  of  business,  when  requested  by  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  said  places  to  depart  therefrom. 
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Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  expectorate  tobacco  juice  on  the  floor  of 
any  room  in  any  public  building  or  on  the  floor  of  any  hall  or  entrance 
to  any  public  building  within  the  town. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  carry  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  into  the  town  building,  school-houses,  cemetery,  or  public 
grounds,  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  without  permission  from  the 
Selectmen. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  wantonly  injure,  mar,  deface,  or  destroy 
any  fence,  sign-board,  guide-post,  awning,  lamp-post,  lamp,  or  lantern  in 
any  street,  highway,  or  public  place  in  the  town. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  post  or  paste  any  advertisement  or  notice 
upon  any  shade  tree,  bridge,  fence,  guide-post,  or  poles  used  for  the 
transmission  of  electricity  in  the  town. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  other  than  the  owner  thereof  or  his  agent  shall 
trim,  lop,  or  prune,  or  in  any  manner  injure  any  shade,  fruit,  or  orna- 
mental trees  planted  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  squares  of  the 
town,  without  the  consent  of  the  Tree  Warden,  or  hitch  or  fasten  any 
horse  or  other  animal  thereto  or  to  the  boxing  thereof,  or  tie  or  fasten 
any  horse  or  other  animal  across  any  sidewalk  of  the  town. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  ring  or  cause  to  be  rung  any  bell,  use  or 
cause  to  be  used  any  horn  or  other  instrument,  in  any  street  or  public 
place  in  the  town,  to  give  notice  of  any  business  or  calling  or  sale  of 
any  article,  or  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  by  public  proclamation  in  any 
street  or  public  place  any  article,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  swim  in  any  public  or  exposed 
place  in  the  town,  in  an  indecent  or  nude  condition. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall  foul  any  brook,  stream,  or  other  body  of 
water  with  any  substance  which  shall  kill  the  fish  therein  or  create  offen- 
sive odors  therefrom,  so  as  to  injure  the  public  health  or  annoy  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  throw  the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal  or 
any  other  animal  substance  liable  to  putrefy  into  any  pond,  stream,  or 
other  body  of  water,  or  leave  such  carcass  or  animal  substance  on  the 
surface  of  the  ground  or  insufficiently  buried. 

Penalties. 

Sect.  23.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preced- 
ing By-laws  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before 
any  trial  justice,  police,  or  district  court  having  jurisdiction  within  the 
county,  and  forfeited  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  town,  unless  when 
different  provision  is  made  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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By  the  word  "village  "  will  be  included  the  following  streets,  namely : 

Adams  Avenue  as  far  north  as  Dale  Street. 

North  Street  as  far  north  as  Railroad  Street. 

Green  Street  as  far  north  as  Summer  Street. 

Main  Street  as  far  east  as  Pound  Street. 

South  Street  as  far  south  as  Phillip  Street. 

Spring  Street  as  far  south  as  Curve  Street. 

Main  Street  as  far  west  as  Bridge  Street. 

Frary  Street  as  far  west  as  the  Cemetery. 

And  all  the  following  streets  :  — 

Cottage,  Curve,  Oak,  Park,  Miller,  Pleasant,  Pound,  Brook,  Short,  and 

Janes    Avenue,    together   with   all   public    Parks,  Squares,  Courts, 

Places,  and  Ways  within  the  above-named  points.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


A  time-honored  custom,  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  interest  of  the  people  in  the  public  schools  require  that  the 
School  Committee  shall  annually  report  to  the  town  its  doings, 
the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  may, 
in  their  opinion,  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the  interests  in  its 
charge. 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  for  the  year  Albert  A. 
Lovell  was  chosen  chairman,  George  Washburn  secretary. 


TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during 
the  past  year,  except  at  the  North  School.  Miss  Isabel  D. 
Bailey,  who  was  in  charge,  declined  a  re-election  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  term.  Miss  Rosa  S.  Allen  was  chosen  her  suc- 
cessor, and  taught  a  few  weeks,  but  owing  to  ill-health  tendered 
her  resignation  ;  and  Miss  Mabel  F.  Melcher  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  and  has  continued  in  charge  of  that  school. 


COURSES    OF    STUDY. 

The  regular  courses  of  study  prescribed  have  been  followed,  and 
special  work  has  been  performed  as  indicated  below. 

NORTH    SCHOOL. 

Mabel  F.  Melcher,  Teacher. 

Six  Grades. 

Attention    has   been   given    to   oral   and    written   expression    in 
connection  with  all  studies.     Interest  has   been   shown  and   en- 
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couraged  in  the  observation  of  natural  phenomena.  A  weather 
record  has  been  kept,  also  reports  of  the  moon's  phases  and  the 
constellations  seen.  Daily  calisthenics  have  proved  very  bene- 
ficial. 

SOUTH    SCHOOL. 

Wilma  E.  Bowden,  Teacher. 
Six  Grades. 

The  work  of  last  year  has  been  continued,  and  nature  study 
has  been  added,  taking  through  the  winter  months  the  common 
animals.  New  physiologies,  histories,  and  geographies  have 
added  much  to  the  interest  in  those  branches. 


RALPH    WHEELOCK    SCHOOL. 

Grade  I. 

Mary  B.  A.  Dunn,  Teacher. 

Regular  work  has  been  done  in  reading,  arithmetic,  and  writing. 
The  alphabet  has  been  taught  a  little  earlier  than  is  usual,  and 
more  has  been  done  in  spelling  both  by  letter  and  sound.  Dicta- 
tion exercises  have  been  begun,  hoping  to  gain  thereby  in  spelling 
and  correct  forms  of  expression.  Observation  talks  are  quite 
frequent  on  objects  and  animals. 

Grades  II.  and  III. 
Susan  M.  Chase,  Teacher. 

The  work  of  caring  for  a  large  school  has  been  lightened  by 
two  circumstances, —  excellent  attendance  and  enthusiasm.  At 
two  different  times  no  one  was  absent  during  an  entire  week,  thus 
making  the  attendance  ioo  per  cent,  for  those  weeks.  Care  has 
been  taken  in  the  arrangement  of  written  work.  Language  work 
has  been  made  prominent  as  heretofore.  Special  attention  has 
been  given  to  having  the  children  tell  a  story  in  connected  lan- 
guage from  one  which  they  have  heard  or  read.  The  simplest 
rules  of  punctuation,  followed  by  sentences  illustrating  them,  are 
copied  into  blank  books.  The  spelling  this  year  has  been  better 
than  ever  before.  This  end  has  been  kept  in  view, —  to  have  the 
child  know  a  word  by  sight,  by  sound,  and  by  letter. 


Grades  IV.  and  V. 
Ida  Pearl  Brigham,  Teacher. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  followed  with  lessons  in  physi- 
ology from  a  chart  once  a  week.  In  arithmetic,  pupils  have  had 
drill  in  mental  work  in  addition,  to  secure  rapidity  as  well  as 
accuracy.  A  new  feature  is  the  ten-minute  morning  talk,  the 
subject-matter  taken  from  daily  environment,  the  object  being  to 
lead  the  pupil  to  observe  and  think  for  himself,  and  so  increase 
his  interest  in,  and  love  of  nature. 

Grades  VI.  and  VII. 
Jeannette  E.  King,  Teacher. 

In  addition  to  the  work  carried  on  last  year  we  have  intro- 
duced the  use  of  the  modelling  table  as  an  aid  in  the  study  of 
geography,  in  Grade  VI.  Grade  VII.  has  a  weekly  lesson  in 
United  States  history.  The  latter  part  of  the  spring  term  the 
children  drew  from  life,  not  with  the  expectation  of  obtaining 
likenesses,  but  with  the  idea  of  securing  correct  proportions. 

Grades  VIII.  and  IX. 

Carrie  A.  Smith,    Teacher. 

i 

In  Grade  VIII.  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  „.ias  been 
almost  the  same  as  in  the  year  preceding.  Special  attention  has 
been  given  to  English  composition,  with  good  results.  In  Grade 
IX.  it  was  thought  best  in  September  to  drop  Latin  from  the 
course  of  study  and  substitute  rhetoric.  In  United  States  history 
special  lines  of  reading  are  followed  according  to  suggestions  by 
John  Fiske,  the  author  of  the  text-book  in  that  study. 


HIGH    SCHOOL. 
Walter  L.   Va?i  Kleeck,  Principal. 

In  general,  the  work  has  been  carried  on  along  the  same  lines 
as  last  year,  the  chief  difference  being  in  the  increased  emphasis 
laid  upon  the  work  in  English  and  the  introduction  of  book- 
keeping. 

French  and  German  are  taught  as  heretofore,  four  terms  being 
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spent  on  the  former,  and  three  terms  (one  school  year)  on  the 
latter. 

In  Latin  the  pupils  entering  the  school  have  had  one  year's 
work ;  and  they  go  on  through  the  study  of  Caesar,  Cicero,  and 
Virgil.  Increased  importance  has  been  attached  to  the  work  in 
Latin  composition,  in  order  that  the  pupil  may  acquire  that  under- 
standing of  Latin  constructions  which  comes  only  from  the  con- 
stant use  of  them  by  the  pupil  himself. 

The  course  in  general  history  has  been  shortened  by  omitting 
the  study  of  various  parts  of  mediaeval  history ;  and  the  time  thus 
saved  will  be  devoted  to  geometry,  which  will  thereby  be  made  to 
extend  through  one  school  year. 

The  most  notable  change  in  English  has  been  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  practice  of  writing  daily  "  themes,"  short  sketches  on 
various  subjects,  sometimes  assigned  by  the  teacher,  sometimes 
of  the  pupil's  own  choosing.  The  habit  of  writing  something 
every  day,  if  only  a  single  page,  cannot  help  being  of  benefit  to 
the  pupil  in  increasing  his  ability  to  write  smooth,  accurate 
English.  Another  important  addition  to  the  work  of  the  school 
has  been  the  introduction  of  book-keeping,  in  which  the  scholars 
have  shown  a  marked  interest.  Of  course,  in  the  brief  amount 
of  time  that  can  be  given  to  the  subject,  it  is  not  possible  to  give 
a  thorc  agh  training  in  the  science  of  accounts ;  but  it  is  pos- 
sible to  lay  a  foundation  upon  which  it  will  be  easy  to  build  the 
later  practical  knowledge,  by  giving  the  pupil  a  good  idea  of  the 
theory  ;>nd  principles  underlying  the  subject.  This  the  school 
can  and  does  aim  to  do. 

SCHOOL    SUPERVISION. 

Several  years  ago  the  town  accepted  the  act  of  the  legislature 
in  relation  to  the  formation  of  districts  comprising  two  or  more 
towns,  of  a  given  valuation  and  number  of  schools,  and  the 
employment  of  a  Superintendent  who,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee,  should  supervise  the  work  in  the  schools.  The  town 
of  Medfield  has  never  availed  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  enact- 
ment. The  Committee,  while  having,  as  individuals,  their  own 
opinions  as  to  the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  law,  are  desirous  of 
carrying  out  the  will  of  the  town  as  it  shall  be  expressed.  The 
good   of  the  schools   and  the   expense  to  the  tax-payers  are  the 
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factors  in  the  problem.  If  the  people  of  the  town  are  convinced 
that  supervision  is  advisable,  and  are  willing  to  make  the  appro- 
priation necessary,  the  Committee  is  ready  to  carry  out  their  will 
in  the  matter.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  town  is  not  willing  to 
adopt  supervision,  the  Committee  will  be  as  obedient  in  this 
direction.  A  large  majority  of  the  towns  in  the  Commonwealth 
have  accepted  and  adopted  the  provisions  of  this  law, —  in  many 
instances,  with  great  and  admitted  advantages.  In  other  in- 
stances, serious  defects  and  disadvantages  have  presented  them- 
selves. As  this  matter  of  supervision  may,  in  some  form  or 
other,  come  before  the  town  for  action,  it  is  hoped  that  parents 
and  all  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  will  consider  the 
matter  so  as  to  act  intelligently  either  for  or  against  such  super- 
vision. 

In  this  report  the  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  need 
of  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  schools,  and 
hope  they  will  acquire  the  habit  of  visiting  them  often  and  see 
for  themselves  what  is  being  done.  Intelligent  criticism  is  always 
welcome.  What  interest  can  scholars  or  teachers  manifest  when 
parents  are  indifferent  ?  These  children  are  your  children.  You 
owe  it  to  them  to  take  a  personal  and  painstaking  part  in  their 
education.  It  is  a  great  stimulus  to  teachers  when  parents  visit 
the  schools  frequently,  and  make  it  known  that  they  know  and 
appreciate  good  teaching  and  will  insist  upon  having  it.  Look 
back  over  your  own  school  days,  and  do  you  not  observe  that 
those  scholars  whose  parents  visited  the  school  generally  excelled 
in  scholarship?  The  schools  of  any  community  will  always  be 
just  as  good  as  public  sentiment  demands, — -no  better,  no  worse. 

The  prudential  affairs  connected  with  the  schools  have  been 
managed  with  such  a  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  scholars  as  the 
means  at  hand  would  admit,  and  the  Committee  have  borne  in 
mind  that  strict  economy  is  required.  But  demands  are  con- 
stantly arising  which  call  for  outlay,  some  of  which  cannot 
always  be  foreseen.  Among  the  demands  in  the  near  future  will 
be  the  painting  of  the  North  School-house,  and  a  proper  water 
supply  for  both  the  North  and  South  Schools,  this  being  at  pres- 
ent very  unsatisfactory.  During  the  past  year  the  South  School- 
house  has  been  shingled,  the  blackboards  in  four  of  the  rooms  at 
the  Ralph  Wheelock  School  have  been  redressed,  concrete  walks 
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have  been  laid  in  the  yard  of  the  latter  school,  and  lightning 
rods  have  been  placed  upon  the  new  part  of  the  building,  and  the 
old  rods  inspected  and  repaired.  Measures  are  under  way  to 
secure  proper  inspection,  care,  and  insurance  of  the  boilers  in 
this  building  ;  and  the  fire  alarm  drill  has  been  perfected,  in  so 
far  that  the  entire  building  is  vacated  without  disorder  or  con- 
fusion, in  one  and  one-fourth  minutes,  at  the  maximum,  and  in  a 
great  majority  of  instances  in  less  than  one  minute.  These  pre- 
cautions have  been  taken  by  the  Committee  with  a  realizing 
sense  that  parents  intrust  their  children  for  thirty-six  weeks  in 
every  year  to  the  care  of  the  town  ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  town 
to  protect  and  guard  them  as  far  as  possible  from  sickness,  injury, 
or  harm  of  any  kind,  so  that,  when  a  child  is  sent  to  school,  the 
parent  at  home  or  at  his  business  can  feel  that  proper  vigilance 
is  exercised  to  protect  the  child. 

The  Committee  desires  to  recognize  the  kindness  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Public  Library  in  furnishing  the  principal  of  the 
High  School  with  keys,  so  that  he  can  obtain  books  that  will  be 
helpful  to  the  scholars  in  their  studies  at  any  time. 

The  text-books  in  use  are  in  a  generally  fair  condition.  Some 
are  badly  worn  and  much  soiled.  Pupils  should  never  be  re- 
quired to  use  filthy  books.  The  town,  under  State  law,  is  required 
to  furnish  pupils  with  text-books  and  school  supplies ;  and  this 
should  be  done  with  decent  liberality.  Economy  should  be 
practised  in  providing  these  necessaries,  but  it  would  be  mean- 
ness to  require  a  child  to  use  a  book  that  no  self-respecting  man 
or  woman  would  touch  except  with  a  pair  of  tongs.  In  this 
matter  the  teachers  have  endeavored  to  instill  into  the  minds  of 
the  pupils  the  principle  that  public  property  is  to  be  used  more 
carefully  than  private  property,  and  to  practise  a  strict  economy 
in  the  use  of  supplies.  In  spite  of  the  utmost  endeavor  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers  there  will  be  some  waste,  but  we  believe  it  to 
be  in  our  schools  at  the  minimum. 

This  report  has  been  extended  and  is  somewhat  in  detail,  that 
the  people  may  know  the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  in  the 
hope  of  a  stimulated  interest  of  them.  It  matters  not  what  efforts 
may  be  made  by  school  boards,  superintendents,  or  teachers,  or 
what  educational  views  any  or  all  of  them  may  entertain  :  it  is  the 
general   sentiment   of  the   community  which  will  determine  what 
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the  schools  shall  be.  Our  school  system  should  be  devoid  of  the 
false,  the  glittering,  the  showy,  but  full  of  healthy  moral  and 
mental  training,  teaching  the  true  dignity  of  the  labor  of  the 
hands  as  well  as  of  the  brain,  not  omitting  the  gentler  affections 
of  the  heart.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Trustees  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  — 
Donations  of  books  have  been   received  from   Colonel   E.  V. 
Mitchell,  Mr.  Nathaniel  T.  Allen,  Mr.  JBracey  Curtis,  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Fitch. 

One  hundred  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year. 
There  are  now  4,234  books  in  the  library ;  and  12  periodicals  have 
been  subscribed  for,  for  the  use  of  the  reading-room.  The  libra- 
rian reports  a  circulation  of  7,889  volumes  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  delayed  the  issue  of  a  new  catalogue  in  order  not  to 
exceed  our  appropriation.  The  expenditures  for  the  year  will  be 
found  in  the  Selectmen's  report.  There  remains  to  the  credit 
of  the  library  an  unexpended  balance  of  $104.85,  which,  with  the 
usual  appropriation  of  $100  and  the  dog  tax,  will,  we  think,  be 
enough  to  pay  the  running  expenses  and  provide  for  a  new 
catalogue.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Medfield,  on  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  March,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles :  — 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following-named  town  officers,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  548  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  namely:  one  Town 
Clerk,  one  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three 
Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  for  Cemetery  Committee, 
three  Trustees  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  five  Constables,  one  Sexton, 
one  Auditor,  all  for  one  year ;  one  School  Committee  for  three  years : 
two  Trustees  of  Public  Library  for  three  years ;  one  for  Board  of 
Health  for  three  years.  Also  to  vote  on  the  following  question :  Shall 
license  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  for  the  ensu- 
ing year?  The  vote  to  be  Yes  or  No.  All  of  the  above  to  be  voted  for 
on  one  ballot.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at  half-past  nine  in  the  fore- 
noon and  to  be  kept  open  at  least  four  hours. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  Tree  Wardens,  Fence  Viewers,  Pound  Keeper, 
and  Field  Drivers. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  5.  To  grant  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  hiring 
money  for  any  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  collected 
for  the  ensuing  year ;  also  determine  what  percentage  shall  be  allowed 
the  Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.     To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
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such  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might,  if  elected 
to  that  office. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  how  much  per  hour  the  town  will  allow  for  work 
on  the  highways  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  12.     To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  committees. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
bill  of  F.  M.  Ballou  &  Co.  for  concreting  gutters  and  crosswalks. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  unite  with  other  towns  in  the  em- 
ployment of  a  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  appropriate  money  neces- 
sary therefor,  or  do  or  act  anything  relating  thereto. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
264  of  the  Acts  passed  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  in  the 
year  1890,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  Public  Cemeteries." 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  officers  of  the  Medfield  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  with 
view  of  obtaining  the  rates  and  terms  upon  which  said  company  will 
light  with  electricity  the  streets  of  Medfield,  or  do  or  act  anything  relat- 
ing thereto. 

Art.  1 7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  contract  with  the  Medfield  Water 
Company  for  hydrant  service  or  water  supply,  or  do  or  act  anything 
relating  thereto.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MEDFIELD. 


Annual  Meeting 

nni 

first  Monday  in  March 


Section    i.     The  annual  meeting  of  the  town  shall  be  held  on  the 


Town  Meetings. 

Sect.  2.  Town  meetings  shall  be  notified  by  posting  an  attested 
copy  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same  in  the  usual  place  on  the  Town 
House  seven  days,  at  least,  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

Duties  of  Town  Officers. 

Sect.  3.  The  several  boards  of  town  officers  shall,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, transact  all  business  coming  under  their  supervision  at  meetings 
of  the  several  boards  at  which  a  majority  of  the  members  are  present; 
and  they  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  contracts,  payments  of  money, 
votes  and  appointments,  and  all  other  transactions  had  by  them,  includ- 
ing schedules  of  all  town  property  under  their  care  or  control,  and  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  prepare  a  report  of  all  their  doings,  with  a 
statement  in  detail  of  all  their  payments  and  expenditures,  and  all  lia- 
bilities incurred  by  them,  including  all  outstanding  orders  and  claims 
against  the  town,  the  valuation  of  all  property  of  the  town  in  their  hands 
or  under  their  care,  and  all  debts  due  to  the  town,  and  submit  an  esti- 
mate of  the  probable  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year  in  their 
several  departments. 

Sect.  4.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  town  in  such 
sum,  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  the  Selectmen  shall  require 
and  with  sureties  to  their  satisfaction,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  5.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  give  bond  to  the  town  in 
such  sum,  not  less  than  six  thousand  dollars,  as  the  Selectmen  shall  re- 
quire and  with  sureties  to  their  satisfaction,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  take  charge  of  the  bonds  of 
the  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  see  that  they  are  deposited  in  a 
safe  place,  and  cause  a  record  of  the  same  to  be  made. 
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Special  Appropriations. 

Sect.  6.  No  appropriation  for  any  special  improvement,  change, 
repair,  or  purchase  of  property  not  included  in-  the  usual  or  ordi- 
nary appropriations,  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  amount  or 
value,  shall  be  made  until  some  board  of  officers,  officer,  authorized 
committee,  or  agent  of  the  town,  shall  have  obtained  and  submitted  to 
a  meeting  notified  to  act  thereon  proper  plans,  specifications  and  esti- 
mates of  the  probable  expense  or  cost  thereof,  as  near  as  can  be  reason- 
ably ascertained,  considering  the  nature  and  character  thereof. 

Town  Clerk. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  safely  keep  all 
books,  papers,  and  plans,  and  all  records  belonging  to  the  town.  He 
shall,  when  requested,  furnish  all  boards  and  committees  with  copies  of 
all  votes  affecting  them. 

He  shall  fold  uniformly  all  papers  and  documents  within  his  depart- 
ment, and  shall  indorse  them  in  a  manner  to  indicate  the  contents  of 
each  paper,  and  shall  file  and  arrange  them  in  a  manner  convenient  for 
reference  and  examination. 

He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  town  seal. 

Sect.  8.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  publish  in  the  annual  printed  report 
of  the  town  a  copy  of  his  record  of  all  town  meetings  that  have  been 
held  during  the  preceding  year. 

Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sect.  9.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  expended  and  all  work  done  under  his  supervision 
upon  the  public  ways  and  bridges  of  the  town,  and  a  daily  record  of  the 
number  of  men  and  teams  employed,  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  work 
done,  and  the  time  spent  in  doing  such  work. 

A  pay-roll  shall  be  kept  of  the  employees  of  the  street  department 
and  of  the  owners  of  teams  employed  therein,  and  a  detailed  account  of 
all  parties  furnishing  materials  therefor,  the  time  for  which  payment  is 
to  be  made,  the  rate  of  wages,  the  amount  and  cost  of  materials  fur- 
nished, and  the  amount  done  in  each  case. 

Finances. 

Sect.  10.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  February 
and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  annually. 
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Sect,  i  i.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds 
belonging  to  the  town,  except  funds  for  which  other  provision  is  made 
by  law  ;  and  he  shall  pay  no  money  from  the  treasury  except  upon  a 
warrant  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  12.  All  town  officers,  whether  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  unless  otherwise  expressly  ordered,  shall  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  each  month  pay  to  the  Town  Treasurer  all  sums  collected 
by  them  during  the  month  previous,  to  the  custody  of  which  the  Treas- 
urer is  entitled. 

Sect.  13.  All  bills,  pay-rolls,  vouchers,  cancelled  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  town  which  have  been  paid  from  the 
treasury,  shall  be  filed  and  safely  kept. 

Assessors. 

Sect.  14.  The  Assessors  shall  publish  with  the  Town  Officers" 
Report  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred,  and  at  least  on  each  succeeding 
fifth  year  thereafter,  and  whenever  at  other  times  the  town  shall  instruct 
them  so  to  do,  the  full  valuations  and  tax  lists,  both  property  and  polls, 
assessed  within  the  town  or  upon  which  taxes  are  paid  to  the  town ;  and 
each  year  the  usual  summary  thereof. 

Collector  of  Taxes. 

Sect.  15.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  append  to  his  annual  report, 
in  the  annual  printed  report  of  the  town,  a  list  of  all  unpaid  tax  levies, 
giving  the  names  of  the  parties  assessed,  the  amount  due  from  each, 
and  the  year  in  which  such  assessments  were  laid. 

Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Sect.  16.  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  have  the  general  charge 
and  management  of  the  Town  Farm,  and  the  property  of  the  town  con- 
nected therewith,  and  may  employ  a  Superintendent  and  other  neces- 
sary servants  and  agents,  subject,  however,  to  specific  votes  of  the  town 
in  relation  thereto. 

Selectmen. 

Sect.  17.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  man- 
agement of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  town  in  all  cases  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  law. 

Sect.  18.  The  Selectmen  may  appear  either  personally  or  by  coun- 
sel before  any  Committee  of  the  Legislature  or  Board  or  Commission. 
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to  protect  the  interests  of  the  town,  but  are  not  authorized  by  this  By- 
Law  to  commit  the  town  to  any  course  of  action. 

Sect.  19.  The  Selectmen  shall,  in  their  annual  report,  state  in  detail 
what  action  they  have  taken  in  the  year  preceding.  They  shall  state 
specifically  what  town  ways,  county  ways,  and  sewers  have  been  laid 
out,  altered,  or  ordered,  what  damages  have  been  assessed  and  paid, 
what  claims  are  outstanding  and  what  claims  are  in  suit  against  the 
town,  and  what  assessments  remain  to  be  made  and  collected  for  sewers 
at  any  time  previously  constructed.  They  shall  give  full  reports  in 
regard  to  all  suits  commenced  by  or  brought  against  the  town,  with  all 
the  circumstances  relating  thereto.  They  shall  also  make  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  repairs  made  upon  public  buildings. 

Sect.  20.  The  Selectmen  may,  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  law,  bring  suit  in  the  name  of  the  town  against  the  principal  and 
sureties,  or  either  or  any  of  them  named  in  any  bond  given  to  the  town, 
by  any  officer,  agent,  contractor,  or  other  person,  for  breach  of  the  con- 
dition of  such  bond. 

They  shall  cause  the  appearance  and  answer  of  the  town  to  be 
entered  and  made  in  all  suits  brought  against  the  town  at  law  or  in 
equity,  and  may  employ  counsel  to  defend  the  same.  They  may  com- 
mence and  prosecute  suits  at  law  and  in  equity,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  town,  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law,  and  may 
employ  counsel  therein.  They  shall  consider  all  claims  made  against 
the  town  and  may  settle  the  same,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  a  set- 
tlement be  so  made  by  a  payment  of  more  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
without  authority  from  the  town. 


Town  Treasurer. 

Sect.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make,  in  the 
annual  printed  report  of  the  town,  a  report  which  shall  specifically  state 
the  objects,  if  any,  for  which  the  debt  of  the  town  may  have  been  in- 
creased during  the  preceding  year,  and  recite  the  votes  under  which  the 
money  was  borrowed.  The  report  shall  give  a  classified  statement  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  town  and  the  objects  for  which  it  was  incurred. 
Said  report  shall  also  include  :  — 

First.  A  list  of  all  notes  issued  during  the  year  and  the  purposes 
for  which  the  money  was  borrowed,  giving  the  dates,  amount,  term, 
rate  of  interest,  time  of  maturity,  the  premiums,  if  any,  received  thereon, 
and  the  names  of  the  parties  of  whom  the  funds  were  borrowed. 

Second.  A  list  of  all  notes  paid  during  the  year,  and  a  list  of  all  out- 
standing notes  with  the  dates  on  which  they  will  mature. 

Third.     A    full    exhibit    of    all    moneys,    properties,    and    securities, 
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which  may  be  placed  in  his  charge  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  by-law, 
or  by  virtue  of  any  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  deposit. 

Fourth.  A  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  received  by  the  town 
from  other  sources  than  taxation  during  the  preceding  year. 

Fifth.  A  .list  of  all  insurance  policies  held  by  the  town,  which  list 
shall  include  a  statement  of  the  property  covered,  the  names  of  the 
companies,  the  amount  and  the  date  of  expiration  of  every  policy  in  his 
custody. 

Sect.  22.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  separate  accounts  with  each 
appropriation  of  money  voted  by  the  town,  and  no  money  shall  be  paid 
out  except  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appropriated.  Nor  shall 
any  transfer  be  made  from  one  account  to  another,  except  by  vote  of 
the  town.  All  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer,  not  specially  appro- 
priated, shall  be  kept  in  an  account  of  unappropriated  funds,  to  be 
disposed  of  as  the  town  may  direct.  All  notes  and  obligations  of  the 
town,  for  money  borrowed  by  authority  of  the  town,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Treasurer  and  Selectmen. 


Contracts  by  Town   Officers. 

Sect.  23.  No  town  officer  or  member  of  any  committee  chosen 
by  the  town,  nor  any  agent  of  any  such  officer  or  committee,  shall  have 
any  pecuniary  interest  in  any  contract  or  bargain  made  or  approved  in 
behalf  of  the  town,  by  himself  or  any  board  or  committee  of  which  he 
is  a  member  or  for  which  he  may  act  as  agent. 


Public  Dumping   Place. 

Sect.  24.  On  or  before  May  i,  1899,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  the  Selectmen  shall  procure  and  thereafter  maintain  some  suitable 
place,  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  village,  as  a  free  public  dump, 
upon  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  shall  have  the  right,  under 
suitable  regulations  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Selectmen,  to 
deposit  ashes,  cinders,  papers,  tin  cans,  and  such  other  rubbish  as  may  be 
permitted  by  the  Selectmen  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Said  dump  shall  be  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Selectmen. 


Truant  Children. 

Sect.  25.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  years 
residing  in  the  town,  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets 
or  public  places,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending 
school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
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committed  to  Norfolk,  Bristol,  and  Plymouth  Truant  School  in  Wal- 
pole,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Truant  Officer,  previous  to  making  any 
complaint  under  these  laws,  to  notify  the  truant  or  absentee  from  school, 
also  his  parent  or  guardian,  of  the  offence  committed  and  the  penalty 
therefor ;  and,  if  the  Truant  Officer  can  obtain  satisfactory  pledges  for 
the  restraint  and  reformation  of  the  child,  he  may,  at  his  own  discretion, 
forbear  to  prosecute,  so  long  as  such  pledges  are  faithfully  kept. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee,  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools,  and  the  citizens  generally,  to  aid  the  Truant  Officers  as 
far  as  possible  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Two  or  more  Truant  Officers  shall  be  appointed  annually,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  all  violations  of  the  Truant  Laws,  and  of 
the  law  relating  to  compulsory  education,  and  to  do  all  the  acts  required 
of  them  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Penal  Laws. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  drive  or  allow  a  horse  under  his  control 
to  go  at  an  immoderate  or  unreasonable  rate  in  any  street  or  public 
place  within  the  town,  so  as  thereby  to  endanger  the  life,  safety,  or  con- 
venience of  any  person  properly  using  such  street  or  public  place. 

Sect.  27.  No  person  shall  permit  any  horse,  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep 
under  his  care  to  go  upon  any  sidewalk  in  the  town,  so  as  to  interfere 
with  the  convenient  use  of  the  same  by  all  passengers. 

Sect.  28.  No  person  shall  suffer  horses,  or  grazing  beasts,. or  swine 
to  run  at  large  in  the  town. 

Sect.  29.  No  person  shall  permit  any  team  under  his  care  or  control 
to  stand  across  any  public  highway  or  street  in  the  town,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  obstruct  the  travel  over  the  same,  for  an  unnecessary 
length  of  time  :  no  person  shall  stop  with  any  team  in  any  such  public 
highway  or  street  so  near  to  another  team  as  to  obstruct  public  travel ; 
and  no  person  shall  stop  with  any  team  or  carriage  upon  or  across  any 
crossing  in  any  such  highway  or  street. 

\  Sect.  30.  No  person  shall,  by  any  noise,  gesture,  or  other  means, 
wantonly  and  designedly  frighten  any  horse  in  any  street  or  other  public 
place  in  the  town. 

Sect.  31.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  a  sled  or  ride  upon  a  bicycle 
upon  any  of  the  sidewalks  in  the  town. 

Sect.  32.  No  person  shall  coast  or  slide  down  any  of  the  streets  or 
highways  of  the  town  upon  any  hand-sled,  board,  jumper,  or  otherwise, 
except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the 
Selectmen  shall  designate  and  require. 
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Sect.  33.  No  person  shall  be  or  remain  upon  any  sidewalk,  or  upon 
any  doorstep,  portico,  or  other  projection  of  any  house  or  other  building 
in  the  town,  not  his  own,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  person. 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall  use  any  indecent,  profane,  or  insulting 
language  in  any  public  place  in  the  town,  or  near  any  dwelling-house  or 
other  buildings  therein. 

Sect.  35.  No  person  shall  play  at  any  game  of  ball,  or  football,  or 
throw  balls  or  stones  or  snowballs,  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  the  town. 

Sect.  36.  No  person  shall  take  hold  of  nor  ride  upon  the  hind  part 
of  any  carriage  in  the  town  without  leave  of  the  owner  or  occupant 
thereof. 

Sect.  37.  No  person  shall  deposit  within  any  public  street  or  way 
of  the  town,  or  by  the  side  thereof,  any  ashes,  cinders,  papers,  tin  cans, 
offal,  or  rubbish,  or  any  waste  matter  whatsoever. 

Sect.  38.  No  person  shall  place  in  any  street,  roadway,  or  town  way 
within  the  town  any  broken  glass,  nails,  tacks,  or  other  substances  liable 
to  injure  the  feet  of  persons  or  animals,  or  the  tires  of  bicycles  or 
carriages. 

Sect.  39.  No  person  shall  drive  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle  upon 
or  over  any  hose-pipe,  when  placed  in  any  street  or  highway  of  the  town 
by  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  fowling-piece, 
or  fire-arm,  or  make  any  bonfire  or  other  fire,  in  any  street  or  public 
place  in  the  town. 

Sect.  41.  No  three  or  more  persons  shall  collect,  stand,  or  be  to- 
gether in  a  group,  or  near  to  each  other,  on  any  sidewalk  in  the  town  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  of  foot  passengers,  nor  after 
a  request  to  move  on  or  disperse  made  by  any  Selectman,  Constable,  or 
police  officer  of  the  town. 

Sect.  42.  No  person  shall  sit  upon  or  occupy  any  fence  or  wall 
bordering  upon  any  sidewalk  in  the  town  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
obstruct  such  sidewalk  or  annoy  or  disturb  any  person. 

Sect.  43.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  any  sidewalk  or  street 
or  any  other  public  place  in  the  town  by  idling  or  lounging  thereon,  or 
remain  about  the  doorways  of  places  of  business  therein,  when  requested 
by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such  places  to  depart  therefrom. 

Sect.  44.  No  person  shall  deposit  sputum  upon,  or  spit  or  expec- 
torate upon  the  floor,  platform,  or  steps  of  any  street-car,  or  upon  the 
floor  of  any  room  in  any  public  building,  or  on  the  floor  of  any  hall  or 
entrance  to  any  public  building  within  the  town. 

Sect.  45.      No  person  shall  carry  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors 
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into  the  Town  House,  any  school-house,  the  cemetery,  or  any  public 
grounds  within  the  town,  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises. 

Sect.  46.  No  person  shall  post  or  paste  or  paint  any  advertisement 
or  notice  upon  any  shade-tree,  bridge,  fence,  wall,  guide-post,  or  poles 
used  for  the  transmission  of  electricity  in  the  town. 

Sect.  47.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  swim  in  any  public  or  exposed 
place  in  the  town  in  an  indecent  or  nude  condition. 

Sect.  48.  No  person  shall  foul  any  brook,  stream,  or  other  body  of 
water  in  the  town  with  any  substance  which  shall  kill  the  fish  therein  or 
create  offensive  odors  therefrom,  so  as  to  injure  the  public  health 
or  annoy  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Sect.  49.  No  person  shall  throw  the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal  or 
any  other  animal  substance  liable  to  putrefy  into  any  pond,  stream,  or 
other  body  of  water  in  the  town,  or  leave  such  carcass  or  animal  sub- 
stance on  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  insufficiently  buried. 

Sect.  50.  No  person  shall  cultivate,  plan  or  plant  any  land  within 
the  limits  of  any  public  street  or  way  in  the  town. 

Penalties. 

Sect.  51.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding By-laws  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  complaint 
before  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk,  and  forfeited  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  town,  unless  when  different  provision  is  made  by 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Enactment  and  Repeal. 

Sect.  52.  These  By-laws  shall  take  effect  upon  their  approval  by 
the  Superior  Court  or,  in  vacation,  by  a  justice  of  said  court,  and 
shall  with  such  approval  be  entered  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Courts  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  53.  All  By-laws  heretofore  made  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  are 
hereby  repealed.
